ME-RCHAJVT  SHITTE'RS. 

As  mentioned  last  week  (see  p.  179).  the  annual  Merchant 
Shippers'  Issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  will  bo  pub- 
lished on  March  10.  Besides  circulating  to  our  numerically 
unique  register  of  subscribing  traders,  the  issue  will  be  sont 
to  all  merchant  shippers  who  are  accustomed  to  execute 
orders  on  behalf  of  buyers  abroad  of  the  varied  classes  of 
goods  which  in  value  amounted  to  over  twenty-seven  millions 
sterling  in  1905.  These  shippers  use  the  issue  as  a  help  to 
filling  the  orders  of  their  Colonial  and  foreign  clients,  which 
fact  alone  shows  the  importance  of  manufacturers  and  whole- 
salers placing  advertisements  of  their  goods  and  specialities 
in  it.  The  business  that  merchant  shippers  have  to  give  out  is 
voluminous,  and  worth  catering  for,  and  this,  the  only 
advertising  means  available  to  the  drug-trade,  is  an  oppor- 
tunity which  should  be  seized  by  buiiness  houses.

The  advisability,  or  otherwise,  of  counterblasts  to  advertis- 
ing by  cutters  is  discussed  by  various  correspondents  (p.  242). 

An  interesting  communication  to  the  "  Trypsin  in  Cancer  " 
discussion  appears  in  our  correspondence  columns  from  Dr. 
Beard  (p.  241). 

The  Landings,  Deliveries,  and  Stocks  of  Drugs  in  the 
port  of  London  last  month  are  epitomised  in  a  table  printed  in 
the  Coloured  Supplement. 

The  American  Consuls  have  been  asked  to  answer  a  series 
of  questions  regarding  the  practice  of  medicine  and  pharmacy 
in  other  countries  (p.  220). 

Dr.  J.  Beard  commupicates  further  particulars  about  his 
research  which  led  up  to  the  suggestion  that  trypsin  injections 
would  abort  cancerous  growths  (p.  241). 

The  Death  of  a  Child  in  British  Columbia  from  alleged 
poisoning  with  a  narcotic  "  patent  "  has  brought  about  a 
Government  inquiry,  in  which  Steedman's  powders  are  men- 
tioned (p.  220). 

Dr.  Balfour  Marshall,  the  Privy  Council's  representative 
at  the  Pharmaceutical  Examinations  in  Edinburgh,  makes 
some  strong  comments  on  the  need  for  dividing  the  Minor  ex- 
amination (p.  223J. 

The  Process  for  Preparing  Nitrates  from  the  air  was 
described  by  Professor  Silvanus  Thompson  at  the  Royal  In- 
stitution last  Friday.  We  report  the  lecture  with  illustra- 
tions of  the  apparatus  (p.  225). 

The  P.A.T.A.  has,  in  association  with  representatives  of  the 
grocery,  ironmongery,  and  stationery  trades,  held  a  Confer- 
ence about  co-op.  dividends  on  protected  articles.  The  Con- 
ference was  secret,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  notes  on  p.  217. 

Last  Week's  "  Lancet  "  contained  a  leaderette  regarding 
saponin  headings  in  beverages  which  has  caused  trouble  in  the 
aerated-water  trade.  We  show  that  our  contemporary's  note 
was  a  mere  scare  based  on  unsubstantial  information  (p.  231). 

Quinine  and  Bromides  arc  the  interesting  features  of  the 
market  this  week.  Star-aniseed  oil,  citric  acid,  sandalwood 
oil,  Persian  opium,  and  chillies  are  all  higher  or  firmer. 
Castor  oil,  ergot,  petroleum,  and  vanilla  are  all  easier  (p.  244). 

The  Conundrum  Column  will  be  found  in  the  Supplement 
this  week  ;  we  award  four  prizes  for  readings  of  the  French 
prescription  (one  going  to  France)  and  give  a  Reynolds 
conundrum  sketch,  which  will  be  followed  next  week  by  a 
facsimile  prescription. 

The  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  in  an  interesting  and  lengthy  report,  show  that  the 
result  of  the  General  Election  canvass  has  been  to  greatly 
increase  the  number  of  supporters  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  in 
the  House  of  Commons  (p.  223). 

The  Budget  which  Lord  Randolph  Churchill  never  pre- 
sented to  Parliament  contained  provision  for  the  alteration  of 
the  stamp-duties  on  medicines,  created  ^d.  and  Id.  stamps  for 
articles  under  6(7.  in  value,  and  changed  the  present  rates  of 
duty,  so  that  the  tax  would  have  yielded  another  quarter  of  a 
million  a  year  (p.  232J. 

Prosecutions  under  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Act  have  been  ex- 
ceptionally numerous  in  Dublin  during  the  past  week,  and 
are  fully  reported  in  this  issue.  Counsel  for  the  defence  in 
one  case  disputed  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  right  to  prose- 
cute, pointing  out  that  it  has  no  power  in  the  principal  penal 
section  of  the  1875  Act.  Mr.  Swifte,  the  senor  magistrate, 
decided  in  favour  of  the  Society  (p.  237). 

The  Leeds  Pharmacy  Act  cases  in  regard  to  Rankin's  oint- 
ment have  finally  been  disposed  of.  The  Stipendiary  Magis- 
trate, in  commenting  upon  the  High  Court  decision,  gave  it  as 
his  opinion  that  the  decision  definitely  rules  that  vermin- 
killers  as  a  class  (containing  any  scheduled  poison)  are  in 
Part  2.  This  is  the  view  which  we  have  expressed,  and  Mr. 
Atkinson's  pronouncement  gives  weight  to  our  suggestion  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  should  take  steps  to  add  arsenic 
and  strychnine  preparations  to  Part  1  of  the  Schedule  (p.  236). 
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Local  newspapers  containing  marked  items  of  news  interesting 
to  the  Trade  are  always  welcomed  by  the  Editor. 


Brevities. 

The  Wigton  Board  of  Guardians  have  accepted  the  tender 
of  Mr.  George  Fisher,  chemist  and  druggist,  for  the  supply 
of  drugs,  etc.,  for  the  ensuing  quarter. 

The  Newhaven  (Sussex)  Urban  District  Council  have  ! 
accepted  the  tender  of  Messrs.  Atkinson  &  Co.  for  the  supply  ! 
of  disinfectants  for  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

On  February  8  the  premises  of  Taylor*s  Drug-stores  at 
Otley  were  broken  into,  and  the  drawers  ransacked.  The 
till  was  also  opened  and  the  contents  abstracted. 

The  football  team  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmacy  Athletic 
Club  met  the  Independent  Press  team  at  Millhouses  on 
Thursday  of  last  week,  and  beat  them  by  three  goals  to  two. 

Richarol  Nickolds  (26),  who  was  charged  on  his  own  con- 
fession with  attempting  to  poison  his  sister-in-law  with 
oxalic  acid,  has  been  remanded  for  the  state  of  his  mind  to 
be  inquired  into. 

At  a  dinner  of  the  Court  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Com- 
pany held  on  February  6,  Lord  Burnham  mentioned  that 
the  Sight-testing  Bill  will  be  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Lords  by  Viscount  Goschen  during  the  forthcoming  Session. 

Three  pantomime  chorus-girls  were  charged  at  Dewsbury, 
on  February  3,  with  stealing  two  bottles  of  glycerin  and  a  tin 
■of  Camphor-ice  from  the  shop  of  Mr.  C.  G.  Gloyne,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Market  Place.  Two  were  discharged  and  one 
was  fined  10s. 

"The  twelve-year-old  girl,  Mary  Dorothy  Woodman,  who 
gave  spirit  of  salt  to  her  mother,  was  on  Monday,  February  5, 
again  brought  before  the  Enfield  Magistrates  and  remanded 
to  the  workhouse  in  order  that  steps  might  be  taken  to  find  : 
a  home  for  her. 

John  Smith  (60)  smashed  the  window  of  a  chemist's  shop 
in  High  Street,  Brentford,  last  week,  "  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  medical  advice."   Prisoner,  who  was  sent  to  Wands- 
worth Prison  for  seven  days,  has  since  died  from  heart-  j 
failure  and  bronchitis. 

The   manufacture   of   electric   accumulators   has  been 
scheduled  by  the  Home  Office  as  a  dangerous  trade.    From  j 
a  case  which  was  heard  by  the  Thames  Police  Court  Magis- 
trate  it  appears  that  this  is  on  account  of  the  lead  compounds 
•entering  into  their  composition. 

At  North  London  Police  Court  on  February  2,  Dr.  Theo- 
iphilus  William  Morcom-Harneis,  of  Amhurst  Road, 
Hackney,  was  fined  40*'.,  with  21.  2  s.  costs,  or  fourteen 
days'  imprisonment,  for  assaulting  Albert  Billing  Brewster, 
dispenser  to  Dr.  Hoskin,  of  Amhurst  Park. 

At  the  Oldham  Brewster  Sessions  on  February  1,  wine- 
licences  were  granted  to  Mr.  R.  M.  Crosdale,  chemist  and 
druggist,  340  Manchester  Street,  and  to  Mr.  J.  Brelsford, 
chemist  r'nd  druggist,  46  Manchester  Street,  on  undertakings 
being  given  that  the  sale  would  be  strictly  confined  to 
medicated  wines.  , 

At  the  West  Ham  Police  Court  on  February  6.  Andrew 
William  Myers  (29),  a  commercial  traveller,  described  as  of 
no  home,  was  sentenced  to  two  months'  hard  labour  for 
embezzling  3/.,  received  on  account  of  his  employers,  Messrs. 
Yardley  &  Co..  perfumers  and  toilet-soap  makers,  of  Car- 
penter's Road,  Stratford. 

The  wills  of  the  following  chemists  have  just  been  proved  ; 
the  values  of  their  estates  are  given  in  parentheses  :  Mr. 
Thomas  G.  Watson,  Stanhope.  Durham  (903/.)  ;  Mr.  Walter 
Berry,  Huddersfield  (1,205/.)  ;  Mr.  Francis  Bell.  Shipley 
{2,016/.),  and  Mr.  Samuel  C.  Hardy,  of  George  Waugh  & 
Co.,  Regent  Street,  W.  (1,560/.). 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  on 
February  3,  the  Hospitals  Committee  reported  that  they.! 
had  approved  of  plans  for  the  erection  of  antitoxin  stables 
and  other  necessary  buildings  at  Belmont,  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  4,600/.  The  scheme  had  been  prepared  in  consulta- 
tion with  Professor  Sims  Woodhead,  the  Board's  adviser 
in  antitoxin  and  bacteriological  matters,  and  Dr.  Cart- 
wright,  the  Board's  bacteriologist.  The  report  was  ap- 
proved. 


The  mysterious  death  of  Edward  Arnold  Harbershon 
(38),  a  clerk  in  a  City  insurance  office,  was  investigated  by 
Dr.  Waldo  on  February  5.  According  to  the  evidence, 
deceased  was  bitten  in  the  hand  by  a  dog  a  fortnight  ago. 
The  wound  was  treated  by  a  chemist.  On  February  2 
deceased  fell  off  his  office-stool  in  a  convulsion  and  died  in 
an  hour.  The  inquiry  was  adjourned  for  an  analysis  of  the 
contents  of  the  stomach,  as  the  medical  evidence  was  to  the 
effect  that  poisoning  was  indicated. 

A  General-election  Picture. 
On  the  evening  that  Alderman  Goddard  Clarke  was 
elected  member  of  Parliament  for  the  Peckham  division  of 
London,  he  had  a  great  reception  at  the  Peckham  Liberal 
Club.  Mr.  B.  Harry,  chemist  and  photographic  dealer. 
65  Queen's  Road,  Peckham,  took  a  flashlight  photograph  of 


the  scene.  The  above  is  a  portion  of  it.  Mr.  Clarke  appears 
to  have  moved  so  his  portrait  was  worked  in.  To  his  left 
stands  Mrs.  Clarke,  his  election  agent  is  on  his  right,  and 
below  the  last-named,  in  profile,  is  Mr.  R.  C.  Wren,  of 
Messrs.  Potter  &  Clarke.  We  should  think  this  is  the  first 
occasion  on  which  a  retail  druggist  has  photographed  the 
scene  of  the  return  of  a  wholesale  druggist  to  Parliament.

East  Anglian  Notes. 

Mr.  R.  M.  Ling,  chemist,  Cromer,  was  Hon.  Secretary 
to  a  successful  Masonic  Ball  held  at  the  Marlborough  Hotel 
Cromer,  on  Thursday  of  last  week. 

Mr.  P.  E.  Buckingham,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  is 
Hon  Secretary  of  the  Aylsham  Tennis  Club,  and  had 
much  to  do  with  the  successful  issue  of  two  entertainments 
given  last  week  in  aid  of  its  funds. 

Scientific  and  other  lectures  are  given  from  time  to  time 
under  the  auspices  of  the  King's  Lynn  Museum  Committee 
Ihe  subject  this  week  was  "  Early  Man  in  Great  Britain  " 
and  a  local  pharmacist— Mr.  E.  A.  Atmore— presided. 

In  his  capacity  as  chairman  of  the  directors,  Bro  J  E  H 
Watson,  chemist,  Norwich,  last  week  was  present  at' the 
opening  ceremony  of  the  new  Masonic  Club  in  St.  Giles's 
Street,  and  presented  the  gavel  to  the  Right  Worshipful 
Provincial  Grand  Master.  At  the  subsequent  banquet  Mr 
Watson  responded  to  the  toast  of  "  The  Board  of  Directors." 

Mr.  D.  Davison,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Cromer  was 
last  Saturday  chairman  of  a  party  of  ladies  and  gentlemen 
enjoying  the  hospitality  of  Mr.  Henrv  Broadhurst  M  P 
on  his  return  home  after  his  battle  at' the  polls.  Acknow- 
ledging a  vote  of  thanks,  Mr.  Davison  said  reference  had 
been  made  to  him  showing  his  political  colours.  He  was  a 
tradesman,  and  stood  behind  the  counter  to  sell  goods  in  his 
shop,  but  his  principles  were  his  own,  and  were  not-  to  be 
bought  or  sold.  These  remarks  were  received  with  great 
cheers. 

Analysts'  Keports. 

Mr.  C.  Estcourt,  the  public  analyst  for  Manchester 
reports  that  during  the  past  quarter  the  drugs  supplied  iii 
the  city  were  of  a  high  quality. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Liverseege,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  analyst  for  the 
city  of  Birmingham,  in  his  quarterly  report  deals  with 
fourteen  samples  of  11  different  kinds  of  camphorated 
oil,  12  being  penny  bottles.  Six  samples  were  defi- 
cient in  camphor,  and  2  contained  foreign  oil.  Six  out 
of  7  samples  which  were  purchased  with  the  formalities 
of  the  Act  were  adulterated.  These  were  taken  as  the 
result  of  the  analyses  of  the  informal  adulterated  samples, 
inese  he  discusses  in  detail  and  refers  to  the  prosecutions 
respecting  some  of  them,  which  we  have  already  reported. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Bradford  city  analyst  (Mr 

W  Richardson)  states  that  111  samples  of  drugs  were 
analysed  during  the  year.  Of  the  drugs  examined  10  were 
adulterated  and  8  were  doubtful.  Four  samples  of 
glycerin  contained  arsenic  varying  from  a  thirty-sixth  to 
an  eleventh  part  of  a  grain  per  lb.,  and  the  larger  quantities 
were  considered  to  be  excessive,  even  when  due  considera- 
tion is  given  to  the  test  described  in  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia. Two  infusions  of  cinchona  showed  only  a  half 
and  two-thirds  of  the  proper  amount  of  alkaloids  respec- 
7~Z  T  ,  Te  orange  quinine  wine  contained  only  two- 
thirds  of  the  proper  amount  of  quinine.  A  vinegar  of 
ipecacuanha  contained  only  one- fourth  of  the  proper  amount 
of  alkaloids  and  a  vinegar  of  squill  was  slightly  deficient 
in  acetic  acid.  A  sample  of  laudanum  contained  only  three- 
iourths  of  the  proper  amount  of  morphine.  Of  the  doubtful 
drugs  a  sample  of  ammonium  carbonate  was  too  moist,  and 
two  samples  of  ipecacuanha-wine  were  slightly  deficient  in 
alkaloidal  constituents  ;  while  a  reduced  iron  contained  only 
two-thirds  the  amount  of  iron  required  by  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, and  two  samples  of  citrate  of  caffeine  were 
slightly  deficient  in  alkaloid.    Four  aerated  waters  showed 


only  the  barest  trace  of  antimony,  although  the  rubber 
ring  of  the  stoppers  in  each  case  contained  a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  sulphide  of  antimony.  The  experiments 
of  the  analyst  showed  that  the  antimony  was  present  in  the 
rings  in  a  very  insoluble  condition,  and  the  amount  of 
antimony  in  the  beverages  was  not  more  in  any  case  than  the 
two-hundredth  part  of  a  grain  per  gallon.  "  It  would 
seem,  therefore,"  says  the  analyst,  "  that  there  is  very  little 
reason  to  suppose  that  any  injurious  effects  are  produced 
through  the  use  of  antimonised-rubber  rings  in  mineral- 
water  bottles,  although  it  would,  no  doubt,  be  better  if 
some  other  less  harmful  principle  than  antimony  were 
present." 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Mr.  F.  Thompson,  the  Walsall  town  analyst,  passed  the 
A. I.C.  examination  in  London  last  month. 

Professor  Watts  is  leaving  the  University  to  j'oin  that 
erstwhile  pharmacist  Professor  Tilden  at  the* Royal  College 
of  Science. 

Mr.  Joseph  Lones,  F.I.C.,  has  been  appointed  analyst  to 
the  Midland  Grocers'  Association.  The  stipend  is  gauged 
at  7.?.  6<7.  per  sample  all  round. 

The  mineral-water  industry  is  feeling  the  effect  of  the 
depression  in  trade  and  the  cut-throat  competition,  with 
disastrous  results  in  several  cases. 

Tynesiders  have  a  club  in  this  city,  a  very  active  member 
of  which  is  Mr.  T.  Barclay,  who  was  its  first  president.  Mr. 
Barclay  in  his  early  days  was  with  Mawson,  of  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne. 

Complaints  are  frequent  in  the  local  papers  with  regard 
to  the  failure  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  to  over- 
take the  wilful  purveyor  of  "  faked"  articles,  reference  to 
the  analyst  often  not  being  complimentary. 

Great  changes  are  taking  place  in  the  nidus  of  pharmacists 
at  Sparkhill.  Messrs.  Liley  &  Pinfield  have  secured  a  place 
up  there,  and  another  chemist  has  started  a  new  establish- 
ment almost  opposite  to  one  which  has  been  there  some  time. 

A  sixpenny  toothbrush  is  given  away  by  Messrs.  Liley  & 
Pinfield,  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  Sparkhill 
and  Smallheath,  with  every  fourpenny  box  of  their  carbolic 
tooth-powder.   The  offer  is  open  till  February  28,  1906. 

Mr.  Hall,  of  Duddeston  Mill  Road,  Birmingham,  is 
starting  a  branch  shop.  It  is  astonishing  how  pharmacies 
are  multiplying  here ;  there  are  at  least  a  dozen  phar- 
macists who,  seeing  the  advantages  of  spreading  their 
wings,  have  yielded  to  the  requirements  of  the  age. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Cope,  the  courteous  Librarian  of  the  Uni- 
versity, whom  many  in  pharmacy  consult  from  time  to 
time  on  books  of  reference  on  medicine,  pharmacy,  and 
kindred  sciences,  was  presented  with  a  handsome  oak 
clock  and  cheque  last  week  to  commemorate  the  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  of  his  appointment. 

Co-ops.  and  Protected  Prices. 
A  conference  was  recently  held  at  the  Holborn  Viaduct 
Hotel,  London,  of  representatives  of  the  drug,  grocery, 
ironmongery,  and  stationery  trades,  to  consider  the  practice 
of  co-operative  societies  in  evading  protected  prices  by  the 
payment  of  "  divi."  on  the  value  of  the  goods  purchased. 
Mr.  Chas.  Parsons  (President  of  the  Ironmongers'  Fede- 
rated Associations)  was  voted  to  the  chair.     We  have 
received  the  following  statement  regarding  the  meeting  : 
At  the  commencement  of  the  proceedings  it  was  decided 
on  the  representation  of  two  of  the  trades  that  no  report  of 
the  proceedings  should  be  taken.    We  were  compelled  to 
acquiesce    in   this   arrangement   for   reasons   of  policy, 
although  we  regret  that  the  course  adopted  prevents  the 
trade  being  fully  informed  as  to  the  oppression  which  the 
so-called  "  dividend  "  of  the  industrial  societies  inflicts 
upon  the  shopkeepers  in  the  trades  in  which  the  societies 
most  closely  compete.    It  may  be  said,  however,  that  con- 
siderable information  was  obtained  as  to  the  attitude  of 
trade  associations  towards  the  industrial  societies,  and  also 
as  to  the  bad  influence  of  the  dividends  upon  the  profits  of 
these  trades,  and  the  various  endeavours  that  are  being 
made  by  manufacturers — individually  and  by  association — 
to  have  the  dividend  discontinued  on  their  goods.  The 
trades  view  the  dividend  as  being  an  infringement  of  the 
minimum  retail-price,  and  associations  should  adopt  a  well- 
defined  policy  of  urging  manufacturers  to  insist  that_  a 
minimum  retail-price  shall  be  placed  upon  their  proprie- 
tary articles;  and  that  they  will  include  in  all  their  arrange- 
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ments  for  enforcing  the  price  a  stipulation  to  the  effect  that 
there  shall  not  be  any  "bonus,  gift,  dividend  calculated 
upon  purchase-money,  or  other  form  of  rebate  in  cash  or 
goods,"  whereby  the  ultimate  value  of  the  article  shall  be 
brought  lower  than  the  price  that  may  have  been  an- 
nounced. There  is  evidence  that  much  success  is  being  ob- 
tained by  manufacturers  adopting  this  course,  and  in  turn 
being  well  supported  by  the  retail  dealers  for  the  risk  they 
take  in  incurring  the  displeasure  of  the  co-operative 
societies. 

"Danger  Aher.d. 
At  a  meeting  of  co-operatives  recently  held  in  Barnsley 
the  question  of  overlapping  in  distributing  stores  was  dis- 
cussed in  presence  of  290  delegates.  It  appears  that,  in 
spite  of  strict  rules  to  prevent  competition  in  specific  terri- 
tories by  one  store  encroaching  upon  the  other,  such  com- 
petition does  take  place.  The  meeting  unanimously  resolved 
that  this  overlapping  is  fraught  with  serious  danger  to  the 
movement,  and  urged  the  N.W.  Sectional  Board  to  take 
energetic  steps  to  overcome  it. 

Nominations. 

Mr.  Edward  James  Bishop,  chemist  and  druggist,  of 
Kyrle  House,  Upper  Folkestone  Road,  has  been  nominated 
to  fill  a  vacancy  on  Folkestone  Town  Council  for  the  West 
Ward. 

Mr.  Richard  Sturton,  of  the  firm  of  Richard  Sturton  & 
Sons,  chemists,  8  Fitzroy  Street,  Cambridge,  has  been 
nominated  to  fill  a  casual  vacancy  that  has  occurred  on  the 
Town  Council. 

Mr.  Jabez  A.  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist,  Four  Elms 
Road,  Cardiff,  has  been  nominated  to  contest  a  vacancy 
that  has  occurred  in  the  representation  of  the  Roath  Ward 
on  the  Town  Council.  Mr.  Jones  was  formerly  a  member 
of  the  Corporation. 

Fires. 

On  February  3  a  fire  occurred  on  the  premises  of  Messrs. 
Taylor  &  Sons,  chemists  and  druggists,  Market  Place, 
Newark.  The  outbreak  took  place  in  the  cellar,  in  which 
was  stored  paraffin,  paints,  oils,  and  other  highly  inflam- 
mable material ;  but  the  fire-brigade  worked  well,  and  the 
total  damage  was  slight. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  February  3  at  Thompson's  Drug  Co., 
291  Stamford  Street,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  and  before  the 
brigade  arrived  the  roof  had  fallen  in.  A  strong  wind  was 
blowing  at  the  time,  which  increased  the  labours  of  the 
firemen,  and  two  hours  elapsed  before  the  flames  were  sub- 
dued. A  great  deal  of  damage  was  done.  The  origin  of 
the  outbreak  has  yet  to  be  discovered. 

A  fire  which  threatened  serious  consequences  broke  out 
on  February  2  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  John  Ismay  & 
Sons,  manufacturing  and  analytical  chemists.  City  Road, 
Newcastle.  The  works  had  only  been  closed  for  the  night 
a  matter  of  half  an  hour  when  the  alarm  was  given,  and  the 
prompt  arrival  of  several  fire-brigades  averted  what  might 
have  been  a  disastrous  fire.  It  was  found  that  the  fire  had 
occurred  in  the  packing-room  in  the  topmost  storey,  where 
there  was  evidently  some  rather  combustible  material.  A 
portion  of  the  roof  fell  in  about  half  an  hour  after  the 
brigades  arrived,  but  the  firemen  worked  strenuously,  and 
confined  the  flames,  which  they  eventually  subdued,  to  that 
part  of  the  premises.  The  stock  of  patents  suffered  consider- 
able water  damage,  but  the  efforts  of  the  firemen  saved  the 
rest  of  the  building.  Business  is  therefore  being  carried  on 
as  usual. 

The  Capsuloid  Trade-mark. 

The  adjourned  hearing  of  the  application  made  by  Mr. 
Dixon,  of  the  Capsuloid  Co.,  to  register  a  design  showing 
the  disease  of  the  hair  as  a  trade-mark,  came  on  before  the 
Registrar  on  Wednesday,  February  7.  Since  the  last 
adjournment  Mr.  Dixon  had  written  withdrawing  the  appli- 
cation in  his  name,  and  the  only  subject  discussed  before  the 
Registrar  was  the  question  of  granting  costs  to  the  Hair- 
dressers' Guild,  who  had  opposed  the  application.  A  point 
of  law  was  discussed,  it  being  stated  that  Mr.  Dixon  is 
bringing  another  application  in  the  name  of  the  Capsuloid 
Co.  for  the  same  design,  which  action  is  pending.  Mr. 
Chamberlain  (Clerk  of  the  Hairdressers'  Guild)  applied  for 
costs,  and  the  Registrar  reserved  his  decision.  The  Clerk 
produced  evidence  in  favour  of  the  Guild's  contention  that 
the  design  could  not  be  used,  diagrams,  photos.,  etc.,  being 
put  in. 


Manchester  Notes. 

The  recent  arrival  in  the  Ship-canal  of  a  full  cargo  of 
petroleum  from  Batoum  has  emphasised  the  fact  that  in 
the  importation  of  this  article  Manchester  is  now  before 
Liverpool,  and  second  only  to  London. 

Dr.  William  Bates  Ramsden,  son  of  Mr.  Wm.  Ramsden, 
J. P.,  of  Fallowfield,  has  been  appointed  lecturer  in  Sanitary 
Chemistry  at  the  Victoria  University  of  Manchester.  Dr. 
Bates,  who  took  his  M.B.,  Ch.B.  in  1903,  is  also  a  B.Sc. 
(Hons.  Vict.,  and  was  appointed  an  Honorary  Research 
Fellow  in  Sanitary  Science.  He  is  also  analyst  to  the 
Charlton  Board  of  Guardians. 

At  Manchester  Assizes  on  Wednesday,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Bray  and  a  special  jury,  Ira  McConnell,  a  Gorton  watch- 
maker and  a  cripple,  brought  an  action  against  Messrs. 
Chas.  &  Robert  Andrews,  grocers,  of  the  same  place,  for 
damages  for  the  loss  of  his  wife.  The  defendants  are  also 
dealers  in  certain  drugs  and  patent  medicines.  In  August 
last  the  deceased  woman  purchased  castor  oil  for  medicinal 
purposes,  but  the  defendants  supplied  her  with  caniphprated 
oil  in  mistake.  She  drank  it,  and  died  shortly  afterwards. 
The  jury  gave  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  with  damages  135/. 
In  the  course  of  the  hearing  a  juryman  remarked  that  there 
was  no  poison-label  on  the  camphorated-oil  bottle  which  was 
produced,  whereupon  his  Lordship  showed  his  intimacy 
with  poison  law  by  saying,  "  You  may,  I  think,  take,  it  that 
camphorated  oil  is  not  a  poison,  but  it  might  have  an 
injurious  effect  in  a  person  with  a  weak  heart." 

Poor-law  Notes. 

Mr.  E.  R.  Risen  has  been  appointed  dispenser  by  the 
Guardians  of  the  Wantage  Union. 

The  Blackburn  Board  of  Guardians  have  appointed  Mr. 
J.  H.  Beswick,  chemist  and  druggist,  as  dispenser,  at  the 
workhouse. 

Soda  Crystals. 
At  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court  on  February  2, 
Albert  Bennett  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  41  Great  Tower  Street,  E.C., 
were  summoned,  on  the  information  of  Richard  Gadsdon, 
for  having  unlawfully  applied  a  false  trade  description  to 
goods  called  soda  crystals.  Mr.  D.  M.  Kerly,  barrister; 
who  supported  the  summons,  said  two  other  prosecutions 
had  failed  to  stop  the  practice  of  adulterating  soda  crystals 
with  Glauber  salt,  which  is  composed  chiefly  of  sulphate 
of  soda,  and  was  something  less  than  half  the  price  of  soda 
crystals.  In  this  case  Messrs.  Gadsdon  &  Son  purchased 
half  a  ton  of  the  substance  under  a  guarantee  that  it  con- 
tained not  less  than  98  per  cent,  of  pure  soda  crystals.  Upon 
analysis,  however,  by  Dr.  Lamb,  manager  of  the  works  of 
Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  at  Silvertown,  and  by  Mr.  Hy. 
Russell  Smith,  analytical  chemist,  of  Highbury,  it  was 
found  that  the  soda  crystals  in  the  bags  sold  by  the  de- 
fendant company  to  Messrs.  Gadsdon  varied  from  46  to  82 
per  cent.,  and  that  the  Glauber  salt  present  in  the  samples 
varied  from  17  to  53  per  cent.  Mr.  Bodkin,  barrister,  for 
Bennett  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  said  the  company  purchased  the  soda 
in  good  faith  from  an  Antwerp  firm  under  a  guarantee 
that  it  was  up  to  the  proper  standard.  The  company 
had  acted  innocently  in  this  transaction,  and  they 
had  taken  every  reasonable  precaution,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  words  of  the  Statute,  to  see  that  the  soda 
crystals  sold  to  Messrs.  Gadsdon  were  up  to  the  proper 
standard.  Mr.  Bennett  having  given  evidence,  the  Lord 
Mayor  stopped  the  case,  saying  that  he  was  satisfied  that  the 
defendant  company  had  acted  perfectly  honestly  in  this 
matter.  He  dismissed  the  summons.  Mr.  Bodkin  asked  for 
costs,  but  this  his  Lordship  would  not  allow,  as  he  thought 
the  prosecution  was  a  proper  one. 

Legally  Inoffensive. 
At  the  West  London  Police  Court  on  February  7,  the 
Manbre  Saccharine  Co.,  Hammersmith,  were  summoned  by 
the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  for  "  suffering  offensive 
matter  to  fall  into  the  Thames."  On  Det  ember  13,  Sergeant 
Clark,  of  the  Thames  Police,  noticed  a  pipe  discharging  a 
thick  fluid  substance  into  the  river  at  the  company's  works, 
and  as  the  tide  was  low  the  substance  lay  on  the  foreshore 
to  a  depth  of  6  in.  He  took  samples  and  produced  them  in 
court.  Professor  Groves  said  he  had  analysed  the  sample. 
It  contained  nearly  18,000  grains  per  gal.  of  solid  matter- 
that  is,  2^  lb.  per  gal.    The  substance  consisted  of  carbonate 
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of  lime,  slaked  lime,  and  earthy  matter.  In  his  opinion  the 
matter  was  offensive. 

Mr.  Hanson  (for  the  defence)  :  To  the  taste  or  smell  ? — I 
don  t  say  that,  but  it  is  offensive  in  the  same  way  that  vitriol 
or  aqua  fortis  is  offensive. 

The  Magistrate  observed  that  the  word  "  offensive  "  must 
be  interpreted  in  its  legal,  not  its  scientific  or  wider  meaning 
—as  being  something  offensive  merelv  to  the  senses  He 
dismissed  the  summons.

Business  Items. 
Mr.  James  Tate,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  9  Royal  Avenue 
Belfast,  has  taken  the  next-door  premises  for  an  extension 
of  his  business. 

Belfast  Corporation  has  accepted  the  tender  of  the  North 
of  Ireland  Chemical  Co.  for  the  supply  of  carbolic  powder 
it  being  the  lowest  submitted. 

A  Bull  in  a  Pharmacy. 
At  Belfast  on  February  5,  while  a  bull  was  being  driven 
through  the  city  it  broke  from  its  fastenings  and  dashed 
into  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  Lynas,  upsetting  a  number  of 
bottles  and  cases.  The  animal  then  backed  into  the  street 
and  turned  its  attention  to  a  fruit-stall. 

Irish  Drugs. 

Various  Boards  of  Guardians  are  still  discussing  the 
question  as  to  whether  Irish  drug-tenders  should  be°  pre- 
ferred to  those  of  English  drug-houses  even  when  the  price 
is  higher.  The  patriotic  spirit  declares  in  all  cases  that 
tenders  from  Irish  houses  should  be  accepted  in  preference 
to  those  of  English  houses  ;  but  the  Local  Government  Board 
is  a  factor  that  will  have  to  be  reckoned  with  when  the 
lowest  tender  is  disregarded. 

A  Chemist's  Awning. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Newry  Urban  District  Council 
the  Surveyor  to  that  body  reported  that  Messrs.  C.  Connor 
&  Sons,  chemists  and  druggists,  Newry,  had  forwarded  for 
approval  a  sketch  plan  of  an  awning  which  they  proposed 
to  place  over  the  principal  entrance  of  their  shop  at  79  Hill 
Street.  According  to  the  plan,  the  awning  would  be  7  ft 
above  the  footway.  The  Council's  regulations,  how- 
ever provided  that  a  structure  of  the  kind  should  be  at 
least  8  ft.  high,  and  he  therefore  did  not  see  how  they 
could  accede  to  the  request.  The  Chairman  said  that 
Messrs.  Connor  &  Sons  should  be  informed  of  that  fact

Glasgow  Notes. 

The  process  of  welding  the  two  local  Associations  into  a 
united  body  seems  somewhat  tardy.

Messrs.  Cockburn  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  St.  Enoch  Square,  are 
creating  considerable  interest  by  exhibiting  in  motion  a 
™achlnewhich  turns  out  compressed  tablets  at  the  rate  of 
about  200  a  minute. 

All  sorts  of  rumours  are  rife  about  the  impending  expan- 
sion of  the  local  co-operative  societies  in  the  drug  and  dis- 
pensing line.    One  is  that  all  the  Glasgow  societies  are  to 


amalgamate  and  open  100  drug-shops  in  the  city  and  suburbs. 
We  shall  see  what  we  shall  see. 

Although  Glasgow  Liberals  have  not  been  able  to  repeat 
their  historic  "we  are  seven"  performance  of  1880,  the 
seven  new  M.P.s  for  Glasgow,  including  Mr.  Alex.  Cross, 
are  solidly  pledged  to  support  the  next  Pharmacy  Bill,  on 
the  lines  prefigured  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  ques- 
tions to  candidates. 

The  joint  annual  dinner  of  the  two  local  Associations, 
which  has  been  fixed  for  Friday,  March  2,  in  the  St.  Enoch 
Station  Hotel,  will  gain  distinction  from  the  conjunction 
with  it  of  the  presentation  to  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie.  A  repre- 
sentative gathering  is  expected,  and  the  array  of  musical 
talent  will  be  a  feature  of  the  occasion. 

It  is  too  soon  yet  to  judge  of  the  effects  of  the  Corpora- 
tion Closing  Order  on  chemists'  business  after  eight  o'clock. 
The  prevailing  impression  so  far  is  that  there  is  a  consider- 
able falling-away  of  business  after  the  general  closing  hour. 
The  Govan  early-closing  movement  among  chemists  and 
doctors  has  now  extended  to  Kinning  Park,  and  the  tendency 
all  over  is  to  shut  half  an  hour  earlier. 

At  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  Licensed 
Trade  Defence  Association  the  Chairman  (Captain  Sneddon) 
attributed  the  increased  drunkenness  on  public  holidays, 
when  the  public-houses  are  closed  by  magisterial  recom- 
mendation, to  the  fact  that  drinkers  got  drink  through 
illegitimate  channels  and  "by  going  into  chemists'  shops 
and  procuring  methylated  spirit."  Our  correspondent,  who 
is  familiar  with  all  the  conditions  of  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy in  Glasgow,  describes  this  accusation  as  absurdly 
unfounded  and  untrue.  Local  chemists  as  a  class  habitually 
refuse  to  sell  methylated  spirit  if  they  have  any  suspicion 
that  it  is  to  be  used  as  a  beverage.

Manufacturing-tax  on  Alcohol. — A  recent  French  Cus- 
toms circular  contains  a  copy  of  a  French  Presidential 
Decree,  fixing  the  rate  of  the  manufacturing-tax  on  alcohol 
and  products  with  an  alcoholic  base,  from  January  1,  1906, 
at  If.  62c.  per  hectolitre  of  pure  alcohol. 

Paris  Academy  of  Sciencf.s. — In  the  Section  of  Physics 
of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  here,  the  name  of  Sir  William 
Crookes  is  mentioned  as  a  candidate  for  the  corresponding 
membership.  It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  three  other 
candidates,  including  M.  Guillaume,  who  is  a  member  of 
the  International  Weights  and  Measures  Office. 

Dexaturised  Alcohol  Prizes. — The  Commission  ap- 
pointed by  the  French  Government  to  inquire  into  the 
methods  of  examining  and  methylating  alcohol  have  decided 
to  offer  the  following  prizes  for  open  competition,  irrespec- 
tive of  the  nationality  of  the  competitors  :  (1)  A  prize  of 
20,000f.  for  a  method  of  methylating  alcohol  which  shall 
be  preferable  to  that  now  in  vogue  in  France,  and  at  the 
same  time  prevent  any  defrauding  of  the  revenue ;  and 
(2)  a  prize  of  50.000fr.  for  a  method  which  shall  permit  of 
the  use  of  alcohol  for  illuminating  purposes  under  the  same 
conditions  as  those  applying  to  petroleum.  Further  details 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Commission. 

The  Inter-Municipal  Visit. — The  great  event  of  the 
week  in  Paris  has  been  the  visit  of  the  London  County  Coun- 
cillors. The  recollections  of  their  visit  to  London  three 
months  ago  remain  fresh  and  green  with  the  Municipal 
Councillors  of  this  city.  The  reception  given  by  them  to 
their  English  visitors  was  unaffectedly  cordial  and  even 
effusive  when  they  arrived  at  the  Gare  du  Nord  on  Monday 
afternoon.  Since  then  the  Councillors  have  been  busily 
occupied  in  carrying  out  a  very  full  and  well-organised 
programme.  The  gala  performance  at  the  Paris  Opera 
House,  given  in  their  honour  on  Tuesday  night  last,  was 
especially  attractive  and  successful.  The  principal  scientific 
establishment  here  visited  by  them  is  the  Museum  of  Natural 
History,  which  they  saw  on  Thursday  afternoon.  The 
London  Countv  Councillors,  who  include  Lieut. -Col.  Clifford 
Probyn.  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  R.  A. 
Robinson,  are  due  to  leave  Paris  on  Saturday  morning  on 
their  return  journey. 
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Spirit-duties  Increased. — By  an  amendment,  passed  on 
January  26  last,  of  the  Indian  Tariff  Act,  the  import-duties 
on  spirits  imported  into  India  by  sea  will  be  advanced 
from  February  26,  1906.  It  is  understood  that  the  new 
rates  are  as  follows  :  On  liqueurs  and  perfumed  spirits, 
Rs.10  and  Rs.ll  respectively  per  bulk  gal.,  irrespective  of 
strength  ;  on  other  spirits,  Rs.7  per  proof  gal. 

Migranin. — Orders  forbidding  the  sale  to  the  public 
without  a  medical  prescription  of  Migranin,  a  medicament 
prepared  by  the  Hochst  Colour-works,  have  been  issued 
in  eleven  of  the  German  States,  including  Prussia.  The 
order  appears  to  have  come  as  a  surprise,  for  the  preparation 
has  been  allowed  free  sale  for  over  twelve  years . — A 
similar  order  has  been  issued  in  Austria. 

A  Poisonous  Plant. — A  curious  case  of  cattle-poisoning 
from  the  eating  of  juari  stalks  is  reported  from  Chind- 
wara.  The  Government  chemical  analyst  who  investigated 
the  subject  states  that  at  a  particular  stage  of  growth  the 
plant  contains  a  high  percentage  of  prussic  acid,  and  this 
appears  to  have  been  the  poisonous  agent.  Considering 
that  a  large  number  of  juari  stalks  are  included  in  the 
fodder  of  agricultural  bullocks  in  the  Central  Provinces 
and  elsewhere,  the  matter  requires  further  investigation. 

The  "  Badische  "  Strike  Ended. — The  strike  at  the 
Badische  Co.'s  works  has  come  to  an  .end,  an  amicable  settle- 
ment having  been  arrived  at.  According  to  the  "Frank- 
furter Zeitung."  substantial  concessions  have  been  made  by 
the  company,  including  an  all-round  increase  of  10  per  cent, 
in  wages.  Overtime  is  to  be  paid  for  at  rates  up  to  25  per 
cent,  higher,  according  to  the  nature  (dangerous  or  other- 
wise) of  the  work,  and  the  men  who  have  been  on  strike  to  be 
reinstated  without  prejudice  or  resort  to  disciplinary 
measures.  The  prompt  settlement  was  mainly  due  to  the 
action  of  the  managing  director,  Mr.  Brunck,  who  had  been 
absent  in  Italy  and  returned  when  the  crisis  was  acute.  It 
is  computed  that  the  new  conditions  will  increase  the  wages 
paid  by  the  Badische  Co.  by  about  700,000m.  (say,  35,000/.) 
a  year. 

A  Soap  Centenary. — The  one  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  establishment  of  Colgate  &  Co.,  the  well-known  toilet- 
soap  makers,  of  New  York,  was  celebrated  by  the  firm  on 
January  20  with  a  big  dinner  and  entertainment  in  the 
Grand  Central  Palace,  attended  by  over  a  thousand  em- 
ployes. All  the  members  of  the  firm,  Mr.  Richard  M. 
Colgate,  Mr.  Austen  Colgate,  Mr.  Gilbert  Colgate,  Mr. 
Sidney  M.  Colgate,  and  Mr.  Russell  Colgate,  as  well  as 
several  foreign  representatives,  were  present.  Gifts  to  the 
employes  of  $5  in  gold  for  each  year  of  service  were  made. 
Two  men  who  have  been  in  the  employ  of  the  company  for 
fifty  years  received  $250  each.  Souvenir  books  were  distri- 
buted, and  interesting  reminiscences  of  former  soap-making 
days,  such  as  a  cake  of  toilet-soap  more  than  a  half-century 
old,  were  on  exhibition.  Colgate  &  Co.  was  founded  in  1806 
by  William  Colgate  at  6  Dutch  Street,  New  York,  where 
Mr.  Colgate  also  lived,  and  where  the  offices  of  the  company 
are  to-day. 

New  Austrian  Pharmacopoeia. — The  eighth  edition  of 
this  work  has  now  been  published,  and  comes  into  force  on 
July  1.  The  general  regulations  attached  to  it  include  the 
following  : 

Preparations  for  which  a  formula  is  given  in  the  Pharma- 
copoeia may  only  be  prepared  and  sold  according  to  such 
formula. 

Medicaments  and  medicinal  preparations  which  have  been 
newly  introduced  into  trade  may  only  be  sold  on  the  pre- 
scription of  a  qualified  medical  man,  unless  other  regulations 
regarding  them  have  been  given  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior. 

Medicaments  in  various  forms,  particularly  tablets,  cap- 
sules, and  pastilles,  may  also  not  be  sold  by  pharmacists,  if 
they  contain  medicaments  the  sale  of  which  is  only  allowed 
by  medical  prescription.  Exceptions  require  the  sanction  of 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Organo-therapeutic  preparations,  as  well  as  medicinal 
serums  of  every  kind,  may  only  bo  sold  by  prescription. 

The  "  Pharmaceutische  Post"  of  Vienna  gives  some  par- 
ticulars in  regard  to  the  changes  in  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
from  which  we  quote.      The  seventh  edition  contained 


569  articles,  and  the  Additions  52 — together  621.  Of  these 
62  have  been  deleted,  and  68  new  items  have  been  added, 
so  that  627  articles  are  now  official,  besides  54  in  the 
Appendix  (household  remedies)  and  9  surgical  dressings. 
The  formula)  for  galenical  preparations  are  devised  to  yield 
100  or  1,000  parts  of  product.  For  the  first  time  the  grade 
of  comminution  of  drugs  required  in  making  extracts,  tinc- 
tures, and  other  preparations  is  defined,  and  the  alkaloidal 
content  of  "narcotic"  preparations  is  provided  for. 
Besides,  specific  gravity  and  dry  residue  are  prescribed  for 
tinctures  and  fluid  extracts.  The  characters  and  tests  for 
drugs  and  chemicals  have  been  brought  up  to  date,  and  in 
the  preparation  of  hypodermic  injections  sterilisation  by 
the  heat  of  a  water-bath  is  prescribed.  The  Pharmacopoeia 
as  a  whole  is  regarded  as  an  advance  upon  the  previous 
edition. 

Pharmacy  Abroad. — United  States  Consuls  in  foreign 
countries  have  been  requested  by  the  home  Government 
to  make  a  series  of  inquiries  regarding  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  in  countries  or  cities  in  which  they  are  placed. 
The  object  of  the  inquiry  has  not  transpired,  but  the 
questions  which  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Consuls  are 
interesting.     They  are  as  under  : 

1.  How  many  inhabitants  are  there  in  your  country  to  one 

pharmacy  ? 

2.  How  many  prescriptions  does  a  pharmacy  of  average 

size  prepare  per  day. 

3.  To  what  extent  do  pharmacists  depend  on  their  prescrip- 

tion business  ? 

4.  Do  physicians  dispense  medicines  to  any  extent? 

5.  Do  pharmacists  prescribe,  and,  if  so,  is  it  done  with  the 

consent  of  the  law  ? 

6.  Do  physicians  prescribe  ready-made  preparations  or 

patented  medicines?    To  what  extent? 

7.  Is  it  customary  to  renew  a  prescription  and  give  a  copy 

of  it,  or  must  the  physician's  consent  be  obtained  ? 

8.  Do  you  receive  many  prescriptions  written  in  other 

countries  ? 

9.  Do  you  consult  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  country  from 

which  the  prescription  comes? 

10.  Is  it  customary  in  your  country  to  buy  pharmaceutical 

preparations,  as  tinctures,  ointments,  extracts,  etc.. 
from  manufacturers,  or  do  you  prepare  them  your- 
selves ? 

11.  Have  you  any  difficulty  in  obtaining  good  clerks.? 

12.  What  salaries  are  paid  drug-clerks,  and  how  long  are 

they  on  duty  ? 

13.  How  many  hours  are  the  pharmacies  open  per  day  ? 

14.  What  educational  test  is  given  the  prospective  pharma- 

ceutical student  before  matriculation  ? 

15.  How  many  years  must  a  pharmaceutical  student  study 

before  he  is  admitted  to  final  examinations? 

16.  Is    practical    experience    required    before    the  final 

examination,  and  how  much  ? 

17.  What  is  the  standing  of  the  pharmacist  in  your  country, 

professionally  and  socially  ? 

18.  Is  the  relation  betweon  physicians  and  pharmacists  a 

friendly  one  ? 

19.  Is  the  supervision  of  pharmacies  by  the  Government 

only  nominal,  or  do  inspections  take  place? 

20.  Can  a  pharmacist's  licence  become  revoked,  and  for 

what  reasons  ? 

21.  Do  the  Pharmaceutical  Boards  (for  examination  and 

supervision)  consist  of  pharmacists  or  other  persons  ? 

22.  How  are  such  Boards  appointed  ? 

23.  How  often  is  a  new  revision  of  your  Pharmacopoeia 

prepared,  and  by  whom  ? 
Doctors  and  Proprietaries. — Wide  publicity  has  been 
given  in  Canada  to  the  case  of  an  infant  who  died  in  Victoria, 
B.C.,  twenty-three  hours  after  a  three-drop  dose  of  Cham- 
berlain's colic  and  diarrhoea  remedy.  The  Coroner  and 
attending  physician  condemned  the  practice  of  giving  nos- 
trums, and  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  attributing  the  death 
of  the  child  to  the  remedy.  The  Chamberlain  Co.  were 
incensed  at  the  way  the  inquiry  was  conducted  ;  the  manu- 
facturer having  no  opportunity  to  defend  himself.  As  soon 
as  the  company  became  aware  of  the  occurrence  an  applica- 
tion was  made  to  have  the  inquiry  reopened,  and  "open 
letters  "  sent  to  the  newspapers,  drug-journals,  and  the  trade- 
generally,  in  which  the  Coroner  and  physicians  came  in  for 
a  large  amount  of  criticism.  It  was  pointed  out  that  the 
fact  that  there  is  half  a  grain  of  opium  in  each  teaspoonful 
of  the  "remedy"  was  printed  three  times  on  the  circular 
surrounding  the  bottle,  and  that  the  child  would  only  receive 
lis  grain  in  the  three-drop  dose.  The  fact  that  the  child 
I  lived  twenty-three  hours  after  taking  the  do<:e,  and  suffered 
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similar  symptoms  before  any  medicine  was  taken,  was 
dwelt  upon,  and  the  stand  taken  that  the  child's  death  was 
not  caused  by  the  colic-remedy.  As  a  direct  result  of  this 
death  the  Attorney-General's  Department  has  given  instruc- 
tions to  Dr.  Fagan,  Secretary  of  the  Provincial  Board  of 
Health,  to  investigate  proprietaries  generally,  and  it  is 
thought  that  the  result  of  this  investigation  will  be  an 
attempt  to  pass  some  legislation  which  shall  at  least  hamper 
the  sale  of  patents  generally.— As  if  to  accentuate  the 
necessity  of  such  legislation,  Mrs.  Duval's  ten-months  infant 
died  on  January  7,  and  the  last  medicine  given  was  a  Steed- 
man's  soothing-powder,  thirteen  hours  before.  In  this  case 
the  child  had  been  apparently  well  all  the  day  previous,  but 
toward  evening  became  fretful.  A  dose  of  a  laxative  salt, 
prescribed  by  the  attending  physician,  was  given  at  one 
o'clock,  and  the  powder  was  given  at  six.  Nothing  un- 
usual was  noticed  until  between  five  and  six  the  next  morn- 
ing, when  the  child  woke  up  its  parents  by  its  whining  and 
struggling.  It  vomited  a  "frothy  chocolate-coloured" 
vomit,  and  died  between  six  and  seven.  The  inference  was 
that  the  powder  caused  the  death,  both  the  doctors  testify- 
ing to  the  slight  contraction  of  the  pupils.  The  post-mortem 
was  delayed  because  funds  for  analysis  were  not  forth- 
coming, and  at  the  adjourned  inquest  Messrs.  Henderson 
Eros.,  Ltd..  wholesale  druggists,  Vancouver  and  Victoria, 
had' counsel,  who  asked  for  further  adjournment  until  Mr. 
Steedman  could  be  communicated  with,  and  an  opportunity 
given  him  to  defend  himself.  The  adjourned  inquest  will 
be  held  on  February  13,  and  considerable  interest  is  felt 
in  it,  as  upon  the  result  hangs  practically  the  fate  of  patents 
containing  scheduled  poisons  in  the  province  of  British 
Columbia.

Chemical  Society 


THE  draft  of  the  Trade-mark  Rules  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Trade  under  the  Trade-marks  Act,  1905,  has  been  pub- 
lished. The  greater  part  of  the  draft  is  taken  up  with  the 
forms  applicable  to  meet  all  cases  that  are  likely  to  arise 
under  the  new  Act.  The  classification  of  trade-marks  as  at 
present  in  use  is  to  be  continued,  doubts  as  to  which  class 
goods  belong  to  being  determined  by  the  Registrar.  As  to 
what  are  registrable  trade-marks  the  following  paragraphs 
are  interesting  : 

Representations  of  the  Royal  arms  or  crests,  or  arms  or 
crests  so  nearly  resembling  them  so  as  to  load  to  mistake,  or 
of  crowns,  or  of  the  national  flags,  or  the  word  Royal  or  any 
Other  words,  letters,  or  devices  calculated  to  lead  persons  to 
think  'that  the  applicant  has  Royal  patronage  or  authorisa- 
tion, may  not  appear  on  trade-marks.  Provided  always  that 
nothing  contained  in  this  rule  shall  preclude  the  Registrar 
from  allowing  the  registration  as  an  "  old  mark,"  that  is  as 
a  mark  which  was  used  by  the  applicant  or  his  predecessors 
in  business  before  August  13,  1875,  of  any  mark  which  was 
capable  of  being  so  registered  before  the  Trade-marks  Act, 
1905.  came  into  operation. 

Where  representations  of  the  arms  of  a  foreign  State  or 
place  appear  on  a  mark  the  Registrar  may  call  for  such 
justification  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  their  use. 

Where  a  representation  of  the  arms  or  emblems  of  any 
city,  borough,  town,  place,  society,  or  institution  appears  on 
a  mark,  the  applicant  shall,  if  so  required,  furnish  the 
Kegistraj  with  a  consent  from  such  official  as  the  Registrar 
may  consider  entitled  to  give  consent  to  the  use  of  such  arms 
or  emblems. 

Where  the  names  or  representations  of  living  persons 
appear  on  a  trade-mark,  the  Registrar  shall  be  furnished 
with  consents  from  such  persons  before  proceeding  to  re- 
gister tiie  mark.  In  the  case  of  persons  recently  dead  the 
Kegistrar  may  call  for  consents  from  their  legal  representa- 
tives before  proceeding  with  registration  of  a  trade-mark 
on  which  their  names  or  representations  appear. 

The  fee  payable  on  application  to  register  a  trade-mark  in 
one  class  remains  at  5s.,  but  under  Rule  94  a  request  may  be 
made  to  the  Registrar  to  search  whether  any  trade-marks 
are  on  record  which  resemble  the  trade-mark  proposed  to  be 
registered.  The  fee 'for  the  "request  for  search"  is  also 
5f4  so  that  an  applicant  for  a  trade-mark  now  has  two 
methods  of  ascertaining  whet  her  his  mark  will  be  acceptable. 
The  third  schedule  to  the  rules  repeats  the  classification  of 
goods  which,  as  stated  before,  is  not  altered  bv  the  new  \ct 
or  rules. 


A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  W.,  on 
Thursday,  February  1,  the  chair  being  taken  by  the 
President,  Professor  Meldola,  F.R.S.  There  was  a  long 
list  of  papers  down  for  communication,  and  the  authors  of 
most  of  them  had  signified  their  intention  of  being  present 
to  read  them.  Dr.  Divers  had  secured  first  place  for  a 
paper  by  Professor  Haga,  his  successor  in  the  Chemistry 
Chair  at  Tokio  University,  which  dealt  with  the 

HyDROXYLAMINE—  a  |8  — DlSULPHONATES. 

These  are  of  special  interest  as  affording  the  first  real  in- 
stance of  structural  isomerism  in  purely  inorganic  com- 
pounds, the  P  &  disulphonates  being  already  known.  Alter 
reading  the  paper  Dr.  Divers  explained  that  although 
Professor  Haga  had  completed  this  work  three  years  ago, 
the  recent  troubles  in  the  Far  East  had  prevented  him  from 
writing  up  the  subject,  and  as  a  result  he  had  been  partially 
forestalled — a  paper  by  Raschig,  covering  practically  the 
same  ground,  having  that  morning  appeared  in  the  current 
"Berichte"  of  the  German  Chemical  Society.  This  ex- 
planation led  Professor  McLeod,  who  is  the  editor  of  the 
Royal  Society's  Catalogue  of  Scientific  Papers,  to  suggest 
that  it  would  be  very  useful  if  all  papers  printed  in  the 
Society's  "  Transactions  "  were  dated,  as  this  would  enable 
posterity  to  deal  in  a  more  satisfactory  manner  with  ques- 
tions of  priority.  Professor  Armstrong,  however,  did  not 
agree  with  this  suggestion,  and  thought  it  rather  undignified 
to  squabble  about  questions  of  priority,  as  he  could  not 
conceive  how  any  investigator  could  object  to  his  work 
being  confirmed  by  another.  This  philosophic  attitude  was 
also  shared  by  the  President. 

The  next  paper,  which  dealt  with 

Benzenediazopseudosemicarbazinocamfhor 
and  some  of  its  derivates,  was  by  Dr.  M.  0.  Forster. 
Reference  was  made  in  our  account  of  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Society  to  the  anise-like  odour  of  these  substances. 
They  possess  another  interesting  property,  some  of  them 
being  coloured  yellow  while  others  are  colourless,  and  as 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  they  are  all  similarly  constituted. 
Dr.  Forster  was  led  to  infer  that  Dr.  Armstrong's  view  that 
all  coloured  substances  have  a  common  constitution  (quino- 
noid)  is  untenable.  In  the  discussion  Dr.  Armstrong  sug- 
gested that  there  are  two  ways  of  reconciling  the  new 
substances  with  the  "  quinone  theory"  :  either  they  exist 
in  two  forms  (yellow  and  white)  or  the  yellow  substances 
contain  a  coloured  impurity.  In  his  reply  Dr.  Forster  was 
rather  severe  on  Dr.  Armstrong's  logic,  which,  he  submitted, 
was  of  the  type  :  quinones  are  coloured,  therefore  all 
coloured  substances  are  quinones.  The  next  three  papers 
were  by  Messrs.  Baly  and  Stewart,  and  dealt  with  the 

Relation  of  Colour  to  Constitution. 
The  authors  take  the  view  that  colour  in  a  substance  is 
associated  with  the  occurrence  of  two  carbonyl  groups  (or 
similar  groupings)  occupying  the  o  position  with  reference 
to  each  other,  and  that  the  appearance  of  colour  is  primarily 
due  to  a  kind  of  oscillation  set  up  in  the  molecule  as  the  result 
of  the  action  of  the  residual  affinities  of  the  two  oxygen 
atoms  of  the  "carbonyl  groups"  on  the  hydrogen  atoms  of 
the  neighbouring  radicals.  To  describe  this  phenomenon 
they  suggest  the  term  isorropesis  (looppoiria)  employed 
by  Archimedes  to  describe  the  oscillation  of  a  balance  about 
its  knife-edge.  The  applicability  of  this  theory  to  a  number 
of  cases  of  coloured  substances  difficult  to  explain  on  the 
quinone  hypothesis  was  dealt  with  in  some  detail.  In  the 
discussion  on  these  papers  Dr.  Armstrong  complimented  the 
authors  on  the  ingenuity  of  their  hypothesis  and  pointed  out 
a  few  cases,  such  as  the  blue  colour  of  water,  in  which  he 
thought  the  new  view  with  the  Greek  name  was  not  very 
obviously  serviceable. 

Ihe  last  paper  read  was  one  by  Dr.  Chattaway  on  the 
decomposition  of  benzylidenephenylhydrazine  by  light ;  and 
after  the  titles  of  the  remaining  papers  had  been  read  the 
meeting  was  adjourned  to  Thursday.  February  15.

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COUNCIL-MEETING. 


11  HE  President  of  the  Society  being  in  Paris  as  a  member 
of  the  London  County  Council  party,  his  place  was 
taken  at  Wednesday's  meeting  by  Mr.  J.  E.  Young,  the  Vice- 
President.  The  most  important  item  of  the  business  clone 
is  that  referring  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  which  is  to  bo  re- 
drafted and  introduced  into  the  new  Parliament  without 
delay.  Allusion  was  made  to  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  K. 
Hopkin,  Mr.  G.  R.  Durrant,  Mr.  E.  J.  Denney,  and  Mr. 
T.  J.  Jones  (Holyhead),  the  last  three  having  been  divi- 
sional secretaries.  The  financial  statement  shows  a  large 
deficit,  but  the  Chairman  found  "  nothing  to  comment  on." 
From  the  Benevolent  Fund  grants  amounting  to  101/.  14s. 
were  made,  and  it  was  stated  that  the  appeal  for  money  for 
the  Orphan  Fund  has  been  well  responded  to. 


There  were  present  at  the  meeting  on  February  7  Mr.  J.  R. 
Young  (Vice-President),  Mr.  Walter  Hills  (Treasurer),  and 
Messrs.  S.  R.  Atkins,  A.  S.  Campkin,  M.  Carteighe,  W.  G. 
Cross,  vv.  L.  Currie,  W.  H.  Gibson,  R.  L.  Gifford,  A. 
Hagon,  J.  F.  Harrington,  J.  Harrison,  A.  E.  Hobbs, 
G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  A.  Southall,  D.  Storrar,  C.  Symes, 
and  A.  C.  Wootton. 

The  Vice-President  took  the  chair,  and  Mr.  Walter  Hills 
(Treasurer)  was  voted  to  the  vice-chair. 

The  Vice-President  explained  that  the  President  (Mr. 
R.  A.  Robinson)  is  in  Paris  as  a  member  of  the  London 
County  Council  at  present  enjoying  the  hospitality  of  the 
Paris  municipal  authorities. 

Deaths. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  taken  as  read,  after 
which 

The  Vice-President  alluded  to  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  King 
Hopkin,  who  was  an  auditor  of  the  Society  from  1884  to 
1888.  He  was  well  known  from  his  business  association  with 
Mr.  John  Williams,  who  was  President  of  the  Society  from 
1876  to  1879.  Mr.  Hopkin  took  a  generous  interest  in  the 
Benevolent  Fund. 

Reference  was  also  made  to  the  death  of  three  divisional 
secretaries — Mr.  G.  R.  Durrant  (Hertford),  Mr.  E.  J. 
Denney  (North  Walsham),  and  Mr.  T.  J.  Jones  (Holyhead). 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  write  condolatory  letters 
to  the  relati*  es. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  he  had  known  Mr.  Hopkin  for  many 
years.  He  was  not  so  well  known  in  pharmacy  as  his  partner, 
Mr.  Williams,  but  he  was  a  strong  supporter  of  the  Society. 
Mr.  Hopkin  was  brought  up  in  the  business  of  Morson  & 
Son,  and  was  almost  the  last  link  with  that  generation. 

Elections. 

Thirty-one  student-associates  and  forty-two  members 
were  elected.  Fifteen  names  were  restored  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  Society  and  seven  to  the  register  of  chemists 
and  druggists. 

The  Next  Council  Election. 
The  Secretary  reported  that,  pursuant  to  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  1898,  the  following  Councillors  retire  in  May  :

The  Vice-President  said  that  in  view  of  the  revolution- 
ary spirit  that  is  about  he  would  not  be  surprised  to  see 
changes,  but  he  sincerely  hoped  to  see  the  majority  of  his 
friends  back  again.  (Laughter.) 

Annual  Retort. 
The  other  report  by  the  Secretary  was  as  to  the  state  of 
the  registers  and  membership  of  the  Society.  This  showed 
that  on  December  31,  1905,  there  were  15.948  names  on  the 
register,  compared  with  15,743  at  the  corresponding  period 
of  1904—-13,820  chemists  and  druggists  and  2,128  pharma- 
ceutical chemists.    In  regard  to  the  annual  subscribers  to 


the  Society,  the  number  of  members  on  December  31  stood  at 
5,718,  against  5,725  at  the  end  of  1904;  and  of  student-asso- 
ciates 474,  against  526  in  1904.  Life  compounders  were  508, 
against  484  at  the  end  of  1904.  An  analysis  of  the  examina- 
tions for  1905  was  also  given,  from  which  it  appears  that  239 
students  were  registered,  and  out  of  84  Major  candidates 
47  passed  ;  468  passing  the  Minor  out  of  1,298  candidates. 
The  erasures  from  the  registers  during  the  year  were  306, 
additions  511,  the  net  increase  being  205.  An  interesting 
summary  was  also  given  of  475  cases  of  alleged  infringement 
of  the  Pharmacy  Act ;  in  162  cases  proceedings  were  taken. 
In  22  cases  of  alleged  infringement  proceedings  could  not  be 
taken  as  the  poison  asked  for  had  been  omitted  from  the 
articles  purchased. 

The  report  was  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Finance  Committee. 
Mr.  Harrington  presented  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, from  which  it  appears  that  during  January 
1,852/.  8s.  5c/.  was  received  on  behalf  of  the  General  Fund, 
including  1111.  9s.  2d.  from  penalties  and  costs, 
1,003/.  5s.  6d.  subscriptions,  42Z.  10s.  school-fees,  111/. '6s. 
registration  and  restoration  fees,  and  91/.  10s.  9d.  rent. 
Using  this  money  to  meet  the  accounts  ordered  for  payment 
at  the  last  Council-meeting,  there  remains  a  balance  of 
152/.  14s.  lid.  with  which  to  pay  the  following  amounts 
sanctioned  by  the  Council  at  the  present  meeting  ;

Mr.  Harrington  said  there  was  nothing  to  comment  on, 
but  he  mentioned  that  the  Benevolent  Fund  had  received 
13s.  from  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a  social  evening. 

Mr.  Gifford,  noting  that  604/.  0s.  Id.  was  to  be  paid  out 
for  the  "  Chemists'  Annual,"  asked  what  the  approximate 
cost  of  that  publication  was,  but  the  reply  was  given  in 
Committee. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  taken 
in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Atkins,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  said  that  grants 
amounting  to  101/.  14s.  were  recommended.  The  odd 
amount  was  due  to  the  fact  that  in  one  case  10/.  14-?.  had 
been  granted  to  make  up  the  joint  contribution  towards  the 
maintenance  of  one  of  the  applicants  to  an  agreed  amount. 
There  were  six  cases  before  the  committee,  one  of  which 
was  deferred.  Four  cases  remitted  from  the  previous  meet- 
ing were  also  considered,  and  relief  recommended.  The 
appeal  made  last  month  on  behalf  of  the  Orphan  Fund  had 
been  well  responded  to,  but  4/.  is  still  required  to  make  up 
the  amount  (60/.)  required  for  the  support  of  the  two 
orphans. 

The  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

L.,  M.,  S.,  and  H.  Committee. 

The  Treasurer  presented  the  report  of  the  Library, 
Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee,  which  approved  of 
Messrs.  Parkinson's  bill  for  25/.  7s.  6d.  The  School  of 
Pharmacy  Students'  Association  thanked  the  Council  for 
granting  the  use  of  the  examination-hall  for  a  whist-drive, 
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The  report  ot  the  Organisation  torn. 
Secretary  attended  Eamsgate  to  assist  in  the  inauguration 
of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Chemists'  Association.   The  Secretary 
also  reported  as  to  what  was  being  done  by  the  Society 
to  ascertain  the  views  of  Parliamentary  candidates. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Council  Prizes  Examiners. 
Dr.  G.  Coull,  Professor  J.  W.  H.  Traill,  and  Mr.  Peter 
Boa  were  appointed  examiners  to  conduct  the  Council  Prizes 
and  Pereira  Medal  examinations  in  April.

Letters. 

These,  included  one  from  the  North  Kent  and  District 
Chemists'  Association  conveying  a  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  preparations  used  for  internal  administration,  con- 
taining low  percentages  of  powerful  poisons  now  included 
in  the  first  part  of  the  Schedule,  should  be  placed  in  the 
second  part. 

This  was  referred  to  the  Law  Committee. 

Scotch  Examination  Eeport. 
The  Privy  Coucil  sent  Dr.  G.  Balfour  Marshall's  report 
cd  the  examinations  held  in  Edinburgh  during  1905,  from 
■which  we  take  the  following  paragraphs  : 

The  most  noticeable  feature  in  this  year's  examinations  is 
the  fact  that  52  per  cent.,  or  more  than  half,  of  the  candi- 
dates have  been  rejected  in  practical  work  alone.  llns  is 
the  largest  percentage  of  failures  in  practical  work  recorded 
since  I  became  visitor,  nine  years  ago,  and  for  comparison 
1  quote  the  figures  for  the  past  five  years— viz.,  30.6,  43.1, 
43.9,  48.6,  52.  Practical  pharmacy  and  dispensing,  the  sub- 
jects with  which  the  candidates  should  be  most  familiar, 
account  for  33  per  cent.,  or  nearly  one-third,  of  the  failures. 
Practical  chemistry,  taken  by  itself,  was  sufficient  to  cause 
the  rejection  of  46.3  per  cent. 

The  examinations  are  not  becoming  more  stringent,  as  the 
figures  of  the  past  five  years  quoted  above  might  lead  one 
to  suppose,  so  tho  chief  cause  of  this  continued  and,  as  far 
as  practical  work  is  concerned,  evidently  increasing  high 
percentage  of  failures  must  be  looked  for  in  the  unsatisfac- 
tory training  of  the  students.  I  do  not  think  much,  if  any, 
improvement  can  be  expected  till  a  compulsory  curriculum 
is  adopted,  and  this  applies  very  specially  to  laboratory 
training,  as  the  large  number  of  failures  in  practical  work 
shows.  I  have  already  advocated  a  division  of  the  Minor 
examination  into  two  parts,  with  a  reversion  to  the  percen- 
tage system  of  marking,  and  I  would  again  draw  attention 
to  what  was  written  on  this  subject  in  last  year's  report. 
The  hardship  that  the  present  system  may  entail  is  exempli- 
fied in  the  case  of  a  candidate  who  made  an  excellent 
appearance  in  six  subjects,  and  yet  was  rejected  in  all  for 
failure  in  the  seventh.  The  passing  of  so  many  subjects 
with  the  recent  standard  is  a  strain  on  the  average  student. 
_  Another  unsatisfactory  point  in  the  present  system,  show- 
ing the  advantage  of  a  division  of  the  Minor,  with  each 
subject  having  a  definite  minimum  percentage  of  marks  is 
that  a  candidate  may  barely  satisfy  his  examiners  in  phar- 
macy and  dispensing,  the  most  important  parts  in  the  daily 
work  of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  yet  he  will  pass  success- 
fully on  an  equality  with  the  ablest  all-round  student  if 
extra  marks  in  other  less  important  subjects  give  him  the 
necessary  aggregate.  The  first  examination  in  a  division 
of  the  Minor  might  embrace  the  purely  scientific  subjects 
of  botany,  chemistry,  and  practical  chemistry,  which  could 
be  passed  during  apprenticeship.  A  compulsory  curricu- 
lum would  determine  how  many  lectures  should  be  attended 


and  how  much  laboratory  training  tho  student  should 
undergo  before  he  is  permitted  to  enter  for  his  first  examina- 
tion. When  this  examination  is  successfully  passed  tho 
student  could  enter  for  the  second  or  final  in  the  remaining 
subjects  on  the  completion  of  tho  requisite  apprenticeship. 

If  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would  demand  a  division 
of  tho  Minor  along  with  a  compulsory  curriculum  I  believe 
it  would  speedily  see  a  great  improvement  both  in  tho 
number  of  passes  and  ability  of  candidates.  Proper  sys- 
tematic teaching  would  enable  the  student  to  assimilate  his 
knowledge  better,  and  he  would  understand  and  remember 
what  he  does  learn  with  no  more  and  perhaps  less  mental 
effort  than  he  now  devotes  to  cramming. 

Other  Letters. 
Various  Colonial  pharmaceutical  bodies  sent  New  Year 
greetings  to  the  Society — from  Cape  Town,  Brisbane,  Mon- 
treal, and  St.  John  (N.B.). 

Mr.  William  Flux  thanked  the  Society  for  electing  him 
Emeritus  Solicitor,  and  Messrs.  Flux,  Thompson  & 
Quarrell  acknowledged  their  appointment  as  solicitors  to  the 
Society. 

Some  applications  for  the  acceptance  of  certain  certifi- 
cates granted  by  educational  bodies  outside  Great  Britain 
were  referred  to  the  Education  and  Examination  Com- 
mittee. 

A  candidate  who  failed  to  present  himself  at  the  recent 
Minor  examination  was  allowed  to  present  himself  at  the 
reduced  fee,  his  excuse — the  sudden  illness  of  his  mother — 
being  accepted  by  the  Council. 

The  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Chemists'  Association  sent  a 
resolution  urging  the  Society  to  press  forward  the  Pharmacy 
Bill  conserving  the  titles  to  examined  and  certificated 
persons  only. 

The  Colonial  Office  sent  on  a  proclamation  extending 
certain  parts  of  the  Transvaal  Medical,  Dental,  and  Phar- 
macy Ordinance,  1904,  to  Swaziland  (see  C.  c£-  D.  May  27, 
1905). 

Other  Reports. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  a  list  of  poisons  included  in 
the  Poison  Schedule  had  been  issued  as  an  inset  to  the 
"Journal,"  as  ordered  by  the  Council.  The  list  had  re- 
ceived a  good  deal  of  attention  from  the  lay  Press. 

There  was  no  formal  report  from  the  Education  and 
Examination  Committee,  but  a  statement  was  made  that  a 
meeting  to  consider  the  proposed  systematic  training  and 
examination  of  Major  students  in  bacteriology,  clinical 
chemistry,  and  chemical  toxicology  had  been  held,  and  that 
the  matter  is  still  under  consideration. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill. 
An  abstract  of  the  report  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee 
was  next  read.  [The  full  report  is  given  on  p.  224.]  It  stated 
that  a  large  number  of  replies  had  been  received  from 
divisional  secretaries  in  regard  to  the  attitude  of  Parliamen- 
tary candidates  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  It  was  resolved  to 
re-introduce  the  Bill  in  practically  its  present  form,  but 
Mr.  Gifford  dissociated  himself  from  this  part  of  the 
report. 

Mr.  Wootton,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  said  a 
long  discussion  had  taken  place,  and  there  was  a  great  deal 
to  consider  at  the  meeting  on  account  of  the  amount  of  work 
that  had  been  done  in  the  office  and  throughout  the  country. 
This  work  it  is  almost  impossible  completely  to  acknow- 
ledge. The  committee  think  that  a  good  impression  has 
been  made  on  members  of  Parliament.  The  number  of  sup- 
porters of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons  is 
now  considerably  more  than  double  what  it  was  in  the  last 
Parliament.  If  the  Bill  can  be  brought  forward  for  dis- 
cussion in  the  House  of  Commons,  he  (Mr.  Wootton)  was 
hopeful  that  the  second  reading  would  be  carried  and  the 
Bill  got  through  in  something  like  the  form  in  which  it 
is  at  present  drawn  up.  The  Committee  awaited  the  result 
of  the  General  Election  before  having  the  Bill  re-drafted, 
but  the  re-drafting  is  now  being  proceeded  with,  and  the  Bill 
will  be  ready  in  about  a  week.  He  asked  the  Council  to 
give  authority  to  a  committee  of  the  London  members  of 
Council  to  proceed  at  once  to  get  the  Bill  introduced  into 
the  House  of  Commons.  A  long  report  had  been  laid 
before  the  committee  on  the  previous  night  of  the  detail 
work  done  in  the  office  and  the  replies  received  from  can- 
didates. This  the  members  had  not  had  time  fully  to  con- 
sider, but  he  desired  the  Council  to  discuss  the  report  and 


the  Dean  expressing  "the  conviction  that  this  encourage- 
ment to  the  social  life  of  the  students  had  done  much 
good."  In  regard  to  the  concurrence  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  the  invitation  to  the  International  Congress  of 
Chemistry  to  visit  London  in  1909,  the  Secretary  was  re- 
quested to  say  that  the  Society  concurred  in  the  issue  of  the 
invitation,  but  has  no  corporate  funds  for  entertainment- 
purposes.  The  Council  would  be  glad  to  afford  facilities 
for  the  use  of  the  Society's  rooms  for  meetings  of  Sections 
during  the  Congress. 

The  Treasurer  said  the  report  was  sharp,  short  ,  and  to 
the  point,  and  it  was  adopted  without  comment. 

Organisation. 
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decide  what  part  should  be  made  public.  Mr.  Wootton 
again  acknowledged  the  help  that  had  been  given  by 
chemists  throughout  the  country,  and  especially  emphasised 
that  given  by  Mr.  Currie  in  Glasgow. 

Dr.  Symes  said  the  useful  work  done  throughout  the 
country  would  not  be  lost,  as  a  good  impression  had  been 
made  on  the  public. 

Mr.  Cami'KIN  said  chemists  will  be  glad  that  the  Council 
have  taken  the  first  possible  opportunity  of  re-introducing 
the  Bill  into  Parliament.  For  three  years,  owing  to  the  state 
of  public  business,  no  progress  was  possible.  The  organisa- 
tion-work had  enhanced  the  position  of  the  Bill,  and  is  of 
greater  value  at  the  commencement  of  a  new  Parliament 
than  when  carried  out  on  a  moribund  one. 

The  Council  then  went  into  Committee  to  consider  the 
Parliamentary  report,  a  copy  of  which  was  subsequently 
supplied  to  us  by  the  Secretary.    It  is  as  follows  : 

The  committee  has  to  report  that  a  satisfactory  amount  of 
valuable  Parliamentary  work  during  the  recent  General 
Election  has  been  effected  by  the  local  officers  of  the  Society 
and  by  the  local  pharmaceutical  associations  in  Great  Britain. 
In  conformity  with  the  suggestions  issued  by  tke  committee, 
the  associations  and  the  divisional  secretaries  have,  generally 
speaking,  acted  in  concert  in  approaching  candidates  for 
election  with  a  view  to  eliciting  replies  to  the  five  pertinent 
questions  drawn  up  and  furnished  by  the  Society's  Organisa- 
tion Department,  and  the  committee  cannot  too  strongly 
express  its  appreciation  of  this  ready  and  effective  co-opera- 
tion. 

In  a  large  number  of  instances  deputations  have  been 
formed,  and  have  waited  upon  candidates  for  Parliament, 
who,  through  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  real  facts  or  by  the 
reception  of  misleading  information  from  sources  hostile  to 
the  Society,  were  disposed  to  regard  the  political  objects  of 
the  Society  with  strong  suspicion.  Whenever  such  deputations 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  getting  into  personal  contact  with 
the  candidates,  and  conveying  to  them  definite  proofs  of  the 
anomalies  and  inconsistencies  of  the  law,  little  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  removing  distrust  and  in  obtaining  an 
expression  of  opinion  favourable  to  the  principle  of  the  Phar- 
macy Bill.  It  is  evident  from  what  has  transpired  in  the  course 
of  these  interviews  that  many  candidates  were  quite  unaware 
of  the  extent  to  which  the  public  interest  is  prejudiced  by  the 
present  insufficiency  of  the  law. 

It  is  not  possible  within  the  limits  of  a  brief  report  to 
enumerate  all  the  instances  of  good  work  performed  in  this 
way  in  various  centres,  but  it  is  fitting  that  special  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  particularly  valuable  assistance  ren- 
dered by  the  Cardiff  and  District  Chemists'  Association,  the 
Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Pharmaceutical  and  Trade 
Associations,  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  the  London 
Chemists'  Association,  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, the  North  Kent  Association,  the  Plymouth,  Devon- 
port,  and  Stonehouse  Chemists'  Association,  and  the  Western 
Chemists'  Association  (of  London),  and  in  recording  that  fact 
the  committee  desires  that  it  will  not  bo  taken  as  depreciating 
the  value  of  the  help  given  by  other  associations,  or  as  imply- 
ing any  lack  of  appreciation  of  the  endeavours  which  their 
loyalty  and  their  interest  have  called  forth.  The  local  phar- 
maceutical machinery  in  the  country  responded  admirably  to 
tho  touch  of  the  committee,  and  the  committee  tenders  its 
cordial  acknowledgment  to  all  concerned. 

In  those  centres  where  at  the  present  time  no  divisional 
secretaries  have  been  appointed,  and  no  local  associations  are 
in  existence,  several  members  of  the  Society,  as  was  confidently 
expected,  volunteered  their  aid,  and  undertook  to  submit  to 
Parliamentary  candidates  the  material  furnished  from  head- 
quarters. Consequently,  it  is  only  in  a  few  of  the  constitu- 
encies of  Great  Britain  that  candidates  have  remained  un- 
impressed with  the  public  necessity  for  reform  in  tho  matter 
of  pharmaceutical  legislation.  The  Committee  on  Organisa- 
tion proposes  to  take  immediate  steps  after  tho  election  to 
repair  any  omissions  of  the  kind  alluded  to. 

In  Scotland,  the  work  of  arranging  for  interviewing  or  writ- 
ing to  Parliamentary  candidates  has  largely  devolved  upon 
the  Assistant-Secretary  there,  and  such  results  as  could  be 
obtained  have  been  reported  to  headquarters  from  time  to  time 
and  recorded  with  the  other  correspondence. 

About  one  thousand  communications  have  been  received  and 
dealt  with  during  the  election,  and  the  information  contained 
m  them  has  been  carefully  extracted  and  recorded  in  a  form 
which  will  render  future  reference  simple  and  effective.  In 
the  course  of  the  examination  and  classification  of  the  corre- 
spondence received,  the  committee  has  had  attention  drawn 
to  a  circumstance  which  appears  to  convey  a  lesson  for  profit- 
able consideration  in  future  elections.  Some  officers  appear 
to  have  interviewed  only  the  candidates  representing  their 
own  personal  political  convictions.  In  the  event  of  any  of 
these  having  been  unsuccessful,  the  elected  representative  will 
havo  to  bo  approached  as  a  member  of  Parliament  who  has  not 


previously  had  his  attention  directed  to  the  defects  in  the  exist 
ing  law  regulating  the  practice  of  pharmacy.  It  is  hoped  that, 
such  slight  tactical  imperfections  may  be  eliminated  a.s  the 
Society's  organisation  develops,  and  as  (his  is  the  first  Parlia- 
mentary election  in  which  the  Council  has  had  an  opportunity 
of  proving  the  usefulness  of  the  work  of  its  committee  on 
organisation,  a  considerable  advance  in  political  efficiency  may 
reasonably  be  expected  to  result  from  the  continuance  of  the 
labours  of  that  committee  before  another  occasion  for  a  crucial 
test  presents  itself.

The  remaining  members  of  Parliament  include  some  mem- 
bers of  the  Ministry,  ox-Ministers,  and  others  now  holding  or 
previously  holding  official  positions.  There  appears  to  be  an 
unwritten  code  amongst  such  gentlemen  that  it  is  i*.ot  cus- 
tomary to  pledge  themselves  in  regard  to  non-official  matters. 
It  is,  however,  believed  that  none  of  the  official  members  of 
Parliament  are  hostile  to  the  main  objects  of  the  Society's 
proposals.  In  regard  to  the  other  members,  their  views  are 
as  yet  unknown  to  tho  committee,  no  reports  having  been  re- 
ceived concerning  them.  No  doubt  a  number  of  reports  will 
come  in  within  the  course  of  the  month. 

Comparing  the  political  strength  of  tho  Society  (so  far  as  it 
may  be  done  on  a  record  of  election  promises)  it  will  be  seen 
that  a  distinct  advance  has  been  made.  Tho  House  of  Com- 
mons consists  of  670  members,  inclusive  of  the  Speaker  and 
103  Irish  representatives.  There  are  thus  566  members  for 
Great  Britain  whose  views  on  pharmacy  law  the  Parliamen- 
tary Committee  has  sought  to  obtain.  In  1905  the  record  stood 
as  follows :

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  the  efforts  made  during  1 1 1 ; - 
General  Election  have  resulted  in  increasing  the  number  of 
supporters  in  the  House  by  220.  The  committee  is  bound  to 
point  out,  however,  that  the  promises  of  support,  given  are  in 
most  cases  of  a  general  character,  and  only  cover  tho  principle 
that  the  law  should  operate  equally  whether  a  pharmaceutical 
business  is  carried  on  by  an  individual  owner  or  by  an  associa- 
tion of  proprietors.  In  regard  to  points  of  detail  members  are 
disposed  to  leave  them  to  be  settled  in  debate,  but  it  may  be 
said  with  ample  justification  that  the  main  object  of  the  Phar- 
macy Bill  commends  itself  to  the  approval  of  a  large  majority 
of  the  present  House  of  Commons. 


Zbc  poteontnos. 

THREE  of  the  eleven  deaths  by  poison  that  have  taken 
place  during  the  week  were  misadventures.  Two  men. 
James  Kincaid  and  George  Reid,  employed  at  the  Under- 
wood Chemical-works,  at  Lennoxtown,  near  Glasgow,  were 
suffocated  with  cyanide-fumes.  William  Woolsey,  of  Bel- 
fast, drank  liquid  ammonia  in  mistake  for  whiskey,  and 
died  as  a  result. — Three  of  the  suicides  took  oxalic  acid. 
They  were  Nurse  Florence  Barnwell,  of  the  Adelaide  Hos- 
pital, Dublin  ;  Jane  Saxon,  a  Fulham  widow,  who  poisoned 
herself  on  her  husband's  grave;  and  James  Southgate,  a 
butler,  who  drank  a  solution  of  the  acid  at  Watson's  Hotel, 
Aldgate. — Three  carbolic-acid  suicides  are  reported — one  at 
Liverpool,  where  the  victim  was  David  Hargreaves,  a  horse- 
keeper;  another  in  a  street  off  City  Road,  E.C.,  where  an 
elderly  man  was  found  dead  from  carbolic-acid  poisoning ; 
and  a  man  named  Holmes  died  at  Hull  after  drinking  a 
quantity  of  carbolic  acid  obtained  from  Mr.  F.  Smith, 
manager  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Hammond,  chemist,  Caroline  Street.

THE  Friday  evening  discourse  at  the  Royal  Institution  j 
.  on  February  2  was  of  exceptional  interest,  as  Professor 
Silvanus  Thompson  gave  a  demonstration  of  the  method  that  i 
is  being  used  in  Norway  for  the  manufacture  of  nitrates  from  | 
the  air.    The  professor  began  by  a  reference  to  the  remark- 
able paper  by  Sir  William  Crookes  before  the  British  Asso- 
ciation in  1898,  in  which  it  was  conclusively  proved  that  in  i

a  comparatively  small  number  of  years  (about  thirty)  all  the 
available  space  in  the  world  would  be  given  over  to  wheat- 
cultivation,  and  that  thereafter,  unless  the  land  can  be 
made  to  produce  more  wheat  per  acre,  the  inhabitants  of  j 
the  globe  will  suffer  from  a  shortage  of  the  wheat-supply. 
The  population  is  growing  at  a  greater  rate  than  the  increase  i 
in  the  wheat-growing  area,  and  although  new  fields  are  i 
being  cultivated  the  average  acreage  devoted  to  wheat  is 
decreasing.  In  a  few  years  the  United  States  will  have  to 
import  wheat.  The  only  chance  of  averting  famine  is  to 
increase  the  yield  per  acre  by  means  of  special  manures. 
Wheat  requires  fixed  nitrogen  as  a  fertiliser,  and  this  is 
supplied  by  natural  manures,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  and 
nitrate  of  soda.  Natural  manures,  such  as  guano,  are  prac- 
tically exhausted,  while  no  great  increase  can  be  expected 
in  the  production  of  sulphate  of  ammonia.  There  remain 
the  nitrate-of-soda  deposits  of  Chili,  but  these  at  the  present 
yearly  rate  of  consumption  (1^  million  tons)  will  be  ex- 
hausted in  fifty  years.  As  larger  quantities  are  used  each 
year,  the  exhaustion  of  the  Chili  saltpetre-beds  may  bo  i 
expected  long  before  then.  The  yield  of  wheat  per  acre 
varies  from  41.8  bushels  in  Denmark  to  seven  bushels  in 
South  Australia,  the  figure  for  the  United  Kingdom  being 
29.1  bushels.  In  1931  all  the  land  will  be  in  use,  and  it  will 
be  necessary  to  grow  more  wheat  per  acre.  Starvation  may 
be  averted  through  the  laboratory  by  the  discovery  of  a 
sufficiently  cheap  method  of  fixing  the  nitrogen  of  the  air 
so  that  it  can  be  used  as  a  wheat-fertiliser.  To  give  an  idea 
of  the  enormous  amount  of  nitrogen  in  the  air,  Professor 
Thompson  said  that  in  that  lecture-theatre  there  was  4  tons 
of  nitrogen,  which,  if  combined  with  soda,  could  be  sold  for 
240Z.  Cavendish  some  120  years  ago  showed  that  nitrogen 
and  oxygen  can  be  combined  by  passing  electric  sparks 
through  the  air  ;  and  Davy,  in  that'very  theatre,  first  showed 
the  electric  arc  by  which  the  combination  can  be  brought 
about.  These  early  experiments  were  followed  by  years 
of  patient  investigation  by  Dewar,  Crookes,  and  Rayleigh,  i 
the  last-named  declaring  that  if  electricity  could  be  had  at  ! 
one-seventeenth  of  a  penny  per  unit  nitrate  of  soda  could 
be  manufactured  at  5/.  a  ton.    Sir  William  Crookes's  pro- 


phecy that  the  fixation  of  nitrogen  in  quantity  would  be 
possible  is  now  fulfilled,  as  nitrates  are  actually  being  pro- 
duced from  the  air  in  quantity.  In  Scotland  electrically 
manufactured  cyanide  is  being  made  at  the  rate  of  20  tons 
a  week,  and  in  Berlin  cyanamide  is  being  made,  but  only  in 
experimental  quantities.  Other  experiments  in  the  fixation 
of  nitrogen  are  being  made  in  the  United  States,  at  Geneva, 
and  at  Freiburg.  One  difficulty  in  the  electric  fixation  of 
nitrogen  is  that  the  yield  of  oxidised  nitrogen  obtained 
from  air  by  the  electric  discharge  is  very  small;  the  le- 
action  is  reversible,  and  the  nitrogen  oxides  formed  are  in 
turn  split  up  by  the  spark  into  free  oxygen  and  nitrogen  as 
soon  as  they  are  present  in  any  quantity.  But  if  the  opera- 
tion is  conducted  at  a  high  temperature  a  considerably  larger 
percentage  of  oxides  has  to  be  present  before  this  reversed 
action  takes  place,  and,  further,  the  formation  of  those 
oxides  is  rendered  more  rapid.  These  facts  are  utilised  in  the 
process  of  Birkeland  and  Eyde.  of  Christiania,  who  make  use 
of  a  special  electric  furnace.  In  this  an  alternating  electric 
arc  is  produced  at  between  3,000  and  4,000  volts,  and  is 
formed  between  the  poles  of  an  electro-magnet  which  forces 
it  to  take  the  shape  of  a  disc  of  roaring  Hame,  4  or  5  ft. 
in  diameter.  Ordinary  air  is  blown  through  the  furnace, 
and  emerges  charged  with  nitrous  fumes,  the  rapidity  with 
which  the  product  is  removed  from  the  sphere  of  operations 
being  an  important  element.  The  nitrous  fumes  are  col- 
lected, allowed  tune  to  oxidise  still  further,  and  then 
absorbed  in  water-towers  or  in  quicklime.  Experiment 
shows  that  the  nitrate  of  lime  produced  is  as  good  a 
fertiliser  as  Chili  saltpetre.  The  conditions  in  Norway  are 
exceptionally  good  for  furnishing  cheap  electric  power ;  the 
cost  at  the  factory  now  in  operation  at  Notodden  is  less 
than  one-tenth  of  a  penny  per  unit,  and  when  further  exten- 
sions have  been  carried  out  it  is  expected  it  will  be  reduced 
to  about  one-fortieth  of  a  penny.  Hence  the  new  "  Nor- 
wegian saltpetre  "  will  be  able  to  compete  with  the  imported 
saltpetre  from  Chili,  and  will  every  year  become  more 
valuable  as  the  demand  for  nitrates  increases  and  the  natural 
supplies  become  exhausted. 

Mr.  Eyde,  an  electrical  engineer  and  partner  with  Pro- 
fessor Birkeland,  was  present,  and  under  his  directions  a 
model  of  the  furnace  in  use  at  Notodden  was  shown  in 
operation.  The  model  apparatus  was  devoid  of  the  outer 
cover,  and  one  could  see  a  broad  circle  of  flame  8  in.  across 
in  which  was  concentrated  50  horse-power.  The  apparatus 
made  a  fearful  noise  while  it  was  working.  Professor

Thompson  showed  a  number  of  slides  illustrating  the 
apparatus  used  at  the  Norwegian  Works,  two  of  which  are 
shown  here.  Fig.  1  is  one  of  the  "  furnaces"  in  which  the 
reaction  takes  place,  while  fig.  2  is  an  inside  view  represent- 
ing the  towers  where  the  nitric  oxide  is  formed  into  nitric 
acid  by  allowing  the  gas  to  pass  over  wet  quartz.  The  first 
of  the' series  of  "towers  yields  50  per  cent,  nitric  acid.  The 
suggestion  to  form  basic  nitrate  of  lime  is  due  to  Dr.  Messel. 
It  has  been  tried  by  the  Norwegian  Agricultural  College, 
and  found  to  answer  perfectly  as  a  fertiliser  in  place  of 
Chili  saltpetre.  The  calcium  nitrate  is  fused  and  poured 
into  large  iron  drums  for  sale.  Samples  of  the  products 
were  shown  at  the  meeting. 
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At  the  conclusion  of  the  lecture  Professor  Thompson 
'eferred  to  the  splendid  advantages  which  Norway  enjoys 
n  respect  to  water-power  :  "  the  waterfalls."  he  said.  "  seem 
o  have  been  modelled  with  the  express  purpose  of  making 
he  engineering  part  of  the  problem  child's  play."

Carburetted  Water-gas. — Before  this  paper  was  read 
>r.  E.  Divers  (President)  gave  a  resume  of  a  paper  by  Pro- 
;ssor  Chikashige  on  "  The  Use  of  Carburetted  Water- 
as  in  a  Bunsen  Burner."  Some  time  ago  a  paper  by  the 
Line  author  was  communicated  to  the  Society  in  which  it 
as  stated  that,  owing  to  the  large  quantity  of  carbon  mon- 
side  present,  water-gas  has  a  disastrous  effect  on  copper, 
atinum.  and  porcelain  vessels,  and  is  therefore  unsuitable 
>r  laboratory-use.  Professor  Chikashige  has  overcome 
ds  defect  by  carburetting  the  water-gas.  Heavy  hydro- 
irbon  oil  is  blown  on  to  the  coke  used  in  the  manufacture 
:  water-gas.  The  resulting  gas  has  approximately  the 
me  composition  as  coal  gas,  and  can  be  burnt  without 
Lfficulty  in  ordinary  Bunsen  burners.  The  gas  has  no 
tion  on  platinum  and  copper  vessels  so  long  as  care  is 
ken  that  they  do  not  touch  the  inner  cone  of  the  flame. 
There  was  a  short  discussion  in  which  the  Chairman,  Sir 
"illiam  Ramsay,  Dr.  Coleman.  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid.  and  Mr.  0. 
uttmann  took  part.  Sir  Wm.  Ramsay  referred  to  the 
e  of  oil-gas  in  India  as  satisfactory,  and  Mr.  Reid  has 
und  the  blue-flame  petroleum-lamp  answer  well  for  most 
boratory-uses. 

LOSS  OF  XITRE  IX  THE  CHAMBER  PROCESS.

\  Raschig  in  support  of  his  hydroxylamine-sulphonate 
eery.  Mr.  Guttmann  has  heard  that  Professor  Lunge  has 
ady  for  publication  the  record  of  experiments  he  has  made 
refute  Raschig's  theory.  "  We  shall  see  some  fun,"  was 
e  last  speaker's  way  of  referring  to  the  work  of  the  rival 
vestigators. 

A  paper  by  Dr.  Silberrad  on  the  separation  of  nitric  and 
lphuric  acid  was  taken  as  read.

Raii^vay  Rates.— Dr.  G.  H.  Bailey  descanted  upon  the 
advisability  of  bringing  pressure  to  bear  upon  the  railway 
companies,  through  the  Board  of  Trade,  for  a  re-classifi- 
cation of  rates  and  a  re-classification  of  goods,  especially  in 
regard  to  the  carriage  of  chemicals  and  chemical  products. 
Another  important  matter  was  the  desirability  of  making 
more  effective  the  canal-traffic  of  the  Kingdom,  and  the 
release  of  canals  from  the  thraldom  of  railwav  companies. 

Growth  of  Metals.— Some  interesting  information  was 
forthcoming  as  to  the  growth  of  cast  iron  in  furnaces,  but 
no  satisfactory  evidence  was  adduced  as  to  the  precise  cause 
of  the  phenomenon.  Bars  of  cast  iron  continually  expanded 
in  fires,  and  an  instance  was  given  where  one  piece  of  metal 
after  being  heated  eighty-five  times  still  increased  in  bulk. 
One  member  mentioned  that  a  pipe  of  block  tin.  50  ft,  long, 
had  grown  2  ft.  in  length  in  two  years,  and  the  firm  had  to 
keep  cutting  pieces  off  to  keep  it  the  required  length.

— Following  upon  the  discussion  of 
the  Eastbourne  Association's  letter,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  write  to  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co. 
about  the  matter. 

Old  and  Xew. — Messrs.  W.  Haigh,  Corn  Market,  and 
H.  Booth,  Pellon  Lane,  intimated  their  resignation.  It 
was  announced  that  the  business  carried  on  by  the  late  Mr. 
Joseph  Brearley  in  St.  James's  Road,  Halifax,  has  been 
acquired  by  Mr.  X.  Fletcher,  who  served  his  apprenticeship 
to  Mr.  W.  S.  Thompson.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
invite  Mr.  Fletcher  to  join  the  Association. 

Mr.  Gibson  Dixon,  in  his  capacity  as  Secretary  to  the 
Halifax  Amateur  Operatic  Society,  conveyed  a  cordial  in- 
vitation to  a  coming  performance  by  the  members  of  that 
Society  of  the  opera  "  Dorothy."  Several  members  pointed 
out  that,  seeing  that  Mrs.  Dixon  and  Miss  Amy  Collins 
(sister  to  a  well-known  local  chemist  now  of  Pontefract)  are 
taking  principal  characters,  the  Association  ought  to  recog- 
nise proudly  its  professional  connection  with  the  affair, 
and  gladly  accept. 

Dinner. — The  Secretary  announced  that  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Association,  fixed  for 
February  15,  were  nearly  completed. 

Water-rate. — A  member  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  dispensing  doctors  of  Halifax  were  now  charged  by  the 
municipality  a  special  water  levy  of  6s.  6d.  per  annum  for 
"trade"  purposes — a  term  which  does  net  please  some 
medicos.  Several  members  humorously  remarked  that  the 
local  dispensary  doctors  are  being  valued  at  their  true 
worth. 


Ashton-under-Lyne  Chemists'  Association.

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are  to  be  held  every  first  Thursday  in  the  month.  A  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  Avison  for  his  services  on  this  and  previous 
occasions,  and  to  Mr.  F.  Hanna  for  the  trouble  he  had 
taken  in  bringing;  the  ehemists  together,  ended  a  very 
pleasant  evening.   

Thames  Valley  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Kingston 
Hotel,  Kingston-on-Thames,  on  Wednesday  evening,  Mr. 
F.  Harvey  (President)  in  the  chair.  Amongst  those  present 
were  Messrs.  J.  C.  Umney,  F.C.S. — who  read  a  paper  on 
"  How  does 

the  Tax  on  Alcohol 
Affect  the  Pharmacist  ?  "— T.  Tyrer,  H.  C.  Wright,  F.  N. 
Layman,  Peter  MacEwan,  also  A.  Higgs,  and  C.  J.  Palmer 
(Vice-Presidents),  J.  Parrott  (Treasurer),  W.  J.  U.  Wool- 
cock  (Hon.  Secretary),  H.  Durbin  (Hon.  Assistant  Secre- 
tary), C.  J.  G.  Bunker,  H.  Clements,  H.  F.  Peake,  W. 
Williams,  and  T.  Evans. 
Mr.  Umney  having  read  his  paper  (see  p.  234), 
The  President  invited  discussion,  whereupon 
Mr.  Higgs  asked  whether  the  Inland  Revenue  still  have 
power  to  levy  a  duty  on  imported  chemicals  in  which  alcohol 
is  used. 

Mr.  Umney  said  under  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act  the 
authorities  had  power  to  demand  a  duty  on  anything  pro- 
duced with  the  aid  of  alcohol,  whether  any  alcohol  remained 
in  it  or  not,  and  they  had  power  to  demand  a  duty  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  alcohol  used  in  its  production. 

Mr.  Higgs  said  then  if  Mr.  Chamberlain  had  been  in 
power,  and  his  tariff  proposals  were  adopted,  that  matter 
would  have  been  put  right. 

Mr.  Umney  said  that  was  a  matter  he  would  not  go  into, 
as  it  was  a  question  of  politics.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Bunker  expressed  the  opinion  that  if  these  articles 
were  manufactured  in  this  country  free  from  restrictions 
they,  as  pharmacists,  would  be  worse  off  than  they  are  now, 
and  he  for  one  would  prefer  to  remain  as  he  was. 

Mr.  Palmer  said  the  subject  was  one  that  affected  the 
whole  of  the  country,  for  it  was  undoubted  that  they  were 
losing  a  great  deal  of  labour  through  the  taxation  of  alcohol. 
He  asked  what  means  are  suggested  to  induce  the  Revenue 
authorities  to  enforce  the  taxation  of  imported  articles  pro- 
duced by  alcohol.  They  do  so  on  confectionery.  Why  not 
all  round  ?    He  also  referred  to  the  use  of  spirit  for  motors. 

Mr.  Tyrer  by  invitation  "  added  a  few  words  "  (says  our 
local  reporter),  but  indeed  he  treated  the  company  to  an 
absorbing  history  ef  the  subject  with  which  were  woven 
many  quaint  reminiscences,  the  discourse,  as  Mr.  Higgs 
afterwards  described  it,  calling  forth  an  addendum  to  the 
vote  of  thanks  heartily  accorded  to  Mr.  Umney.  The 
latter,  in  (he  course  of  his  acknowledgment,  endorsed  a 
suggestion  from  Mr.  MacEwan  that  the  furtherance  of  this 
really  national  object  can  be  secured  if  retail  chemists  bring 
it  under  the  notice  of  their  members  of  Parliament.

By  Xrayser. 


The  New  Trade-marks  Act, 

which  now  consolidates  and  super- 
sedes previous  statutes  under  which  these  monopolies  have 
been  granted,  makes  one  more  attempt  to  accomplish  what 
the  Legislature  has  been  aiming  at  for  the  past  thirty  years 
but  has  not  hitherto  attained.  The  original  idea  of  an 
official  register  of  trade-marks  was  that  such  an  authorita- 
tive compilation  would  simplify  claims  and  prevent  litiga- 
tion. There  was  to  be  the  register,  and  its  contents  were 
to  be  conclusive;  just  as  in  a  new  mining  district  the  stakes 
of  prospectors  once  entered  in  the  inspector's  book  are 
scarcely  ever  challenged.  In  the  mining  business  the 
majesty  of  the  law  is  supplemented  occasionally  by  the 
click  of  the  revolver,  and  this  may  help  to  account  for  the 
more  efficient  conditions.  Registration  of  a  trade-mark  is, 
in  fact,  in  many  cases  so  far  from  being  final  that  it  is 
actually  only  a  signal  for  the  beginning  of  strife,  and  the 
attempt  to  enforce  rights  which  we  fondly  fancied  the  Acts 
were  to  secure  for  us  is  now  invariably  met  by  an  applica- 
tion to  rectify  the  register  by  the  removal  of  our  cherished 
mark,  the  validity  of  which  would  perhaps  never  have  been 
questioned  in  pre-statutory  days.  Section  41  of  the  new 
Act  (which  may  be  read  in  the  C.  it-  D.  Diary,  p.  527)  pro- 
vides a  legal  land  of  Beulah  for  the  harried  trade-mark 
owner.  He  is  to  have  undisturbable  possession  after  a  pro- 
bationary period  of  seven  years,  with  certain  excepts  and 
provideds  which  may  yet  prove  sufficient  to  wreck  the 
intention  of  the  enactment.  Marks  already  on  the  register 
and  which  may  have  been  there  unchallenged  for  ten  or 
twenty  years  are  to  suffer  the  same  period  of  probation 
from  now  as  new  marks  registered  this  month.  Seven 
years  is  absurdly  long  in  any  case,  but  surely  there  might 
have  been  differential  treatment. 

The  Apprenticeship  System 

sketched  last  week  in  reply  to 
a  correspondent  is  or  was  orthodox  and  thorough,  and 
probably  still  prevails  in  many  country  businesses.  In  our 
young  days  we  never  thought  of  protesting  against  it.  But 
as  a  twentieth-century  ideal  it  reads  painfully  leisurely 
and  unromantic.  An  active-minded  boy  is  at  his  most  im- 
pressionable age  just  when  he  leaves  school.  He  is  cherish- 
ing cheerful  dreams  of  his  future  as  a  poet,  a  pirate,  a 
prime  minister,  or  perhaps  even  as  a  goalkeeper.  Suddenly 
he  is  thrust  into  a  career  with  an  opening  thus  described  : 
"First  year,  helps  with  the  morning  cleaning  and  shop- 
preparation,  is  made  familiar  with  bottle-washing,  keeping 
utensils  clean,  fetching  and  carrying,  and  occupying  spare 
time  by  putting  up  stock  of  castor  oil  and  other  articles 
kept  ready  for  sale."  An  excellent  method,  no  doubt,  for 
knocking  the  nonsense  out  of  a  lad's  head,  teaching  him 
shop-routine,  and  getting  him  into  regular  business  habits. 
These  have  to  be  taught,  and  the  argument  that  it  was  bv 
such  a  process  that  we,  even  we,  became  what  we  are,  is 
probably  unanswerable.  But  is  it  not  possible  to  conceive 
that  a  rather  higher  class  of  youths  would  be  attracted  to 
pharmacy  by  a  somewhat  less  rigid  "system,"  and  by  a 
little  more  consideration  for  the  natural  inclinations  of  the 
acolyte?  If  the  apprentice  is  a  sharp  bov,  he  wants  to 
learn  about  everything  at  once.  Let  him  try.  He  wants 
above  all  things  to  start  on  chemical  investigation.  Give 
him  the  chance  as  far  as  the  exigencies  of  the  business  will 
permit,  He  will  object  all  the  less  to  the  drudgery  if  his 
life  is  gilded  with  some  brighter  occupation. 


Mr.  Gadd's  Epigrams 

are  always  smart  and  sometimes  just, 
But  his  axiom  that  "efficiency  in  pharmacy  can  have 
nothing  to  do  with  secrecy "  is  historically  and  humanly 
inaccurate.  Perhaps  half  of  our  efficient  drugs,  the 
majority  of  our  popular  medicinal  compounds,  and  nearly 
all  our  pharmaceutical  processes,  were  introduced  to  the 
accompaniment  of  secrecy  and  mystery.  Ipecacuanha, 
arsenic,  antimonial  and  mercurial  salts,  laudanums  and 
opodeldocs  are  instances.  Many  of  the  famous  healers  of 
the  past  owed  their  fame  to  writings  which  could  not  be 
understanded  of  the  people,  and  thousands  of  general  prac- 
titioners of  the  present  day  who  dispense  their  own  medi- 
cines do  so  largely  because  they  think  it  undesirable  that 
their  patients  should  have  the  means  of  knowing  what  they 
are  taking.  Secrecy  and  mystery  have  cured  many  diseases 
with  or  without  the  aid  of  efficient  drugs,  and  the  proud 
possessor  of  a  successful  prescription  is  likely  to  value  it  in 
proportion  to  its  illegibility. 

"  The  Love  of  Fairplay," 

says  Mr.  G.  Bernard  Shaw,  "is 
a  spectator's  virtue,  not  a  principal's."  That  aphorism 
comprises  the  argument  against  such  anti-company 
anathemas  as  have  been  suggested  lately  by  Mr.  Reid  and 
"  R.  W."  When  Mr.  Boot  advertises  his  tinctures  or  his- 
tea-pots  the  public  mind  is  unruffled.  A  comparatively  few- 
buy  them  ;  the  rest  are  utterly  indifferent,  But  the  moment 
he  or  his  B.Sc.  starts  a  contemptuous  attack  on  "  the  private- 
chemist  "  the  intelligent  reader  of  the  advertisement  un- 
consciously revolts  mentally.  He  instinctively  realises  that 
this  ardent  philanthropy  must  have  a  sordid  side,  and  so 
far  as  his  reasoning  faculties  are  aroused  at  all  they  are 
applied  to  the  discovery  of  what  the  attackee  might  have 
to  say  in  reply.  In  other  words,  the  spectator's  sense  of 
fair  play  is  excited  into  action.  The  converse  case  is,  of 
course,  just  as  true.  All  this  is  only  repeating  in  more 
verbose  terms  the  concise  editorial  comment  that  "adver- 
tising business  opponents  is  rarely  a  striking  success." 

Travellers 

whose  duty  it  is  to  call  on  medical  men,  to  expound 
the  merits  of  some  new  pharmaceutical,  dietetic,  or 
hygienic  product,  are  honoured  by  being  the  subjects  of  a 
leading  article  in  the  "Lancet"  of  last  week,  under  the 
ungenerous  title,  however,  of  "  Unwelcome  Visitors."  There- 
are  traditions  that  the  man  with  utilisable  samples  is  not 
universally  unwelcome  even  to  the  busy  doctor;  to  the  one 
with  time  on  his  hands  he  is  a  godsend.  No  doubt  there 
are  travellers  who  discredit  the  general  body ;  persons  who, 
having  once  got  into  a  consulting-rcom,  pursue  their  advan- 
tage relentlessly.  The  physician  may  naturally  dread  such 
visitors  as  these.  The  "Lancet,"  too,  sketches  as  perhaps 
the  most  unwelcome  of  all  the  representative  of  a  foreign 
municipality  who  comes  to  explain  the  benefits  of  a  sojourn 
within  its  walls.  His  English  may  have  a  great  reputation' 
in  his  own  locality,  but  the  doctor  would  prefer  that  spoken* 
at  St.  Mary-atte-Bowe.  It  is  admitted  that  medical  mert 
are  glad  to  know  of  new  remedies  and  new  inventions  which 
may  be  useful  to  them  in  their  practice.  No  modern  doctor 
would  care  to  proclaim  his  indifference  to  new  ideas.  But. 
says  the  "Lancet,"  the  question  remains  as  to  the  best 
method  of  conveying  this  knowledge.  Every  method  is  ex- 
pensive and  troublesome  to  the  manufacturers,  and  doctors 
who  benefit  occasionally  by  their  enterprise  might  remember 
this.  If  some  of  them  would  set  apart  an  occasional  hour 
to  receive  representatives,  and  make  special  appointments 
for  that  hour,  no  one  would  be  more  gratified  than  the  now 
unwelcome  visitors  themselves.

Ebitodal  Comments* 


The  Pharmaceutic  Year. 

The  Kegistrar  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1852  and  1868,  is 
accustomed  once  a  year  to  present  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  a  report  of  his  duties  so  far  as  the  registers  of 
pharmaceutical  chemists  and  druggists  are  concerned.  To 
these  he  adds  figures  representing  the  strength  of  the 
Society  for  which  he  acts  as  Secretary,  and  within  recent 
years  has  also  supplied  an  analysis  of  prosecutions  under  the 
Pharmacy  Acts.  Altogether  it  is  an  informing  document, 
and  we  deal  with  it  page  by  page.  First  comes  the  Society 
itself,  which  has  had  a  rather  interesting  statistical 
career  during  the  past  dozen  years.  Attempts  had 
at  various  times  before  then  been  made  to  get  chemists 
to  pour  their  guineas  into  its  coffers,  but  for  various 
reasons  never  more  than  5,000  could  be  got  to  do  so. 
The  present  President  of  the  Society  was  one  of  the  exam- 
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ined  chemists  and  druggists  who  gave  vent  to  a  general 
feeling  of  annoyance  at  being  ranked  as  associates  in  busi- 
ness, and  in  1898  the  Council  succeeded  in  getting  through 
Parliament  the  Bill  which  enabled  the  Society  to  make  all 
chemists  and  druggists  members  of  the  Society  if  they  so 
desire.  This  had  the  immediate  effect  of  sending  up  the 
number  of  registered  adherents  of  the  Society  from  4.840 
in  1898  (1,017  of  them  not  in  business)  to  5,820  in  1899, 
since  when  all  trace  of  the  number  not  in  business  has  been 
lost ;  but  the  membership  remains  in  the  proximity  of 
6,000.  Thus,  last  year  there  were  5,718  subscribing  mem- 
bers, as  compared  with  5,725  in  1904,  the  life-members 
meanwhile  having  increased  from  484  to  508.  It  is  not 
surprising  to  note  that  the  life-membership  has  doubled  in 
ten  years  (250  in  1896),  for  the  eompositicn-fee  was  reduced 
to  a  tempting  basis ;  but  so  far  as  the  financial  security  of 
the  Society  is  concerned  life-members  are  a  dead  weight.  We 
say  this  with  all  respect  to  the  estimable  and  respectable 
gentlemen  who  are  able  to  compound  their  annual  dues  ;  but 
they  will  understand  that  no  reflection  is  implied  when  we 
explain  that  the  Council  of  the  Society  no  longer  invests 
the  compounding-fees,  but  spends  them.  To  meet  its  liabili- 
ties in  respect  to  508  life-members  the  Society  should  have 
at  least  as  many  pounds  a  year  from  its  investments,  whereas 
the  interest  on  investments  stands  in  the  Society's  accounts 
at  350/.  Since  the  new  membership  condition  came  into 
force  the  Society  has  suffered  a  remarkable  falling-off  in 
student-associates.  The  glorified  title  brought  an  increase 
from  866  in  1898  to  884  in  1899,  but  since  then  the  number 
has  steadily  decreased,  so  that  last  year  there  were  only 
474  subscribers  in  this  class.  Although  there  is  no  question 
that  the  "  M.P.S."  business  is  the  reason  for  the  statistical 
improvement  of  the  Society,  the  Council  have  so  far  failed 
to  realise  this  as  to  embarrass  the  Society  financially  by 
continuing  expenditure  in  certain  departments  of  the 
Society's  work  which  are  supposed  to  swell  the  member- 
ship. One  of  these  alcne  has  ccst  the  Society  about  20.000/. 
during  the  past  seven  years,  or  as  much  as  the  same  thing 
cost  the  Society  from  1868  to  1893 ;  and  the  result  is  not 
what  is  aimed  at,  for  in  1905  the  Society  had  6,700  ad- 
herents, as  compared  with  6,704  in  1899,  and  a  smaller  pro- 
portion of  registered  men  than  in  1904. 

The  next  subject  which  the  Registrar  deals  with  in  his 
report  is  the  examinations,  which  we  commented  upon  at 
the  end  of  last  year.  We  note  that  239  persons  were 
registered  as  apprentices  or  students — a  gratifying  improve- 
ment. In  London  80  persons  tried  the  Major  examination, 
and  45  passed,  the  percentage  of  failures  thus  being  43.75. 
For  the  Minor  there  were  877  candidates,  and  327  passed, 
62.71  per  cent,  failing.  In  Edinburgh  only  four  persons 
were  examined  in  the  Majer  and  three  passed.  Of  421 
Minor  candidates  141  passed  and  66.5  per  cent,  failed. 
In  connectioa  with  the  examination-results  we  call  attention 
to  the  report  by  Dr.  Balfour  Marshall,  strongly  advocating 
division  of  the  Minor  examination.  The  above  figures 
show  that  by  examination  the  names  of  468  persons  were 
added  to  the  register  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
43  names  were  restored  to  it— together  511  During  the 
year  271  deaths  were  recorded  and  other  35  names  were 
removed  by  the  Registrar  (five  at  the  request  of  persons 
themselves),  leaving  a  net  increase  of  205  and  making  the 
total  15,948,  of  which  2,128  represent  pharmaceutical 
chemists. 

As  to  the  administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  the 
Registrar  reports  that  475  cases  of  alleged  infringement  were 
investigated,  and  proceedings  were  instituted  in  162  cases, 
of  which  a  detailed  list  is  given  and  conveniently  sum- 
marised as  regards  the  offenders  as  follows  :

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In  twenty-two  other  cases  of  alleged  infringement  which 
had  been  reported  at  Bradford.  Brighton  (2).  Bristol.  Fails- 
worth,  Hindley,  Leeds  (2),  Longton,  London  (2).  Monkwoar- 
mouth,  Northendcn.  Norwich,  Norwood,  Rhostryfan, 
Sunderland,  Todmorden,  Woodley,  Worksop  (2),  and  York, 
it  was  found  upon  analysis  that  the  poison  asked  for  had 
been  omitted  from  the  articles  purchased,  and  proceedings 
could  not,  therefore,  be  taken  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts. 

We  note  that  eight  of  the  cases  were  offences  under  Sec- 
tion 17 ;  most  of  the  rest  were  for  selling  poisons  or  keeping 
open  shop  for  that  purpose.  It  is  a  remarkable  indication 
of  the  care  with  which  proceedings  are  taken  that  in  only 
fourteen  of  these  cases  did  the  defendants  allow  the  sum- 
monses to  go  as  far  as  a  hearing  :  practically  all  the  others 
admitted  the  offences  by  paying  the  penalties. 


A  "  Lancet  "  Scare. 

There  has  been  something  approaching  consternation  in 
the  aerated-water  trade  during  the  past  week  in  conse- 
quence of  wide  publicity  given  to  a  "Lancet"  leaderette 
entitled  "Fraudulent  Foam,"  wherein  the  use  of  saponin 
preparations  for  producing  a  "heading"  on  beverages  is 
condemned  as  being  injurious  to  health.  Our  contempo- 
rary's remarks  are  as  follows  : 

Foam  is  an  undoubtedly  attractive  feature  of  many 
beverages  which  finds,  perhaps,  no  better  illustration  than 
in  the  case  of  beer.  Cenerally  speaking  tho  formation  of 
foam  on  the  top  of  beer  is  an  indication  that  the  beer  is 
brisk  as  opposed  to  its  being  flat  and  stale,  and  since  brisk- 
ness is  a  wholesome  quality  of  beer  the  appearance  of  a 
'•  head  "  upon  its  surface  may  be  taken  to  be  a  sign  that  tho 
beer  is  both  palatable  and  suitable  for  drinking  purposes. 
It  is  customary  when  pouring  out  beer  from  the  jug  to  tho 
glass  to  encourage  the  formation  of  foam  by  elevating  the 
jug  during  tho  process  so  that  the  beer  is  gendly  splashed 
into  the  glass.  If,  then,  foam  is  an  indication  of  sound 
quality  in  genuine  beer  it  seems  to  us  to  be  a  serious  decep- 
tion to  manipulate  a  flat  and  possibly  unsound  beer  with  a 
"  foaming  mixture."  The  presence  of  a  slight  excess  of 
carbonic-acid  gas  in  beer  which  gives  to  it  a  mild  efferves- 
cent character  is  of  distinct  importance  as  a  dietetic  factor. 
Without  this  effervescence  beer  is  prone  to  bo  indigestible, 
and  a  beer-drinker  instinctively  avoids  this  beverago  when 
it  is  "  flat."  The  addition  of  a  "  foaming  "  mixture  to  beer, 
therefore,  is  calculated  to  destroy  a  useful  and  valuablo 
means  of  discrimination  ;  and  tho  consumer  is  thus  not  only 
deceived,  but  his  health  may  also  be  prejudiced  by  artificial 
foam.  One,  at  any  rate,  of  the  substances  employed  to  give 
a  foam  to  aerated-waters,  and  wo  have  little  doubt  to  beer 
as  well,  is  saponin,  very  small  quantities  of  which,  when 
added  to  water,  impart  to  it  a  frothy  character.  Now 
saponin  is  a  glucoside,  and  glucosides  are,  in  tho  main, 
poisonous  substances;  and  although  the  effect  of  very  small 
doses  may  be  inappreciable,  yet  the  presence  of  a  poison  in 
beverages  in  any  quantity  at  all  is  highly  objectionable. 
There  is  convincing  evidence  to  show  that  saponin  is  pre- 
judicial to  health,  and  therefore  its  use  for  tho  purpose  of 
causing  a  beverage  to  foam  is  forbidden  in  the  provisions  of 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  Saponin  is  prepared 
from  tho  po  sonous  corn-cockle,  which  is  quite  a  common 
plant  in  our  fields,  and  often  a  source  of  considerable  trouble 
to  wheat-farmers.  Even  if  saponin  were  not  poisonous  tho 
practice  of  making  things  not  what  they  seem  is  fraud,  and 
nothing  but  fraud :  and  even  if  perfectly  innocuous  sub- 
stances are  used  for  the  same  purpose,  the  intention  is 
obviously  again  to  deceive  and  to  producp-  a  wretched  imita- 
tion of  the  genuine  article. 

Such  a  serious  indictment  as  this  emanating  from  a  journal 
of  authority  in  regard  to  medical  and  public-health  matters, 
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is  bound  to  have  a  prejudicial  influence  upon  the  industries 
at  which  it  is  aimed ;  and  although  that  cannot  have  been 
our  contemporary's  object  in  inditing  the  paragraph  and 
securing  its  wide  publicity,  it  is  apparent  that  so  serious  a 
statement  may  have  that  result.  Therefore,  the  first  con- 
siderations, before  the  leaderette  was  published,  should 
have  been  :  Are  the  statements  justified  by  facts  ?  and  if 
so,  Has  the  public  health  suffered  by  the  practice  of  using 
foaming  ingredients  in  beverages,  or  is  it  likely  to  suffer 
by  a  continuance  of  the  practice?  If  proper  inquiry  had 
been  made,  our  contemporary  would  have  discovered  for 
itself  that  the  answer  is  an  emphatic  negative,  and  thus 
saved  an  injustice  being  done  which  it  may  be  difficult  to 
remedy.  For  example,  the  "Lancet"  writer  would  not 
have  said  that  "  saponin  is  prejudicial  to  health,  and  there- 
fore its  use  for  the  purpose  of  causing  a  beverage  to  foam 
is  forbidden  in  the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts,"  if  he  had  acquainted  himself  with  the  report 
of  the  Beer  Materials  Committee  issued  in  1899.  On  this 
committee  were  three  eminent  chemists — Sir  Henry  Gil- 
bert, F.R.S.,  Dr.  James  Bell,  and  Dr.  William  Odling,  the 
last-named  a  medical  graduate.  The  use  of  artificial  foams 
was  one  of  the  matters  which  they  considered,  and  in  the 
course  of  their  report  they  said  : 

Any  argument  based  upon  the  vulgar  prejudice  against 
the  use  of  chemicals  in  beer  has  to  face  the  fact  that  in- 
gredients for  the  hardening  of  water  are  very  widely  used, 
and  must,  by  the  universal  consent  of  all  parties,  continue  to 
be  used.  Perhaps  the  only  definite  suggestion  we  received 
as  to  an  injurious  ingredient  has  had  reference  to  substances 
from  quillaia-bark.  On  this  point  we  may  observe  that  the 
active  principles  of  saponin  and  quillaia  suffer  ready  hydro- 
lysis into  quite  inert  bodies — glucose,  sapogenin,  etc.  Henco 
the  well-established  innocuousness  of  saponin  and  quillaia 
products  when  taken  by  the  mouth.  Further,  though  in 
occasional  use  to  impart  frothincss  to  different  non-alcoholic 
drinks,  they  would  seem  to  be  rarely,  if  ever,  resorted  to  by 
brewers.  As  regards  their  innocuousness  see  more  particu- 
larly "  Arbeiten  aus  Pharmacologisches  Instituts  Dorpat," 
1891,  part  6,  page  52  et  scq. 

No  more  complete  and  authoritative  refutation  of  the 
"Lancet's"  alarmist  statement  could  be  conceived.  We 
would  further  point  out  that  the  whole  leaderette  shows 
carelessness  and  ignorance  of  readily  ascertainable  facts. 
Saponin  is  not  made  from  the  corn-cockle,  but  from 
quillaia-bark,  and  the  proportion  of  quillaia  used  in  such 
beverages  as  ginger-ale  represents  no  more  than  0.000029 
per  cent,  of  saponin  in  the  final  product — that  is,  about  one- 
thousandth  of  a  grain  in  the  10  oz.,  while  a  medicinal  dose  of 
tincture  of  quillaia  B.P,  contains  from  one  hundred  to  two 
hundred  times  as  much!  This  also  shows  how  ridiculous  is 
the  basis  of  the  "  Lancet's"  scare.  The  reference  to  fraud 
in  the  concluding  paragraph  is  very  far-fetched  :  artificial 
headings  such  as  white  of  egg  have  been  used  in  ginger-beer 
from  time  immemorial,  and  they  enable  the  manufacturer  of 
aerated  beverages  to  reduce  the  quantity  of  sugar  (which 
would  be  necessary  to  give  the  viscosity  required  for  a  non- 
evanescent  heading),  and  thus  to  suit  the  public  palate  in 
the  matter  of  sweetness.  The  idea  of  fraud  in  this  connec- 
tion is  a  mere  figment  of  the  writer's  brain,  and  we  trust 
that  these  remarks  will  help  to  undo  the  injury  which  has 
been  inflicted  on  the  trade. 

The  Bromide-market. 

The  information  which  we  have  been  able  to  place  before  our 
readers  week  by  week  regarding  the  unsettled  condition  of 
business  in  bromides  has  paved  the  way  fairly  well  for 
surprises,  but  few  expected  the  bolt  from  the  blue  in  the 
shape  of  a  circular  issued  by  one  of  the  British  manufac- 
turers, late  on  Monday  afternoon,  intimating  a  60-per-cent. 
reduction  in  price.  This  startling  surprise  was  quickly  re- 
placed by  chagrin  on  the  part  of  those  who  wanted  to  buy 


at  the  circular  prices,  and  found  that  they  could  not.  "  We 
anticipated  a  severe  cut,"  remarks  a  daily  circular,  "but 
as  business  men  it  was  a  great  shock  to  find  the  quotation 
was  all  '  bluff '  and  orders  refused  at  the  price."  It  is  well 
that  this  aspect  of  the  matter  should  be  put  at  the  fore- 
front, because  the  mere  publication  of  figures  does  not  make 
a  price.  As  a  matter  of  record  we  quote  the  essential  par- 
ticulars from  the  maker's  circular,  but  again  emphasise  the 
fact  that  no  contract  at  these  figures  has  been  entered  into  : 

In  view  of  the  present  unsettled  state  of  the  market  for 
bromine,  we  find  it  necessary  to  reduce  our  quotations  as 
follows:  Potass,  bromid.  6c?.  per  lb.,  ammon.  bromid.  l^d., 
soda  bromid.  7^rf.,  5  per  cent,  discount,  usual  terms.  These 
prices  are  quoted  strictly  without  engagement  as  to  quantity 
or  delivery. 

The  circular  was  withdrawn  early  on  Tuesday  morning. 
The  incident  appears  to  have  been  precipitated  by  the  un- 
certain condition  of  bromine  supplies  from  Germany,  whence 
the  British  makers  obtain  their  raw  material.  The 
formerly  united  German  producers  of  bromine  are  now  a 
disunited  body,  serious  dissensions,  as  already  noted  in 
this  journal,  having  arisen  within  it.  It  appears  that  under 
the  original  agreement  the  firms  comprising  the  bromine 
syndicate  undertook  not  to  produce  magnesium  chloride, 
while  on  their  part  the  members  of  the  chloride  convention 
agreed  to  refrain  from  the  production  of  bromine.  We 
recently  reported  that  the  bromine  syndicate  has  been  "  de- 
nounced," the  magnesium-chloride  works  have  now  formed 
a  bromine  association  of  their  own,  and  it  is  stated  that  the 
Hedwigsburg  factory,  which  has  plant  for  the  annual  out- 
put of  60,000  kilos,  of  bromine  and  is  about  to  considerably 
extend  the  installation,  and  the  Wilhelmshall  corporation, 
which  is  to  proceed  with  the  equipment  of  a  bromine-factory 
without  delay,  have  joined  this  association.  It  has  opened 
offices  in  Berlin,  and  has  succeeded  in  booking  orders  on  a 
large  scale  with  important  consumers  at  home  and  abroad. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  remaining  members  of  the  old 
bromine  syndicate  appear  to  have  closed  their  ranks  with 
the  object  of  fighting  the  new  organisation.  That  keen  com- 
petition is  on  foot  may  be  judged  from  the  price-cutting 
recorded  in  our  Trade  Report ;  but  again  we  desire  to 
emphasise  the  fact  that  contracts  have  not  so  far  been  entered 
into  at  these  prices,  and  the  "parcels"  sold  in  some  cases 
have  been  limited  to  not  more  than  56  lb.  It  is  not  possible 
to  forecast  how  long  this  situation  will  continue,  but  there 
is  always  the  probability  that  ultimately  a  fresh  under- 
standing among  bromide-producers  may  be  patched  up. 
Meanwhile  wholesalers  are  the  principal  sufferers. 


Churchill's  Dutiable-medicine 
Proposals. 

The  late  Lord  Randolph  Churchill  was  the  only  man  who 
has  occupied  the  post  of  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  with- 
out bringing  in  a  single  Budget.  The  reason  of  this  is  now 
historic,  and  the  interest  in  the  event  to  our  readers  lies 
chiefly  in  the  fact  that  the  Budget  which  he  intended  to 
lay  before  the  House  of  Commons  has  only  been  made  public 
now  by  his  son,  Mr.  Winston  S.  Churchill,  M.P.,  in  his 
fascinating  biography  of  his  father,  and  it  shows  that  among 
the  minor  features  of  what  would  have  been  the  most 
sensational  Budget  of  the  century  was  a  radical  revision  of 
the  duty  on  so-called  patent  medicines.  In  regard  to  this 
Mr.  Churchill  observes  : 

Under  the  heading  of  "  extra  stamps  "  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  proposed  :  (1)  An  alteration  in  the  scale  of 
duty  upon  patent  medicines.  The  scale  then  in  force  under 
an  Act  of  George  HI.,  and  continued  to  this  day,  presses 
rather  heavily  on  the  Id.  and  2d.  f  oxes,  etc.,  of  medicineB 
sold  in  poor  neighbourhoods.    Lsrd  Randolph's  now  scale 
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would  have  afforded  relief  to  these  small  parcels,  and  have 
more  than  recouped  itself  on  tho  larger  and  more  costly.

Mr.  Winston  Churchill  makes  the  following  comment  : 

The  yield  of  the  old  duty  had  been  steadily  increasing  in 
later  years.  In  1869-70  it  had  produced  72,000/. ;  in  1879-80, 
135,000/.  ;  in  1885-6,  178,000/.  It  was  estimated  that  Lord 
Randolph's  duty  would  produce  an  increase  of  between 
50,000/.  and  70,000/.  in  the  first  year  (not,  of  course,  com- 
plete), and  of  100,000/.  in  the  second  year.  But  the  yield  of 
the  future  would  have  been  much  richer.  The  old  scale  of 
duty  still  in  force  produced  in  1904-5  not  less  than  331,000/. 
Had  Lord  Randolph's  scale  been  in  force  the  extra  revenue 
would  prohably  now  have  exceeded  250,000/.  a  year. 

This  proposal  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  departmental  one;  if 
it  be,  we  shall  probably  hear  of  it  again. 
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Entente  Municipale. 

[A  deputation  from  the  London  County  Council  is  visiting 
Paris  this  week  by  the  invitation  of  the  Paris  municipal 
authorities.  Amongst  the  guests  are  three  chemists — Lieut. -

Phenazone. 

We  reported  last  month  that  an  application  had  been 
made  for  the  registration  as  a  trade-mark  in  this  country 
by  Messrs.  Meister,  Lucius  &  Bruning  of  the  word  "  Phena- 
zone." This  is  being  strongly  resisted  on  the  ground  that 
the  word  was  first  used  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  to 
describe  phenyldimethyliso-pyrazolone  commonly  known 
as  antipyrin,  and  the  word  "phenazone,"  we  believe,  was 
coined  by  Professor  Attfield  in  his  capacity  as  Editor  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  a 
pretentious  claim  as  that  of  the  German  firm  will  not  be 
acceded  to. 

Drug-standards. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  preliminary  steps  were  taken 
last  year  to  bring  about  some  understanding  with  public 
analysts  in  regard  to  the  standards  to  be  recognised  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  As  a  result  of  communica- 
tions which  have  passed  between  the  Presidents  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Society  of  Public 
Analysts  an  advisory  committee  representing  both  these 
bodies  has  now  been  formed.  It  will  consist  of  members  of 
Council,  with,  in  the  case  of  the  pharmaceutical  body,  Mr. 
John  C.  Umney  (Wright,  Layman  &  Umney,  Ltd.)  and  Mr. 
Edmund  White,  B.Sc.  (Hopkin  &  Williams,  Ltd.),  as  expert 
members. 

Parliamentary  Representation. 

The  authorities  at  Bloomsbury  Square  have  had  a  busy 
time  during  the  recent  General  Election.  The  Secretary's 
department  has  taken  care  that  the  views  of  every  candidate 
for  a  seat  in  Parliament  should  be  ascertained  in  regard  to 
pharmacy  legislation,  and  the  results  as  reported  on  p.  224 
seem  eminently  satisfactory  and  a  testimonial  to  the  in- 
dustry that  has  collected  so  much  information.  In  the  last 
Parliament  the  position  was  110  members  known  to  be  in 
favour  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  and  27  hostile,  while  in  the 
new  House  there  are  3oU  members  favourable  and  19  declared 
enemies.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  in  many  cases 
the  promises  of  support  are  of  a  general  character ;  but  it  is 
important  to  have  obtained  a  recognition  of  the  principle 
for  which  registered  chemists  are  fighting.

By  John  C.  Umney,  F.C.S.  (Chairman  of  Chemical  Section,  London  Chamber  of  Commerce). 


IT  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  that  for  a  generation 
or  more  manufacturers  in  Great  Britain,  including  those 
interested  in  the  production  of  medicinal  substances,  have 
been  under  considerable  disability  arising  out  of  two  amongst 
other  causes— (1)  the  high  tax  on  alcohol ;  (2)  the  partial 
enforcement  only  of  possible  Customs  duties  on  imported 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  products.  One  of  the  prin- 
cipal disabilities  under  which  the  manufacturing  chemist 
and  druggist  was  placed  in  regard  to  foreign  trade  was 
removed  some  twelve  years  since.  The  wholesale  druggists 
of  that  time  laughed  at  the  idea  of  obtaining  any  redress 
from  the  disability  under  which  they  worked  in  export  of 
tinctures,  etc.,  in  competition  with  such  free  ports  as  Ham- 
burg, but  there  were  two  men  imbued  with  the  "nothing 
venture  nothing  have,"  spirit,  who  unitedly  put  their 
shoulders  to  the  wheel.  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  kept  up  a 
constant  fusillade  on  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities,  and 
my  father,  Mr.  Charles  Umney,  admitted  the  Excise  officers 
to  my  company's  laboratories,  and  there  demonstrated  to 
their  entire  satisfaction  that  what  he  had  stated  regarding 
loss  in  manufacture  was  true,  and  the  end  was,  as  you  know, 
a  complete  scheme  of  drawback  with  waste  allowance, 
which,  with  slight  modification  only,  has  worked  satisfac- 
torily up  to  the  present  time. 

In  this  part,  therefore,  of  the  manufacturing  pharmacist's 
calling  a  great  disability  was  removed,  but  much  still 
remains  to  put  the  chemical  and  pharmaceutical  manu- 
facturer of  this  country  on  a  level  with  their  foreign  com- 
petitors. 

To  more  clearly  comprehend  the  subject  it  is  necessary  to 
go  back  some  years,  and  our  best  starting-point  in  the 
history  of  chemical-manufacture  is,  perhaps,  the  synthetic 
production  of  mauve  dye  by  Perkin,  which,  as  you  are  pro- 
bably aware,  was  made  in  the  Royal  College  of  Chemistry  of 
London  in  1856 — an  achievement  of  which  Englishmen  are, 
or  should  be,  proud.  The  coal-tar  dye  industry  arising 
from  this  discovery  was  at  first  practically  confined  to  this 
country.  Germany  hesitated  to  take  it  up,  as  the  conditions 
seemed  so  much  more  favourable  for  development  here  than 
there — the  coal-tar  products  used  as  the  starting-point  being 
so  much  cheaper,  as  was  fuel. 

The  position  has  been  changing  gradually  since  that  time, 
although  even  now  Germany  is  to  some  extent  dependent 
upon  the  United  Kingdom  for  her  supplies  of  raw  material ; 
this  reliance  appears,  however,  to  be  gradually  diminishing, 
and  Germany  is  now  producing  phenols  from  benzene,  origi- 
nating, you  will  remember,  with  the  stoppage,  at  the  time  of 
the  Boer  war,  of  exports  of  such  materials  as  could  by 
certain  processes  be  made  into  picrate  explosives.  The 
actual  trade  of  Germany  in  aniline  dye  has  risen  to  colossal 
figures,  and  at  the  present  time  it  is  estimated  that  six 
millions  sterling  in  value  are  invested  in  Germany  in  the 
aniline-dye  industry,  and  the  output  from  that  country 
reaches  upwards  of  80  per  cent,  of  the  world's  total  produc- 
tion. 

Why  has  this  development  occurred  from  what  appeared 
in  the  early  stages  so  unfavourable  a  prospect? 

I  am  not  prepared  to  believe  that  any  advantage  rested 
with  Germany  in  the  first  instance  in  technical  education, 
whatever  may  be  the  present  position.  No  ;  we  must  rather 
take  the  view  that  the  position  of  their  technical  chemical 
training  of  to-day  has  been  the  outcome  or  natural  sequence 
of  the  primary  causes  with  which  we  are  especially  con- 
cerned to-night.  The  trade-fostering  governments  of  the 
German  States  recognised  early  that  for  the  proper  expan- 
sion of  chemical  industry  alcohol  in  its  cheapest  form  plays 
an  important  part. 

It  has  been  argued  by  some  in  authority  that  with  the 
introduction  of  so-called  methylated  spirit  into  this  country 
practically  the  same  facilities,  or  nearly  so,  were  given  to 
chemical  industry  in  this  country  as  in  Germany.  I  may 
recall  the  fact  that  Von  Hofmann  (who  did  so  much  to 
develop  the  synthetic-dye  industry  of  Germany)  was  one

of  the  expert  committee  who  devised  methylated  spirit  for 
our  Government,  and  he  and  his  colleagues,  Graham  and 
Redwood,  warned  our  Revenue  authorities  that  alcohol 
denatured  with  purified  wood  spirit  was  absolutely  neces- 
I  sary  for  the  chemical  industries  of  this  country.  The 
Revenue  ignored  their  expert  opinion,  which  half  a  century's 
I  experience  has  more  than  justified. 

In  the  original  memorandum  that  was  drawn  up  in 
December  1902  for  circulation  among  those  interested  in 
chemical  and  pharmaceutical  manufacturing  businesses,  I 
expressed  the  following  opinions  in  connection  with  the 
need  for  a  change  in  the  use  of  spirit  for  industries  : 

The  industries  of  this  country  havo  been  most  seriously 
hampered  by  the  inability  of  chemical-manufacturers  to  use 
alcohol  free  from  duty. 

The  Government  has  undoubtedly  recognised  that  in- 
justice might  be  done  to  the  revenue  by  the  importation 
of  substances  in  the  manufacture  of  which  alcohol  has  been 
used,  although  not  remaining  as  such,  or  capable  of  being 
reproduced  from  the  finished  products  (see  Customs  Con- 
solidation Act,  1776). 

This  committee  is  of  opinion  that  representations  should 
be  made  to  the  Treasury,  by  deputation  or  otherwise,  that 
the  industries  of  this  country  have  been  diverted  from  their 
natural  channel,  and  that  our  trade  with  our  Colonies  in 
chemicals  is  most  seriously  threatened  by  Continental  coun- 
tries able  to  work  under  more  favourable  fiscal  conditions, 
and  that  steps  should  be  taken  for  the  modification  of  the 
regulations  for  use  of  alcohol  for  manufacturing  purposes. 
This  brings  us  to  the  second  cause  of  disability.    I  have 
referred  to  the  fact  that  the  partial  enforcement  only  of 
possible  Customs  duty  on  imported  chemical  and  pharma- 
ceutical products  is  to  some  extent  to  blame  for  the  position 
of  to-day.    Under  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act  of  1876 
a  duty  is  imposed  upon  the  importation  of  articles  in  the 
manufacture  of  which  alcohol  is  used — viz.,  chloroform,  col- 
lodion, acetic  ether,  butyric  ether,  sulphuric  ether,  ethyl 
bromide,  ethyl  chloride,  ethyl  iodide,  and  transparent  soap. 
In  addition  to  these  there  are  many  articles  which  fall  into 
the  category,  but  which  are  admitted  duty-free.  [The 
author  mentioned  aniline  dyes,  which  properly  should  bear 
import  duties  of  from  26Z.  to  75/.  per  100/.,  and  certain 
medicines — e.g.,  antipyrin  34/.,  phenacetin  141/.,  salipyrin 
26/.,  dermatol  28/.,  salol  46/.,  guaiacol  carbonate  122/.,  helio- 
tropin  8/.,  and  vanillin  26/.,  in  each  case  per  100/.  value.] 
It  is  quite  evident  that  an  immense  duty  has  been  lost,  but 
one  cannot  pretend  that  the  net  result  has  been  such  a  loss 
as  on  the  face  of  it  would  appear.    Secondary  industries 
have  been  developed  which,  unless  we  had  had  the  ad- 
vantages of  alcohol  under  the  same  conditions  as  Germany, 
could  not  have  reached  their  present  stage;  but  had  the  free 
alcohol  been  available  for  the  preparation  of  dyes,  etc.,  then 
these  industries  would  have  developed  probably  more  than 
they  have  done,  or  at  any  rate  there  would  be  no  differeni.e. 
though  if  the  duty  were  imposed  upon  these  substances 
now,  the  dislocation  of  secondary  interests  would  prcbaoly 
be  immense. 

Now  how  does  the  subject  interest  the  pharmacist  '  [ 
pointed  out  in  my  evidence  before  the  Select  Ccmti.iUee 
appointed  by  the  late  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequei  iMr. 
Austen  Chamberlain)  to  consider  the  whole  question  ct  in- 
dustrial alcohol,  that  the  profits  of  the  dye  industry  have 
been  in  part  utilised  for  the  prosecution  of  general  research 
in  the  realms  of  organic  chemistry,  which  expeiimems  have 
yielded  synthetic  dyes  and  synthetic  organic  substances  of 
all  kinds — especially  those  of  use  in  medicines  and  per- 
fumery. Many  of  these  latter  do  not  contain  alcohol  or 
even  need  alcohol  for  their  manufacture,  but  the  research 
required  for  their  discovery  and  patenting  has  only  been 
possible  in  laboratories  subsidised,  as  it  were,  by  the  profits 
of  protected  branches  of  industry.  It  has  meant  until  quite 
recently  a  curtailment  of  research  in  this  country  in  those 
directions  where  it  was  evident  that  for  research  to  have  its 
final  value  duty-free  spirit  is  a  requirement. 

Moreover,  there  has  been  given  to  synthetic  remedies  a 
glamour  in  many  instances  undeserved.  Look  at  the  many 
that  you,  as  pharmacists,  have  been  compelled  to  stock,  and 
perhaps  dispensed  but  once.      The  shrewd  Teuton  has 
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written  up  such  articles  in  clever  fashion.  I  think  I  am 
accurate  in  stating  that  there  are  hundreds  engaged  in  such 
work  in  Germany,  and  they  have  written  up  "new  reme- 
dies" in  such  a  way  as  to  entrap  the  medical  practitioner 
able  every  year  to  devote  less  time,  unfortuately,  to  the 
study  of  medicine,  and  ready  to  avail  himself  of  the  handy 
simple  substance. 

Incidentally  also  one  may  refer  to  a  particular  feature  in 
which  harm  has  come  to  the  pharmacist  in  an  indirect 
manner  by  the  development  of  synthetic  remedies  manu- 
factured out  of  this  country.  From  a  business  point  of  view 
it  has,  of  course,  been  necessary  to  register  easily  remem- 
bered trade-mark  names  for  such  remedies.  As  a  result  of 
such  practice  the  medical  man  is  now  beginning  to  recognise 
that  it  has  been  his  own  suicide  to  prescribe  such  substances, 
against  which  the  pharmacist,  whose  dispensing  practice  has 
been  so  hampered,  has  preached,  and  preached  in  vain.  Per- 
haps it  is  a  little  too  late  now  to  expect  medical  men  to 
revert  to  constitutional  names  for  such  drugs. 

I  have  purposely  refrained  from  discussing  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  use  of  untaxed  alcohol  for  spirituous  prepara- 
tions of  the  nature  of  tinctures,  as  it  is  a  particularly  broad 
subject,  and  one  that  is  not  in  the  least  likely  to  ever 
assume  any  practical  form.  So  many  of  the  preparations 
would  be  held  to  be  potable  that  it  would,  I  imagine,  be 
impossible  to  conserve  the  revenue,  were  any  step  made  in 
that  direction.

A  Students'  Dinner. 

Over  a  hundred  past  and  present  students  of  the  London 
College  of  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy  dined  with  the  Prin- 
cipal (Mr.  H.  Wootton)  and  a  few  friends,  at  the  Holborn 
Restaurant,  on  February  1.  Sir  Thomas  Skewes-Cox, 
J. P..  presided. 

The  SrEECHES. 
As  plain  Mr.  Skewes-Cox,  M.P.,  he  presided  over  one  or 
more  of  these  dinners,  and  his  new  honour  seems  but  to 
have  mellowed  his  wit,  and  to  have  had  no  frigid  effect  on  his 
geniality.  After  "  The  King"  had  been  loyally  honoured, 
Sir  Thomas  gave  the  toast  of  "  The  London  College."  He 
said  that  the  College  since  it  was  started  six  years  ago  had 
been  a  success.  Since  1900,  549  students  had  passed  their 
examinations  from  the  College,  51  of  that  number  having 
taken  the  Major.  This  was  sufficient  evidence  of  the 
thoroughness  of  the  training  given  by  Mr.  Wootton,  and  of 
the  way  in  which  the  moral  and  physical  welfare  and  the 
mental  development  of  students  were  attended  to  at  the 
College.  In  concluding,  Sir  Thomas  made  graceful  allusion 
to  the  scientific  degree  recently  obtained  by  Mr.  Leonard 
Wootton,  the  principal's  son.  Replying  to  the  toast,  Mr. 
Wootton,  having  congratulated  Sir  Thomas  on  his  recently 
acquired  knighthood,  went  on  to  refer  to  a  number  of  letters 
he  had  received  from  old  students.  Many  were  from  the 
United  Kingdom,  but  he  read  one  from  Malta  and  another 
from  Nice.  In  the  latter  place  no  fewer  than  four  old 
London  College  students  had  foregathered.  The  College 
had  well  maintained  its  average  of  attendance,  in  spite  of 
the  prognostications  concerning  the  bad  look-out  for  phar- 
macy schools  in  the  future.  The  passes  had  been  satisfac- 
tory, and  in  the  Major  highly  so.  He  then  went  on  to  give 
some  valuable  advice  regarding  concentration  in  study,  and 
deplored  the  fact  that  the  evening  classes  at  the  College 
were  not  more  fully  taken  advantage  of.  With  regard  to 
the  examinations,  he  suggested  that  a  fairer  way  to  examine 
would  be  to  let  a  man  go  through  the  whole  examination, 
and  only  re-examine  him,  if  necessary,  in  the  subjects  in 
which  he  failed.  This  would  obviate  the  division  of  tho 
Minor,  which,  in  his  opinion,  would  be  a  hardship  on 
students  who  are  unable  to  afford  a  lengthy  course.  He 
was  proud  to  see  the  Inter-pharmacy  Football  League  Cup 
in  front  of  the  Chairman,  as  physical  fitness  is  one  of  the 
necessities  for  a  successful  student.  "  The  Staff  "  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  J.  0.  Parker  in  a  well-delivered  speech ;  and 
the  wit,  eloquence,  and  poetry  of  Mr.  A.  Kirkland,  who 
replied,  were  a  source  of  much  delight  to  the  students,  who 
appreciated  to  the  full  all  Mr.  Kirkland's  topical  allusions. 
The  orator  of  the  occasion  was,  however,  Mr.  H.  W.  Stiles, 
who  replied  to  the  toast  of  "  The  Students,"  proposed  by 
Mr.  G.  G.  Watt.  The  oratory  of  Mr.  Stiles  was  obviously 
awaited  with  keen  anticipation,  and  he  by  no  means  dis- 
appointed his  hearers. 

The  Prizes. 

The  Chairman  then  presented  the  medals  and  awards  to 
the  most  successful  students  during  the  term,  as  follows  :

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Trade  Law. 

Snterin?  (hs  Service  of  a  Siival  Trader.— An  import 
ant  decision  was  given  last  week  in  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Court  by  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  touching  the  subject 
of  an  employe's  right  to  enter  the  service  of  a  rival  trader 
after  making  an  agreement  of  the  sort  known  as  "agree- 
ments in  restraint  of  trade."  By  the  agreement  in  question 
the  defendant,  upon  entering  the  service  of  the  plaintiff, 
undertook  to  canvass  the  plaintiff's  customers  for  orders,  but 
promised  that  neither  he  nor  his  wife  (or  widow)  would  within 
the  period  of  two  years  from  the  time  he  should  have  left  the 
plaintiff's  employment  "either  directly  or  indirectly  be 
engaged,  concerned,  or  interested  in  or  carry  on  "  the  trade 
in  which  the  plaintiff  was  engaged,  within  a  distance  of  three 
miles  from  the  plaintiff's  office.  Upon  leaving  the  plaintiff's 
service,  the  defendant  immediately  entered  the  service  of  a 
rival  close  at  hand.  An  injunction  was  sought  to  restrain  the 
defendant  from  committing  a  breach  of  the  agreement.  At 
the  first  hearing  the  Judge  adjourned  the  case  to  enable 
counsel  for  the  plaintiff  to  furnish  him  with  authorities  on 
the  point  as  to  whether  a  person  who  becomes  a  servant  of 
another  employer  is  "engaged,  concerned,  or  interested"  in 
the  business  within  the  meaning  of  the  agreement.  The  de- 
fence was  that  the  defendant  had  no  intention  to  violate  the 
agreement,  that  he  had  never  been  supplied  with  a  copy  of  it, 
and  was  imperfectly  acquainted  with  its  terms.  At  the 
adjourned  hearing  the  required  authorities  were  forthcoming, 
and  the  injunction  was  granted.  The  Judge  remarked,  how- 
ever, that,  in  his  opinion,  gentlemen  who  insist  upon  binding 
persons  in  their  employment  to  agreements  of  this  character 
would  be  well  advised  in  always  giving  to  the  servant  a  copy 
of  the  agreement,  so  that  he  might  see  for  himself  at  hi's 
leisure  what  engagements  he  had  entered  into. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Municipal  Trading. 
Messrs.  Sutton  &  Co.,  carriers,  have  succeeded  through 
the  Attorney-General  in  obtaining  an  injunction  to  restrain 
the  Corporation  of  Manchester  from  acting  beyond  their 
powers  by  carrying  on  what  was  practically  the  business  of 
common  carriers.  They  had  erected  depots  some  miles  out- 
side the  tramway  area  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and 
despatching  goods,  and  had  purchased  horses  and  vans  for 
conveying  the  goods,  which  had  involved  an  outlay  of  several 
thousand  pounds,  and  which  they  intended  to  pay  for  out 
of  the  borough  fund.  Mr.  Justice  Farwell's  order,  given 
on  February  6,  is  to  restrain  the  Corporation  from  paying 
the  debt  out  of  the  borough  fund. 

Morgan  Crucibles. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Tuesday,  February  6,  Mr. 
Justice  Kekewich  had  before  him  on  a  motion  the  case  of 
the  Morgan  Crucible  Co.  v.  the  Vulcan  Crucible  Co.,  which 
had  reference  to  alleged  "passing  off."  The  application 
was_  by  the  defendant  (Mr.  George  Kleinvogel,  a  German 
subject)  to  set  aside  the  issue  of  a  writ  of  summons  and  its 
service  upon  him.  His  Lordship,  after  hearing  defendant's 
counsel,  and  without  calling  upon  the  other  side,  said  that 
in  his  opinion  the  motion  had  been  entirely  misconceived. 
It  appeared  to  him  that  the  intention  was  not  to  serve  Mr. 
Kleinvogel,  but  to  serve  someone  who  is  carrying  on  business 
here  under  the  name  or  style  of  the  Vulcan  Crucible  Co. 
He  would  decide  that  Duncan.  Clark  &  Co.  had  been  served, 
but  not  Mr.  Kleinvogel,  and  the  motion  was  dismissed,  with 
costs. 

Mr.  Waggett  appeared  before  the  Court  of  Appeal  on 
Wednesday  and  asked,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Kleinvogel,  for 
leave  to  give  short  notice  to  appeal  from  Mr.  Justice  Keke- 
wich's  decision.    The  application  was  dismissed. 


Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Section  15  Offences. 
At  Bow  County  Court  on  Friday,  February  2,  before  Judge 
Smyly,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  brought  an  action  to 
recover  101.  from  T.  D.  Blacquiere,  of  128  Odessa  Road, 
Forest  Gate.  Mr.  Quarrell  appeared  on  behalf  of  the 
Society,  but  the  defendant  was  not  present  nor  was  he 
legally  represented. 

Mr.  Quarrell  explained  that  the  action  was  brought  to 
recover  two  penalties  of  51.  :  the  first  for  selling  poison — 


oxalic  acid — and  the  second  for  taking,  using,  or  exhibit- 
ing the  name  of  dispensing  chemist,  contrary  to  the  Act. 
He  (Mr.  Quarrell)  had  a  verbal  admission  that  the  defen- 
dant was  willing  to  pay  the  penalty,  but  as  he  was  not 
present  it  would  be  necessary  to  prove  the  case. 

His  Honour  :  It  appears  to  be  a  fixed  penalty. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Yes,  it  is  a  fixed  penalty  of  57.,  but  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  in  many  cases  it  does  not  prove  to  be  pro- 
hibitive. The  name  exhibited  was  that  of  "James  Jones," 
but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  he  had  not  the  prior  ownership  of 
this  shop,  but  the  ownership  prior  to  that. 

Mr.  George  Waldock  said  that  on  September  27,  1905,  he 
went  to  128  Odessa  Road,  and  purchased  a  pennyworth  of 
oxalic  acid.  The  shop  sign  was  "James  Jones,  M.P.S., 
chemist  by  examination — Odessa  Pharmacy."  He  had  since 
been  to  the  shop  and  identified  the  person  who  sold  him  the 
poison.    He  answered  to  the  name  of  Blacquiere. 

Mr.  Quarrell  put  in  a  register,  which  showed  that  no  such 
name  was  on  the  list. 

His  Honour  :  There  is  no  person  of  that  name,  and  there 
is  no  name  which  would  sound  the  same. 

Mr.  Quarrell  also  put  in  a  signed  statement  by  the  defen- 
dant, in  which  he  admitted  that  it  was  poison  which  he  had 
sold.  Mr.  Quarrell  added  that  the  Society  served  the 
notice  in  every  possible  case,  in  order  to  save  expense.  If 
the  paper  was  signed  and  the  admission  made  it  saved  the 
expense  of  analysis. 

Arthur  Moloch,  managing  clerk  to  the  solicitor,  said  he 
went  to  the  shop  with  the  last  witness,  and  found  a  person 
answering  to  the  name  of  Blaquiere,  who  signed  the  state- 
ment in  his  (witness's)  presence.  Two  days  ago  he  again 
visited  the  place,  and  found  the  same  man  there. 

His  Honour  said  that  on  that  evidence  he  could  do  no 
other  than  give  judgment  for  the  amount  claimed,  with 
costs. 

Mr.  Quarrell  asked  for  costs  on  the  higher  scale,  on  the 
ground  that  the  case  was  one  of  public  interest. 
His  Honour  :  Yes,  I  think  I  can  allow  that. 
Mr.  Quarrell  asked  for  a  committal  order,  to  be  suspended. 
His  Honour  :  What  do  you  mean  ? 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Can  you  make  a  committal  order  and 
suspend  it  ? 

His  Honour  :  Under  what  Act  ? 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  It  is  an  action  to  recover  a  penalty,  and 
under  Section  4  of  the  Debtors  Act  of  1869  you  can  do  it. 
This  is  a  question  which  has  been  extensively  argued  before 
county  court  judges,  especially  in  the  North  ol  England, 
and  orders  have  been  made. 

His  Honour  :  But  where  is  the  default? 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  Well,  I  should  ask  you  to  make  an  order 
subject  to  default  after  a  certain  time. 

His  Honour  :  Oh,  no.  I  couldn't  do  that.  There  must 
be  default  first.  Do  you  mean  to  say  that  judges  have  made 
the  orders  first  ? 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  They  have  not  made  orders  at  once  for  (he 
payment  of  the  whole,  but  the  Society  can  never  initiate 
steps  for  the  payment  of  penalties. 

His  Honour  :  There  will  be  an  order  for  payment  within 
seven  days. 

Mr.  Quarrell  :  And  that  will  enable  me  to  come  again  if 
necessary,  and  you  can  then  make  an  order  as  you  think  fit. 

Rankin's  Ointment  Cases  in  Leeds. 
As  a  sequel  to  the  recent  decision  by  the  Lord  Chief  Justice 
and  his  colleagues  in  the  appeal  Brown  v.  Leggett,  in  re- 
spect to  what  part  of  the  Poison  Schedule  includes  Rankin's 
ointment  (a  parasiticide  or  vermin-killer  containing  vera- 
trine,  a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid),  Mr.  C.  M.  Atkinson, 
the  Leeds  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  had  before  him  on 
Thursday,  February  1,  the  deferred  cases  for  judgment. 
The  prosecutor  was  Mr.  W.  J.  Leggett,  Secretary  of  the 
P.M.V.  and  Drug-stores  Association,  and  the  defendants 
Messrs.  J.  H.  Beacock,  Reinhardt  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Robt. 
Fourness,  Jas.  Punch,  Horace  Stringer,  W.  A.  Wharram, 
Ltd.,  A.  Wrigley,  Geo.  A.  Webster,  Geo.  Wm.  Overend, 
Wm.  Johnson,  Thos.  Wm.  Colson,  Ernest  Crawford,  and 
Edwin  Yewdall — all  of  Leeds. 

The  learned  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  in  giving  judgment, 
said  : 

In  disposing  of  the  informations  laid  against  a  number  of 
druggists  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  poisons,  it  is  necessary 
to  ascertain,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  do  so,  the  precise  nature 
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of  the  decision  of  the  High  Court  in  Brown,  appellant, 
Leggett,  respondent;  and  as  the  consequences  of  that  deci- 
sion are  far-reaching  and  of  great  importance,  I  will  state 
what  I  conceive  to  be  its  effect  with  particularity,  but  with 
all  possible  brevity. 

Under  the  Pharmacy  Act  poisons  are  separated  into  two 
classes,  the  more  virulent  and  deadly  being  placed  in  what 
is  known  as  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule,  while  .the  less  potent 
drugs  are  comprised  in  Part  II.  of  the  Schedule.  The  more 
deadly  poisons  in  Part  I.  cannot  be  sold  to  any  person  who 
is  not  known  by.  or  introduced  to,  the  vendor,  and  a  record, 
moreover,  must  be  kept  of  the  transaction  and  of  the  de- 
clared object  of  the  purchase.  The  less  deadly  poisons  in 
Part  II.  may  be  sold  by  a  registered  druggist  to  any  stranger 
and  in  any  quantities  provided  the  poison  be  duly  labelled. 
By  an  order  made  in  1869  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
included  in  the  list  of  poisons  "  every  compound  containing 
any  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  when  prepared  or 
sold  for  the  destruction  of  vermin."  This  order  does  not 
state  in  terms  whether  such  compounds  are  to  be  deemed 
included  in  Part  I.  or  in  Part  II.,  and  the  construction  I 
placed  upon  the  order  was  that  all  vermin-killers  which  con- 
tained any  of  the  more  deadly  poisons  comprised  within 
Part  I.  would  be  subject  to  the  restriction  imposed  on  the 
sale  of  those  more  deadly  poisons,  while  vermin-killers 
which  contained  the  less  deadly  poisons  of  Part  II.  might 
be  sold  to  anyone,  if  duly  labelled.  This  construction, 
which  seems  to  me  to  be  an  eminently  reasonable  one,  has 
also  been  placed  on  this  order  by  the  strong  Departmental 
Committee  on  Poisons  which  issued  its  report  in  1903  (see 
p.  127  of  the  Eeport  presented  to  Parliament).  Indeed, 
the  Chairman  of  that  Committee  referred,  with  much  satis- 
faction, to  the  fact  that  a  murder  near  St.  Neots  had  been 
detected  and  avenged  by  reason  of  the  criminal  being  com- 
pelled, on  the  purchase  of  a  vermin-killer,  to  sign  his  name 
and  submit  to  the  other  requirements  applicable  to  poisons 
within  Part  I.  (see  p.  113  of  the  Report). 

I  think,  too,  I  am  right  in  saying  that  a  similar  reading 
of  the  order  has  been  adopted  in  publications  issued  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  itself.  This  construction  was,  how- 
ever, declared  by  the  Court  in  Brown  v.  Leggett  to  be 
erroneous,  and  (stripped  of  technical  verbiage  as  to  poi- 
sonous vegetable  alkaloid*.)  it  was  held  that  vermin-killers 
as  a  class  fall  within  Eurt  II.,  and  may,  therefore,  be  sold 
by  registei'ed  druggists  without  regard  to  the  restrictions 
or  safeguards  prescribed  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  the  more 
virulent  poisons.  In  the  present  case,  the  vermin-killer  con- 
tained veratrine,  which  is  a  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloid, 
and  all  such  vegetable  alkaloids  are  specifically  placed  by 
the  Legislature  in  Part  I.,  but  in  view  of  the  judgment  of 
the  High  Court,  I,  of  course,  dismiss  the  summonses. 

I  need  not  say,  concluded  his  Worship,  that  I  do  not  offer 
a  single  word  of  criticism,  or  even  of  comment,  on  the  judg- 
ment.   I  merely  call  attention  to  its  importance.    Not  a 
few  coroners,  magistrates,  and  officers  of  police,  who  are 
daily  confronted  with  the  difficulties  that  arise  in  cases  of 
poisoning,  and  are  familiar  with  the  perils  that  attend  the 
sale  of  deadly  drugs,  have  long  been  anxious  to  secure 
further  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  poisons.    Their  anxiety 
will  not  be  lessened  by  the  knowledge  that  compounds  con- 
taining fatal  doses  of  strychnine  and  other  irritant  agents 
may  be  purchased  from  registered  druggists  indiscrimi- 
nately and  in  any  quantity  by  strangers,  without  inquiry  or 
record  of  any  kind  whatsoever;  that  is  to  say,  if  the  com- 
pound be  sold  in  good  faith  as  a  vermin-killer,  however 
mischievous  may  be  the  real  object  of  the  purchase. 

Mr.  Kirby  (Messrs.  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby,  solicitors  to  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association),  who  appeared  for  the  de- 
fendants, applied  for  costs,  and  his  Worship  allowed  a 
guinea  in  each  case. 


Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland). 

Power  of  the  Society  to  Prosecute. 
In  the  Southern  Police  Court,  Dublin,  on  February  1,  before 
Mr.  E.  G.  Swifte,  K.C.  (Divisional  Police  Magistrate),  five 
summonses  were  heard  against  Forbes  Sharpley,  7  Lower 
Camden  Street,  at  the  suit  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland.  They  were  (1)  for  keeping  open  shop  for  retailing 
poison;  (2)  for  selling  poison  on  September  19.  1905;  (3 
and  4)  for  similar  offences  on  January  23 ;  and  (5)  for  fail- 
ing to  furnish,  on  the  request  of  the  Registrar  of  the  Phar- 


maceutical Society,  the  name  of  the  proprietor  or  qualified 
assistant  employed  in  the  sale  of  poisons.  Mr.  Meeke, 
solicitor  (Messrs.  Robinson  &  Son),  represented  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society;  and  Mr.  Day,  B.L.  (instructed  by 
Messrs.  Casey  &  Clay),  appeared  for  the  defendant.  Dr. 
Walsh  (President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  and  Mr. 
W.  F.  Wells  (ex- President)  were  in  court. 

Mr.  Meeke  was  about  to  state  the  facts  of  the  case,  when 
Mr.  Day  said  he  had  a  preliminary  objection  to  make — 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  no  right  to  come  in  and 
maintain  the  prosecution.  There  is  no  section  in  the 
Pharmacy  Act  entitling  the  Society  to  sue  for  penalties. 
As  the  law  stands,  a  corporation  cannot  sue  for  penalties 
unless  express  authority  is  given  in  the  Act.  He  (Mr.  Day) 
had  appeared  for  the  Society  on  many  occasions,  but  the 
complainant  was  always  the  inspector  of  weights  and 
measures. 

Mr.  Swifte  said  he  was  aware  of  cases  in  which  (lie  Society 
were  complainants. 

Mr.  Meeke  quoted  the  case  of  Boyd,  of  Lisburn,  in  which 
the  Society  were  complainants.  The  case  went  to  the 
Queen's  Bench,  but  the  point  raised  was  not  mentioned  in 
either  the  court  below  or  the  superior  court. 

Mr.  Day  said  he  raised  the  point  now.  He  did  not  care 
what  had  been  done  in  other  cases — the  law  is  clear  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  cannot  be  complainants 
to  recover  penalties.  In  the  British  Pharmacy  Act  power 
is  given  to  the  Society  to  sue  for  penalties,  but  there  is  no 
such  authorisation  in  the  Irish  Act.  The  fifteenth  section 
of  the  British  Act  corresponds  to  the  thirtieth  section  of  the 
Irish  Act  up  to  the  imposition  of  the  penalty,  but  thereafter 
it  is  different.  The  words  of  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Act,  1875, 
are  : 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  keep  open 
shop  for  retailing,  dispensing,  or  compounding  poisons 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  of  the  session  of  the  thirty- 
third  and  thirty-fourth  years  of  the  reign  of  her  present 
Majesty,  chapter  twenty-six,  or  medical  prescriptions,  unless 
such  person  be  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  under 
this  Act,  or  to  assume  or  use  the  titlo  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist,  or  Pharmaceutist,  or  Pharmacist,  or  Dispensing 
Chemist,  in  any  part  of  Ireland,  unless  such  person  shall  be 
registered  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  under  this  Act ;  and 
any  person  acting  in  contravention  of  this  enactment,  or 
compounding  any  medicines  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
except  accovding  to  the  formularies  of  the  said  Pharma- 
copoeia, shall  for  every  such  offence  be  liable  to  pay  a  penalty 
of  five  pounds.  .  .  . 

This  gives  the  Society  no  power  to  sue  for  penalties,  whereas 
in  the  British  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  the  corresponding  sec- 
tion (15)  goes  on 
and  the  same  may  be  sued  for,  recovered,  and  dealt  with  in 
the  manner  provided  by  the  Pharmacy  Act  for  the  recovery 
of  penalties  under  that  Act ;  .  .  . 

The  Act  referred  to  (that  of  1852)  recites  : 
and  such  penalty  may  be  recovered  by  the  Registrar  to  be 
appointed  under  this  Act,  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  Council  of  the  said  Society  .  .  . 

The  British  Act  thus  gives  express  authorisation  to  the 
Society  to  sue,  but  there  is  no  such  provision  in  the  Irish 
Act.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  cannot  therefore  prose- 
cute— they  can  only  be  there  as  common  informers;  and  as 
a  corporation  they  are  not  entitled  to  come  as  common 
informers.  The  law  on  this  point  was  clearly  laid  down  in 
the  ca;e  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  St.  Leonard's,  Shore- 
ditch  r.  Franklin  (Law  Reports,  3  Common  Pleas  Divi- 
sion, p.  378),  which  was  a  prosecution  in  regard  to  shortage 
1     in  coal.    It  was  held  that 

a  corporation  cannot  sue  for  penalties  as  a  common  in- 
former unless  expressly  authorised  by  law  so  to  do. 
Mr.  Day  went  into  this  point  at  considerable  length,  quoting 
further  portions  of  the  remarks  of  Lord  Chief  Justice  Cole- 
ridge. It  is  perfectly  clear,  continued  Mr.  Day,  that  it  was 
never  intended  that  the  Society  should  be  informers,  because 
a     in  Section  36  it  is  provided  that 

s  One-third  of  every  sum  of  money  recovered  as  a  penalty 

r        under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  to  the*  person  who  shall  be  tho 
f        means  of  bringing  to  justice  any  person  committing  any 
offence  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the 
3        remainder  of  such  sum  shall  be  paid  to  tlio  TVeaf'Tpr.  and 
'       shall  by  him  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  this  Act  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  any  regulation  made  in  pursuance  of 
this  Act. 
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Mr.  Meeke  submitted  that  the  objection  was  not  valid. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  did  not  come  as  informers,  but 
under  Section  4  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1875,  were  given 
power  to  sue. 

A  society  to  be  called  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  "  shall  be  constituted  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
such  Society  shall  by  such  name  be  a  body  corporate,  and 
have  perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  and  sue  and 
be  sued,  and  have  power  and  authority  to  take,  purchase, 
and  hold  land  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 
Section  36  gives  the  power  of  recovering  penalties  : 

Every  penalty  recoverable  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  recoverable  in  a  summary  way,  with  respect  to  the 
police  district  of  Dublin  metropolis,  subject  and  according 
to  the  provisions  of  any  Act,  regulating  the  powers  and 
duties  of  justices  of  the  peace  for  such  district  or  of  the 
police  of  such  district,  and  with  respect  to  other  parts  of 
Ireland,  before  a  justice  or  justices  of  the  peace  sitting  in 
petty  scss:ons,  subject  and  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Petty  Sessions  (Ireland)  Act,  1851,  and  any  Act  amend- 
ing the  same. 

Prosecutions  like  the  present  have  been  going  on  all  over 
the  country  for  thirty  years,  and  the  point  had  never  been 
raised  before.  Mr.  Day  was  engaged  in  the  Boyd  case, 
referred  to  above,  and  never  raised  the  point.  There  is  an 
analogous  position  in  the  Irish  Public  Health  Act,  1878, 
under  which  a  corporation — the  sanitary  authority — is 
always  the  prosecutor  and  sues  for  the  recovery  of  penalties. 

Mr.  Swifte  said  he  would  look  into  the  point  raised,  but 
would  in  the  meantime  hear  the  case. 

Mr.  Meeke  then  opened  his  case.  Defendant  kept  a 
baby-linen  shop  and  sold  a  number  of  medical  appliances 
and  requirements.  He  published  a  price-list  of  such  articles, 
one  section  of  which  (headed  "Medical")  included  a 
number  of  requisites,  among  others  Winslow's  soothing 
syrup.  Mr.  Hayes,  of  the  Society,  called  and  bought 
a  bottle  of  the  syrup,  which  they  had  analysed  by 
Mr.  Jardin,  a  public  analyst,  who  found  "it  con- 
tained a  quantity  of  morphine,  which  is  a  scheduled 
poison.  The  Society  then,  under  the  authority  of  the 
eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  1890,  sent  to  the  de- 
fendant asking  who  was  the  proprietor  and  manager  of  the 
shop.  Receiving  no  reply,  they  again  wrote  on  January  23, 
and  received  in  reply  a  letter  from  Messrs.  Casey  &  Clay 
saying  mat  the  business  was  a  small  one,  being  a  baby-linen 
shop,  including  ladies'  articles,  and  among  the  articles  were 
some  half-dozen  bottles  of  the  syrup.  Miss  Sharpley,  who 
had  charge  of  the  business,  wished  them  to  say  that  she  had 
not  been  aware  of  what  the  syrup  contained  or  she  would  not 
have  kept  it  for  sale,  and  the  Society  might  take  her  assur- 
ance that  she  would  not  vend  the  article  again.  That  letter 
was  dated  January  24,  but  Mr.  Meeke  said  it  was  not 
received  till  the  26th,  the  summonses  having  been  issued  in 
the  meantime. 

Mr.  James  Hayes,  the  Society's  inspector,  gave  evidence 
of  purchase  and  of  handing  the  bottle  of  Winslow's  syrup 
to  the  analyst. 

Mr.  Jardin,  the  analyst,  said  that  his  analysis  showed  the 
presence  in  a  bottle  of  the  syrup  of  0.255  or  about  one-third 
of  a  gram  of  morphine  hydrochloride.  Taylor,  the  great 
authority  on  poisons,  quoted  a  case  in  which  a  child  was 
killed  by  one-twelfth  of  a  grain  of  morphine. 

Mr.  Day,  in  cross-examination,  asked  Mr.  Jardin  if 
Winslow's  syrup  is  a  "  preparation  of  "  morphine.  Witness 
would  only  admit  that  the  syrup  is  a  preparation  containing 
morphine,  but  in  further  cross-examination  said  it  is  a  pre° 
paration  of  morphine  in  the  same  way  as  a  cup  of  tea  is  a 
preparation  of  theine. 

Mr.  Swifte  :  Is  the  morphine  the  predominant  element  of 
the  syrup  ? 

Witness  :  I  think  they  rely  upon  the  morphine  for  the 
soothing  effects.  I  did  not  search  for  any  other  ingredient 
than  morphine,  which  is  mentioned  on  the  label  as  bein<r 
present.  ° 

Mr  A.  T.  Ferrall,  Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
.Society,  gave  evidence  as  to  sending  a  letter  asking  who  is 
the  proprietor  or  qualified  assistant  employed  in  defendant's 
shop,  to  which  no  reply  was  received. 

Mr.  Day  for  the  defence,  said  that  Miss  Sharpley  who 
managed  the  shop  for  her  father,  kept  medical  requisites 
tor  the  convenience  of  nurses.  These  requisites  were  pur- 
chased  from   Messrs.    Hayes,   Conyngham    &  Robinson 


Grafton  Street.  Winslow's  syrup  is  the  only  article  in  the 
list  to  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  objected.  A  dozen 
bottles  were  bought  three  years  ago  :  three  were  sold  to 
Dr.  Thompson's  nurse,  four  were  bought  by  the  inspector, 
and  five  returned  to  Messrs.  Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson. 
Miss  Sharpley  did  not  know  the  syrup  contained  poison,  as 
she  understood  that  the  wholesale  firm  would  not  supply 
her  with  anything  the  sale  of  which  would  cause  a  contra- 
vention of  the  Act.  Mr.  Day  complained  that  no  intimation 
was  given  to  defendant  that  a  breach  of  the  law  was  being 
committed  before  the  five  summonses  were  issued. 

Mr.  Swifte  said  the  weak  point  was  that  defendant  took 
no  notice  of  the  Society's  letter. 

Mr.  Day  said  that  was  not  a  case  in  which  the  Society  was 
empowered  to  send  such  a  notice  under  Section  18  o'f  the 
Pharmacy  Act  Amendment  Act,  1890.  Such  notice  could 
only  be  sent  to  parties  who  carry  on  the  ostensible  business 
of  a  chemist  and  druggist.  Section  18  of  the  Amendment 
Act  must  be  taken  as  referring  to  Section  17,  which  required 
that  persons 

keeping  open  shop  for  selling,  retailing,  or  mixing 
poisons  shall  personally  manage  and  conduct  such  shop  and 
the  retailing  and  mixing  of  poisons  therein,  or  shall  employ 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  as  an  assistant  or  manager  iii 
such  shop,  a  duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  or  regis- 
tered druggist  or  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  licentiate 
apothecary  .  .  . 

When  Miss  Sharpley  received  the  Registrar's  letter  she  could 
not  see  what  it  had  to  do  with  her  business,  as  nothing  was 
said  about  Winslow's  syrup. 

Miss  Sharpley  was  then  examined,  and  bore  out  counsel's 
statement. 

Mr.  William  Hayes,  the  next  witness  for  the  defence, 
said  he  was  the  originator  of  the  company  of  Messrs.  Hayes, 
Conyngham  &  Robinson,  but  had  not  taken  an  active  part 
in  the  business  for  some  years  past.  Miss  Sharpley  had 
been  very  careful  in  what  she  bought,  as  she  did  not  want 
to  sell  anything  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could  take 
exception  to,  nor  did  his  company  wish  to  sell  her  such 
articles.  In  answer  to  Mr.  Day,  witness  said,  "I  was 
President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  five  years,  and 
there  were  a  good  many  prosecutions  in  my  tune,  but  none 
so  harsh  and  unrighteous  as  the  present  case.  I  would  not 
have  allowed  it."  The  order  for  the  syrup  some  three  years 
ago  was  probably  filled  without  reference  to  the  principals. 

Mr.  Day  pointed  out  that  the  summonses  for  January  23 
ought  to  be  dismissed,  as  the  analyst  only  examined  the 
syrup  purchased  on  September  19. 

Mr.  Meeke  withdrew  the  two  summonses  referring  to 
January  ^o,  and 

Mr.  Swifte  said  he  thought  the  Society  ought  not  to  press 
for  two  penalties  for  the  same  offence  on  the  same  day;  it 
would  look  harsh  in  the  present  case. 

Mr.  Meeke  said  the  Society  were  not  desirous  of  pressing 
the  cases  unduly,  but  wished  to  be  recouped  for  the  cost  of 
the  prosecutions,  which  in  the  present  case  came  to  about  10/ 
Mr.  Swifte  said  that  it  had  struck  him  all  along  as  a  very 
small  case.  The  sale  was  only  incidental  to  a  baby-linen 
business.  No  doubt  it  is  a  serious  thing  to  sell  poison  to 
nurses  who  might  wish  to  put  babies  to  sleep,  but  it  is  cer- 
tainly not  a  case  for  a  heavy  penalty.  Subject  to  the  legal 
point  which  had  been  raised  at  the  beginning  by  Mr.  Day, 
he  fined  the  defendant  40s.,  and  40.s\  costs  for  keeping  open 
shop  for  the  sale  of  poison  on  September  19,  and  for  failing 
to  reply  to  the  Registrar's  request  to  be  informed  as  to  the 
proprietor  or  manager  of  the  business  40s.,  and  40.?.  costs. 

Mr.  Swifte's  Decision. 
On  February  8  Mr.  Swifte  gave  judgment  on  the  point  which 
he  reserved  for  consideration.    He  held  that  the  Society 
were  not  suing  as  common  informers,  and  he  affirmed  the 
penalties  already  pronounced. 

Other  Cases. 

Two  summonses  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
against  a  North  Dublin  druggist  for  compounding  were  to 
have  come  before  the  Dublin  Police  Court  on  February  7, 
but  the  matter  was  settled  by  the  defendant  paying  the 
penalty  of  5/.,  and  two  guineas  costs. 

In  the  Dublin  Southern  Police  Court  on  February  5,  before 
Mr.  Drury,  one  of  the  two  Magistrates  for  that  division, 
several  pharmaceutical  prosecutions,  at  the  suit  of  the 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  were  listed  for  hearing, 
the  cases  having  been  adjourned  from  last  week  to  suit  the 
convenience  of  the  parties.  Mr.  Meeke  (Messrs.  Robinson  & 
Son,  solicitors)  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  Society.  A 
number  of  summonses  against  Messrs.  Haydock  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
47  Dolphin's  Barn  Street,  Dublin,  were  taken.  One  charged 
the  company  with  keeping  open  shop,  at  124  Cork  Street, 
Dublin,  for  selling  or  retailing  poisons  (to  wit,  a  prepara- 
tion of  morphine)  on  September  19,  1905,  to  James  Hayes, 
and  not  employing  a  duly  registered  chemist  or  druggist  or 
registered  druggist  or  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  licentiate 
apothecary  as  an  assistant  or  manager  to  manage  and  con- 
duct such  shop,  contrary  to  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act 
(Ireland),  1890.  A  second  summons  was  for  a  similar  offence 
in  respect  to  dispensing  and  compounding  a  medical  pre- 
scription at  47  Dolphin's  Barn  Street,  Dublin  ;  a  third  was 
similar  to  the  first,  but  the  date  was  September  26  and  the 
premises  47  Dolphin's  Barn  Street,  and  a  fourth  was  against 
William  H.  Haydock  for  selling  laudanum  at  47  Dolphin's 
Barn  Street  on  September  26,  1905,  he  not  being  a  person 
properly  qualified  in  that  behalf  according  to  law. 

Mr.  Meeke,  at  the  outset,  told  his  Worship  about  the 
point  raised  last  week,  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is 
not  entitled  to  come  there  as  complainants,  and  it  was 
agreed  to  await  Mr.  Swifte's  decision  before  going  on  with 
these  cases. 

Mr.  Jas.  O'Connor,  B.L.  (instructed  by  Mr.  John  Haw- 
thorn, solicitor),  who  appeared  for  the  defendant  company 
and  also  for  Mr.  Haydock,  said  that  apart  from  this  point 
he  had  a  complete  answer  to  the  prosecution  on  the  facts, 
and  there  were  other  points  which  would  arise  that  did  not 
come  up  in  the  case  heard  by  Mr.  Swifte.  He  would  ask  for 
a  dismissal  when  his  Worship  heard  the  case,  which  the 
defendants  were  now  prepared  to  meet. 

Mr.  Drury  said  there  was  no  use  in  going  into  the  facts 
when  the  preliminary  point  had  been  raised  which  went  to 
the  root  of  the  matter. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  in  three  summonses  his  clients  were 
prosecuted  as  a  limited  company,  and  he  contended  that 
under  the  Act  no  prosecution  could  lie  against  a  limited 
company.  Furthermore,  they  were  charged  with  selling 
poisons,  and  their  case  would  be  that  they  did  not  sell 
poisons  and  did  not  stock  poisons. 

Mr.  Drury  :  Are  not  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  prose- 
cutors here? 

Mr.  O'Connor  :  They  are. 

Mr.  Drury  :  Then  I  will  take  it  upon  myself  to  adjourn 
the  cases  until  after  Mr.  Swifte  has  given  his  decision  on 
the  law  point.  I  will  adjourn  them  generally  until  any  day 
that  suits — or  say  this  day  fortnight  or  this  day  month. 

Mr.  O'Connor  not  offering  further  opposition  to  a  suit- 
able adjournment,  the  hearing  was  "adjourned  generally." 

Mr.  Meeke  also  mentioned  a  case  involving  three  sum- 
monses against  Alfred  Harding,  registered  druggist, 
55  Patrick  Street,  Dublin— one  for,  on  October  11,  1905, 
keeping  open  shop  for  compounding  medical  prescriptions, 
a  second  for  selling  or  keeping  open  shop  for  retailing 
medical  prescriptions  for  one  James  Hayes  (meaning  the 
inspector  of  the  Society),  and  a  third  for  compounding  a 
medical  prescription  for  James  Hayes.  The  hearing  of 
these  cases  was  postponed  to  February  7.  when  they  were 
again  adjourned  pending  Mr.  Swifte's'decision.

Sale  of  a  Chemist's  Business

Invuta    House     Paddock    Wood,    Kent,    chemist  and

?i!aru-g'u  i  ls  wasan  action  of  contract  commenced  in 
ttie  High  Court,  and  sent  by  order  of  a  Master  to  be  tried 


before  his  Honour  and  a  jury.  Plaintiff  sought  to  recover 
the  sum  of  50/.  18s.  9d.,  principal  and  interest  due  under  a 
covenant  contained  in  a  deed  dated  April  28,  1905,  whereby 
defendant  covenanted  to  pay  plaintiff,  on  September  29,  the 
sum  of  50/.,  with  interest  at  4/.  per  cent,  per  annum.  The 
defendant  counterclaiined  13/.  13*.  10c/.  for  apportionment 
of  rent  and  other  items,  and  the  cancelling  of  a  memorandum 
of  charge  in  favour  of  the  plaintiff  to  secure  payment  of  the 
50/.  and  interest,  alleging  that  he  was  induced  to  complete 
the  purchase  by  certain  false  representations.  Defendant 
further  alleged  breach  of  an  agreement  to  teach  him  the 
business  of  a  dentist,  and  to  remain  with  him  a  month  for 
that  purpose,  and  to  introduce  defendant  to  plaintiff's 
patients.  Mr.  Hohler,  barrister  (instructed  by  Messrs. 
Cripps.  Son  &  Daish,  Tunbridge  Wells),  appeared  for  the 
plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Rowand  Harker,  barrister  (instructed  by- 
Messrs.  Nye  &  Treacher,  Brighton),  for  the  defendant. 

Plaintiff  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  he  had  carried  on 
the  business  of  a  chemist  and  dentist  at  Boundary  Road, 
Portslade,  for  three  and  a  half  years,  when,  owing  to  his 
wife's  ill-health,  he  advertised  the  business  for  sale  in  March 
1905,  and  got  into  communication  with  the  defendant.  He 
stated  that  his  profits  in  the  chemist's  department  amounted 
to  over  200/.,  and  in  the  dentistry  to  about  150/.  per  annum. 
Defendant  came  and  saw  the  business,  and  witness  offered 
to  show  him  the  books,  but  he  said  he  had  not  time  to  look  at 
them.  Defendant  eventually  agreed  to  pay  115/.  down  and 
50/.,  with  interest,  in  the  September  following.  The  115/. 
was  paid,  but  the  defendant  had  not  paid  the  balance,  but 
had  written  saying  that  trade  was  bad.  Witness  was  cross- 
examined  as  to  the  correctness  of  statements  in  the  accounts, 
and  in  the  course  of  his  replies  said  that  he  bought  his  bottles 
second-hand.  Many  of  his  customers  were  sailors,  and  he 
charged  them  as  much  as  10*.  for  two  bottles  of  medicine,, 
costing  him  6d..  and  3s.  6d.  for  a  10-oz.  mouth-wash  contain- 
ing 6  grains  of  alum.  These  statements  caused  astonish- 
ment in  court,  and  Mr.  Harker  commented  upon  them. 
Witness  stoutly  denied  that  he  had  "  faked"  his  day-book. 

Mrs.  Price  gave  corroborative  evidence.  Mr.  F.  W.  A. 
Cushman,  solicitor,  spoke  to  the  bankruptcy  of  two  of  Mr. 
Price's  predecessors  in  the  business. 

Mr.  F.  H.  Collingwood,  secretary  to  Messrs.  Lorimer  & 
Co.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Mr.  H.  L.  Gauntlett,  a  repre- 
sentative of  Bristow  &  Co.,  manufacturing  perfumers  and 
soap-makers,  and  Mr.  C.  J.  McCarthy,  mechanical  dentist, 
gave  evidence  as  to  the  business  they  had  done  with  the 
plaintiff. 

Mr.  Ayris,  in  support  of  his  counterclaim  and  his  case 
generally,  stated  in  evidence  that  plaintiff  did  not  offer  to 
show  him  any  books,  and  he  did  not  see  any.  In 
consequence  of  a  little  difference  on  the  day  witness  took 
possession,  plaintiff  refused  to  assist  him  in  the  dentistry  as 
promised.  The  business  turned  out  very  bad.  From 
April  19  to  December  31  the  takings  from  the  chemist's  busi- 
ness had  only  amounted  to  93/.  9*.  6rZ.,  and  the  outgoings 
were  52/.  7*.  Id.,  and  on  the  dental  business  he  had  received 
20/.  and  had  paid  out  6/.  This  showed  a  gross  profit  of 
55/.  1*.  lid.  from  both  businesses,  and  from  this  he  had  to 
pay  30/.  for  rent.  11/.  lis.  for  rates  and  taxes,  3/.  As.  for 
telephone,  etc.  For  a  business  like  that  33^  per  cent,  ought 
to  be  the  ordinary  net  profit  made. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Davis,  chemist.  Western  Road.  Brighton,  called 
on  behalf  of  defendant,  said  plaintiff's  books  showed  a  gross 
profit  of  400  per  cent.  ;  this  was  impossible.  60  or  70  per  cent, 
being  a  very  good  profit  for  a  business  of  that  kind.  Mr. 
E.  B.  Bolton,  chemist,  Queen's  Park  Road,  Brighton,  gave 
similar  evidence. 

The  jury,  after  hearing  counsel  and  his  Honour,  gave  a 
verdict  for  the  defendant  on  claim  and  counterclaim.  His 
Honour  gave  judgment  accordingly,  i-ith  costs,  directing 
that  the  deed  of  charge  be  delivered  up  to  be  cancelled,  and 
that  the  defendant's  tenancy  agreement  be  handed  over  to 
him. 

Sponge  Dispute. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Friday.  February  2, 
before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  an  action  was  brought  by 
Messrs.  Goldhill  &  Co..  sponge  merchants.  124  Houndsditch, 
E.C.,  against  Mr.  Frank  Moore,  11  Lymington  Parade, 
West  End  Lane,  to  recover  5/.  6*.  lOd.  for  sponges  supplied. 
It  seemed  that  the  defendant  bought  the  sponges  of  the 
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plaintiffs'  traveller  in  June  last.  There  were  570  sponges 
in  all,  and  the  defendant  agreed  to  pay  2^d.  each  for  them. 
He  rejected  them  almost  at  once,  but  the  plaint  iff  s 
would  not  take  them  back.  Plaintiffs  now  said  that  the 
sponges  were  quite  equal  to  the  sample  from  which  they  were 
sold.  After  hearing  a  good  deal  of  evidence  Judge  Rentoul 
sent  the  parties  to  a  sponge-merchant  in  the  neighbourhood, 
who  reported,  without  knowing  anything  about  the  dispute, 
that  the  sponges  were  only  worth  4/.  10.S.  in  June  last,  at  the 
time  of  the  sale.  Judgment  was  therefore  given  for  the 
defendan-t,  with  costs.

Dutch  Drops. 

Sir, — In  his  interesting  notes  on  Dutch  drops,  a  propos 
of  your  illustrated  article  on  the  subject  in  the  Winter 
Issue,  "Xrayser"  expressed  his  surprise  that  there  should 
be  any  original  Dutch  drops  made  at  the  present  time.  He 
had  imagined  that  all  the  patent-medicine  houses  put  up 
their  own  imitations  of  this  old  favourite.  On  the  contrary, 
they  all  announce  themselves  as  importers  of  the  genuine 
Dutch  drops  from  Holland ;  but  they  do  not  all  supply  the 
same  brand.  Some  furnish  the  article  made  by  C.  de 
Koning  Tilly,  from  whose  circular  you  quoted,  and  who 
warns  purchasers  against  spurious  imitations,  especially  one 
accompanied  by  "rappers  embellished  with  heads."  Other 
houses  supply  this  "spurious  imitation."  whose  maker  also 
claims,  in  his  turn,  that  his  is  the  only  genuine  medica- 
mentum,  and  signs  his  head-embellished  wrapper  "  Claas  de 
Koning  Tilly  "  and  a  larger  one  with  some  curious  hierogly- 
phics quite  undecipherable  by  the  uninitiated.  In  addition 
to  the  wholesale  houses,  there  is  another  source  of  supply  in 
the  shape  of  itinerant  merchants  of  a  nondescript  type  who 
turn  up  at  irregular  intervals.  One  such  used  to  come  to 
this  town  and  offer  his  brand  of  Dutch  drops  at  18s.  per 
gioss.  His  visit  was  always  a  source  of  amusement.  His 
seafaring  hat  his  old  leather  satchel,  his  broken  English,  and 
his  funny  old  wrinkled  visage  were  things  not  to  be  for- 
gotten. As  for  his  smile,  it  was  a  sight  for  the  gods.  It 
used  to  send  us  all  into  fits,  and  leave  us  happy  lor  the  rest 
of  the  day.  Would  I  had  the  pencil  of  a  Fred  Reynolds  to 
depict  this  quaint  old  Hollander  !  Whence  he  came  we 
never  learnt  and  whither  he  has  gone  we  know  not.  Peace 
be  with  him  !

Parliamentary  Representation  of  Chemists. 
.  bI»  —   Xrayser  "  in  your  issue  of  this  week  says  that  "  it 
is  not  quite  clear  what  Mr.  Gadd  wants."    May  I  supply 
him  with  the  information  he  requires  ? 

The  chief  need  is  financial  support.    A  Parliamentary 


Fund  has  been  opened  at  the  Exeter  branch  of  the  National 
Provincial  Bank  of  England  in  my  name,  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Federation.  This  is  only  a  temporary  arrangement,  as 
the  Federation  has  no  desire  permanently  to  handle  or  ad- 
minister any  fund  which  may  be  raised,  but  to  hold  the 
same  until  such  time  as  trustees  are  appointed,  at  a  meeting 
of  the  subscribers  called  for  that  purpose.  The  Executive 
proposes  that  such  a  meeting  be  held  in  London  during 
the  Exhibition  week,  beginning  April  23.  I  shall  be  glad 
if  you  will  allow  me  this  opportunity  of  giving  a  preliminary 
notice  to  the  local  Associations,  as  it  is  desirable  that  the 
promoters  of  the  meeting  should  know  at  once  whether  the 
Associations  would  be  able  to  send  delegates,  with  full 
power  to  vote  on  certain  resolutions,  which  would  be  sub- 
mitted to  them  some  weeks  before  the  date  of  the  meeting. 
Resolutions,  however,  will  not  satisfy  us  unless  they  are 
supported  by  definite  promises  of  financial  support.  It  is 
proposed  that  the  meeting  shall  not  be  confined  to  members 
of  the  Associations  affiliated  to  the  Federation,  but  that  all 
who  are  interested  in  the  Parliamentary  scheme  should  be 
asked  to  attend,  and  it  is  hoped  that  such  a  meeting  will 
bring  together,  in  addition  to  the  representatives  of  the  local 
Associations,  representatives  of  the  wholesale  and  manufac- 
turing sections  of  the  trade,  and  of  the  parent  Society.

Cancer  and  Trypsin. 
Sir, — In  the  leaderette  upon  cancer  in  your  issue  of 
January  27  the  words  occur  : 

Ho  indicated  that  this  growth  of  "  irresponsible  tropho- 
blast  "  depends  upon  a  secretion  of  an  enzyme  working  in  an 
acid  medium,  and  suggested  that  the  introduction  of  a 
stronger  enzyme  in  an  alkaline  medium  would  abort  the 
growth.  This  idea  was  taken  up  independently  by  Dr.  J.  A. 
Shaw-Mackenzie.  . 
Again,  further  on  stand  the  words  : 

Dr.  Beard  had  said  that  the  stronger  enzyme  might  be 
found  in  the  pancreas,  and  this  has  proved  to  be  trypsin. 
I  am  not  indebted  to  Dr.  Shaw-Mackenzie  for  any  informa- 
tion as  to  which  of  the  pancreatic  ferments  came  in  question, 
for  I  knew  it  and  had  published  it  three  weeks  before  he 
published  ("Lancet,"  February  11,  1905)  a  single  word 
about  trypsin.    The  suggestion  that  I  was  in  a  dilemma  as 
to  the  particular  ferment  has  no  basis  in  fact.    As  a  student 
in  Wiirzburg  long  ago  I  worked  upon  ferments  and  upon 
comparative  physiological  chemistry  in  the  laboratory  of 
that  pioneer  of  comparative  physiology,  Professor  C.  F.  W. 
Krukenberg.    Moreover,  like  any  decently  trained  zoologist, 
I  knew  that,  whereas  some  of  the  pancreatic  ferments  were 
r-estricted  to  the  backboned  animals  or  Y ertchrata,  one  of 
them,  and  one  only — trypsin — went  right  down  the  scale 
among  the  lower  animals  which  possess  a  body-cavity.  Thus, 
for  example,  trypsin  is  known  to  be  the  digestive  ferment  of 
many  crabs  and  mussels,  and  in  these  animals  the  same 
phenomena  of  the  suppression  of  asexual  generation  occur. 
But  even  in  my  "  Lancet"  article  (February  4,  1905)  which 
ferment  was  concerned  is  so  distinctly  laid  down  that  a 
mere  child  could  determine  it.    However,  my  first  publica- 
tion of  my  conclusions,  based  on  long  years  of  work,  during 
which  much  midnight  oil  was  burnt,  was  not  the  "  Lancet  " 
of  February  4.  1905.    On  January  20,  1905.  following  an 
invitation  to  lecture  to  the  members  of  the  Anatomical 
Society,  the  Medical  Institution,  and  the  Biological  Society, 
I  gave  an  address  in  Liverpool  upon  cancer.    For  reasons 
into  which  I  need  not  enter,  but  which  also  include  scientific 
priority,  I  gave  all  my  conclusions  in  that  lecture,  which 
was  "  scientific  publication."    From  my  own  abstract  of  that 
lecture,  which  occupies  a  whole  column  of  the  "  Liverpool 
Post"  of  January  21,  1905,  I  quote  the  following  words  : 
As  the  speaker's  work  of  past  years  had  revealed,  at  the 
critical  period  the  embryo,  complete  in  all  its  parts,  began 
to  nourish  itself  by  an  alkaline  p'ancreatic  digestion  and 
with  a  ferment  known  as  trypsin.    If  this  latter  were  want- 
ing, the  asexual  generation,  the  trophoblast,  might  become 
a  malignant  tumour  of  the  deadliest  description ;   in  its 
presence   it  became   harmless    and   slowly  degenerated. 
Clearly,  then,  since  cancer  was  an  irresponsible  tropho- 
blast, the  ferment  which  brought  about  the  degeneration 
of  this  in  normal  development  ought  to  possess  potency 
when  directed  against  the  cells  of  a  malignant  tumour. 
I  may  add  that  in  my  opinion  trypsin  kills  the  cancer-cell 
because  of  its  proteolytic  action  upon  the  cancer-albumin,  a 
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living  substance,  and  upon  the  ferment  formed  by  this — 
malignin.  Yours  faithfully,

P.S. — My  attention  has  been  directed  to  an  article  upon 
■"Trypsin  in  Cancer"  on  page  214  of  your  issue  of  Feb- 
ruary 3.  The  suggestion  that  experiments  should  be  made 
upon  the  Jensen  mouse-tumour  with  trypsin  was  made  by 
.myself  long  before  I  knew  of  the  existence  of  Dr.  Shaw- 
Mackenzie  or  of  Mr.  Gamble.  In  December  1904  Professor 
Jensen  had  sent  a  mouse  with  such  a  tumour  to  Professor 
Gruenbaum  for  my  work.  By  the  middle  of  December  the 
inoculations  had  been  made,  but  as  none  of  them  was  success- 
ful, no  injections  could  be  made.  It  is  due  to  Dr.  H.  Wade 
to  state  that  he  offered  me  the  facilities  for  making  these 
experiments  last  summer,  and  he  also  said  that  he  woidd 
perform  the  inoculations  and  injections  for  me.  When  this 
was  reported  to  Dr.  Shaw-Mackenzie,  Mr.  Gamble  offered 
to  send  the  trypsin.  I  should  like  to  add  that  of  course 
there  is  no  such  thing  as  pure  "trypsin"  on  the  market; 
that  a  cancer  is  no  more  composed  of  glycogen  than  a  plant 
is  of  starch;  that  glycogen  is  not  living  substance,  while 
cancer-albumin  is. 

Wanted,  a  Metropolitan  Assistants'  Association. 
Sir, — As  a  manager  of  a  London  branch  and  an  assistant 
for  many  years,  I  beg  to  propose  that  a  great  benefit  would 
result  if  an  association  of  qualified  and  unqualified  assist- 
ants were  formed  not  exactly  for  several  purposes,  but 
mainly  to  discuss  the  interests  of  assistants  as  a  body. 
There  are  very  many  points  common  to  both  registered  and 
non -registered  men,  altogether  apart  from  qualification. 
Therefore  such  an  association  as  I  suggest  would  put  the 
quBstion  of  qualification  away  as  far  as  possible,  and  study 
those  matters  which  affect  all  assistants,  something  after 
the  style  of  a  trade  union.  In  connection  with  this  I  would 
also  propose  an  assistants'  benevolent  fund,  so  that  in  times 
of  trouble  immediate  difficulties  could  be  overcome.  My 
wife,  as  a  naturally  keen  and  intelligent  lady,  hints  that 
the  widows  and  others  dependent  on  assistants  might 
possibly  be  enabled  to  share  in  such  a  fund  if  it  were 
successful.  It  must  be  recognised  that  while  the  qualified 
man  is  a  necessity  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  there  is  also  an  equal  want  of  non-registered  men, 
and  I  think  if  an  association  were  formed,  as  I  suggest, 
some  practical  means  of  placing  the  two  classes  in  a  way  of 
earning  their  living  without,  as  it  were,  jostling  each  other 
might  be  evolved  and  mutual  advantages  produced.

"Why  Buy  Bovril?" 
This  title  is  used  by  Taylors'  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  as  the 
heading  to  a  handbill  issued  in  Bavnsley,  wherein  it  is  stated 
that  they  "  give  to  every  purchaser  of  one  shilling's  worth  of 
goods  a  6^d.  bottle  of  bovril  free,  and  to  purchasers  of  two 
shillings'  worth  of  goods  a  Is.  bottle  of  bovril  free — and  so 
on.  This  free  gift  applies  to  all  classes  of  goods,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  patent  medicines,  the  makers  of  which 
protect  the  price,  and  will  not  allow  any  bonus  to  be  given 
on  them."  In  regard  to  this  matter  a  local  chemist  (206/21) 
writes  : 

It  seems  to  me  the  Bovril  Co.,  with  the  help  of  Taylors' 
Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  now  said  the  right  thing,  and  by  the 
distribution  of  this  handbill  are  educating  the  grocer  and 
general  retailers  of  bovril  that  it  is  no  uso  their  sending 
orders  along,  because  they  have  decided  to  give  and  are  giving 
it  away;  that  if  they  continue,  this  for  a  time  no  doubt  they 
may  look  for  a  reward  as  public  benefactors.  To  suggest,  as 
the  handbill  does,  that  the  P.A.T.A.  list  of  preparations  is  a 
small  one,  is  on  a  par  with  the  statement  that  Taylors'  arc  the 
pioneers  of  lower  prices  for  drugs  and  patent  medicines  in 
Barnsley  :  the  pioneer  was  a  chemist  named  Ellis  in  the  year 
1881 — twenty-five  years  ago — and  Oglesby  has  sold  at  Taylors' 
prices,  or  lower,  fur  twenty  years.  It  is  said  dissension 
and  disgust  are  exhibited  by  Taylors'  customers ;  for  instance, 
one  buys  Scott's  emulsion,  another  B^ccham's  pills;  one  is 
refused  the  bovril  gift,  the  other  gets  it;  and,  of  course,  this 
occurs  dozens  of  times  a  day.  So  the  battle  goes  merrily 
on;  the  chemists  as  determined  as  ever  to  sell  bovril  at 
£>«?.,  10d.,  Is.  bd.,  2s.  8cZ.,  and  4s.  6(7.  if  ever  they  are  asked  for 
it  again.  It  is,  of  course,  always  possible  that  the  public  may 
get  to  dislike  a  preparation  that  is  given  away  so  freely,  and 
especially  seeing  that  they  know  not  the  reason  of  it.

Sir, — lie  "  B.Sc.'s  "  experience  of  the  excellence  of  every- 
thing sold  and  done  by  Messrs.  Boots  I  should  like  to  say 
that  I  dissent  from  the  views  and  suggestions  expressed  by 
Mr.  Reid  and  "  R.  W."  I  think  one  of  the  most  gratifying 
characteristics  of  our  trade  is  the  excellent  way  in  which 
they  have  treated  the  various  advertising  escapades  of 
Messrs.  Boots,  and  that  is  with  the  supreme  contempt  of 
absolute  silence.  This  is  the  finest  advertisement  we  can 
possibly  employ.  I  think,  if  you  set  this  dignified  silence 
against  the  peculiar  form  of  advertising  fights  employed  by 
Messrs.  Boots  (what  one  might  describe  as  hitting  "below 
the  belt,"  and  which  is  considered  cowardly  in  the  prize- 
ring),  the  old-fashioned  or  modern  legitimate  store  chemist, 
who  has  won  his  way  to  the  dispensing-counter  by  bearing 
the  heat  and  burden  of  the  examination  ordeal,  comes  up 
"on  the  top"  easily.  Let  us  most  carefully  continue  that 
policy,  keep  our  shops  bright  and  up  to  date,  serve  as  many 
of  our  own  customers  as  possible,  and  trust  to  excellent 
quality  and  our  own  more  or  less  long  honourable  experience 
of  the  trade  to  do  the  rest.  Moreover,  from  the  commercial 
standpoint  it  would  be  a  tactical  mistake.  If  we  put  out 
a  tallow  candle  of  opposing  advertising-matter  as  a  trade, 
Messrs.  Boots  and  other  companies  would  soon  follow  with 
an  arc  lamp  of  the  same,  and  all  we  should  gain  would  be 
an  addition  to  our  printing  and  advertising  account.  And 
even  supposing  we  formed  a  trade  union  for  this  purpose, 
and,  say,  16, COO  chemists  subscribed  1/.  each  per  annum, 
what  good  would  16,000^.  per  annum  be  as  an  advertising 
fund  to  fight  companies?  A  mere  tiny  drop  in  the  ocean, 
and  perfectly  ineffective.        Yours  faithfully,

Sir, — It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  a  good  many 
chemists  are  doing  what  they  can  to  fight  this  unfair  battle 
in  an  individual  way.  Isolated  fighting  is,  however,  of 
little  avail  in  a  case  of  this  kind.  It  is  the  duty  of  associa- 
tions to  take  up  the  work.  Individual  effort  is  ineffective  in 
any  case,  and  it  is  apt  to  be  abortive  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  many  well-educated  and  intelligent  men  have  not  the 
particular  gift  necessary  to  the  writing  of  a  clear,  concise 
advertisement.  I  do  not  consider  the  page  written  by 
"  B.Sc."  a  work  of  art.  It  has  far  too  much  matter  in  it, 
and  far  too  many  points  are  raised  about  which  the  public 
care  nothing.  In  these  days  people  read  little  in  the  news- 
papers but  the  headlines,  and  very  few  people  would  labour 
through  the  page  written  by  this  highly  educated  "  B.Sc." 
In  drawing  up  an  advertisement  to  meet  these  whole  pages 
of  vulgar  garrulity,  the  main  points  to  be  kept  in  mind  are 
that  limited  companies  do  not  fall  within  the  scope  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts ;  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  is 
the  administrative  body,  has  no  power  over  them  ;  and  that 
they  are  not  subject  to  the  regulations  made  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Privy  Council  in  the  interest  of  public  safety. 
Facts  like  these,  told  in  three  or  four  sentences,  and  printed 
in  bold  type,  are  worth  a  dozen  pages  such  as  "  B.Sc. "  has 
produced.  I  do  not  believe  in  the  window-poster  idea 
which  one  of  your  correspondents  advances.  The  replies  to 
the  charges  made  ought  to  be  published,  as  far  as  possible, 
in  the  newspapers  used  by  our  opponents.  Of  course,  these 
newspapers  are  not  in  an  enviable  position,  but  we  cannot 
help  that.  Money  made  from  a  wholesale  system  of  "mud- 
slinging  "  is  not  the  kind  of  money  any  newspaper  needs  to 
be  proud  of.  As  to  advertising  the  enemy,  nobody  would 
venture  to  say  that  these  men  have  been  advertising 
chemists.  As  a  rule,  it  is  bad  taste  to  refer  to  an  opponent 
in  an  advertisement,  but  where  a  direct  attack  is  made,  as  is 
the  case  here,  it  would  be  very  foolish  not  to  meet  misrepre- 
sentation with  truth.  There  need  be  no  "  mud-slinging  "  on 
our  side.  The  plain  unvarnished  truth  will  be  most  effec- 
tive. We  have  limited  companies  at  a  disadvantage  there. 
No  man  can  speak  ill  of  another  without  injuring  himself  to 
some  extent,  and  these  companies  cannot  refer  to  us  in  ad- 
vertisements without  speaking  ill  of  us,  because  there  is  no 
just  charge  to  bring  against  us.  We  can,  however,  reply 
with  the  truth  which  is  altogether  free  from  malice.

J.  (208/3).— Both  your  labels  are  liable  to  medicine  stamp- 
duty,  as  they  recommend  the  preparations  for  the  cure  of 
ailments,  and  there  is  no  disclosure  of  the  composition  in 
either. 

C.  D.  (211/49).— Your  label  makes  a  medicine  liable  to  duty 
on  account  of  the  phrase  "  a  powerful  stimulant  in  liver-com- 
plaints," etc.  The  addition  of  the  following  does  not  affect 
the  matter : 

Enriches  the  Blood. 
Strengthens  the  System,  and  Imp-arts 
Tone  and  Energy  to  the  Digestive  Organs. 

Each  of  these  phrases  has  been  held  to  be  not  a  dutiable 
recommendation,  but  their  use  now  is  subject  to  the  decision 
of  tho  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  in  respect  to  "  the  mention 
merely  of  an  organ  or  part  of  the  human  body."  It  has  been 
held  that  the  phrase  "  makes  rich  pure  blood  "  is  a  dutiable 
recommendation. 

Ajax  (211/39). — A  commission  on  profits  to  an  employe 
necessarily  implies  net  profits.  If  this  has  been  specified  in 
the  agreement,  the  manner  of  determining  tho  net  profits  at 
tho  time  of  the  agreement  should  be  continued.  The  usual 
deductions  from  gross  profits  are  rent,  rates,  working-ex- 
penses and  depreciation  of  fittings.  Depreciation  of  the  value 
of  the  lease  cannot  fairly  be  charged  against  the  assistant; 
that  is  a  contingency  which  does  not  affect  the  present  but  the 
future  value  of  the  business,  and  it  is  tho  preseDt  in  which 
alone  the  employe  is  interested.

"Alchemical  origin"  is  picturesque  enough,  but 
when  it  is  considered  that  tho  art  of  making  large  globes  of 
white  flint  glass  is  not  older  than  the  end  of  the  eighteenth 
century,  or  even  tho  first  part  of  the  nineteenth  century,  it  will 
bo  seen  that  the  theory  is  untenable.  Alchemical  glasswaro 
was  probably  equivalent  in  quality  to  tho  glass  used  nowadays 
for  making  wine-bottles,  and,  as  such,  would  not  be  adapted 
for  the  purpose  of  show-bottles.  The  use  of  show-carboys  has 
grown  from  the  practice  of  exhibiting  medicines  or"  tape- 
worms in  the  apothecaries'  windows,  but  wo  look  upon  tho 
carboy,  as  used  in  tho  present  day,  as  an  invention  of  the  last 
hundred  years.

Among  fine  chemicals  attention  has 
been  concentrated  on  the  bromides,  the  prices  sf  which  have 
been  severely  "cut."  Quinine  has  improved  again,  and  a 
large  business  has  been  done  from  both  first  and  second 
hands,  in  consequence  of  which  the  German  makers  have 
advanced  their  prices  ^d.  Citric  acid  is  firmer.  In  essential 
and  fixed  oils  star  aniseed  has  advanced,  and  sandalwood 
is  firmer,  cassia  being  easy,  while  lemon  is  firm.  Cod- 
liver  oil  shows  no  material  alteration,  but  sellers  are  not 
quite  so  eager  for  business,  as  last  week's  fishing  was  poor. 
Castor,  linseed,  turpentine,  and  petroleum  oils  are  weaker. 
In  spices,  chillies  are  dearer  and  in  demand,  nutmegs  and 
mace  being  firmer  at  auction.

— At  auction,  370  barrels  St.  Vincent  were 
offered  and  bought  in  at  2^(7.  to  2|(7.  per  lb.  for  fair  to  good 
manufacturing. 

Asafetida. — At  next  week's  auction  there  will  be  further 
offerings  of  recent  arrivals. 

Benzoin. — Practically  all  the  lots  of  Sumatra  offered  at 
last  week's  auction  have  now  been  cleared,  and  the  deli- 
veries during  January  have  been  good.  There  have  been 
no  arrivals,  but  50  to  60  cases  are  on  the  way.  Palembang 
is  still  firmly  held  at  46s.  per  cwt.  for  good  seconds. 

Bromides. — As  the  result  of  the  action  of  one  of  the 
British  bromide-makers,  which  is  referred  to  in  our 
editorial  columns,  the  market  has  received  a  severe  blow, 
and  prices  are  now  considerably  lower.

— Agents  report  further  sales  cf  the  new 
Norwegian  oil  at  65s.  per  barrel,  c.i.f.,  but  there  appears 
more  disposition  to  wait  further  reports  of  the  fishing,  and 
sellers  are  not  so  eager  as  last  week,  being  of  the  opinion 
that  the  bottom  has  been  touched.  New  oil  on  the  spot  is 
worth  70s.  per  barrel  to  buy. 

Bergen,  Februarv  5.— During  last  week  our  cod  fisheries 
were  much  hindered  by  severe  weather,  and  the  week's  catch 
was  therefore  only  one  million  cod.  The  total  output  up  to 
date  is  3,600,000  of  cod,  with  a  yield  of  about  3,200  barrels  of 
cod-liver  oil.  This  is  a  good  output  for  this  time  of  the  year, 
and  buyers  here  are  very  careful,  but  during  the  last  few  days 
stormy  weather  has  brought  about  a  somewhat  firmer  market, 
and  producers  are  not  now  so  willing  to  part  with  their  goods 
at  present  low  prices.  Nevertheless,  finest  new  non-congealing 
Lofoten  cod-liver  oil  cannot  be  quoted  above  63s.  per  barrel, 
f.o.b.  Bergen.  Weather  permitting,  the  reports  from  the  fish- 
ing places  are  very  hopeful.  The  exports  from  Bergen  up  to 
date  amount  to  1,001  barrels,  against  362  barrels  at  the  same 
date  of  last  year. 

A  London  firm  of  agents  write  on  February  3  that  the 
reports  of  late  have  not  been  quite  so  favourable,  and,  accord- 
ing to  latest  news  from  the  fishing  places  at  the  end  of 
January,  the  quality  of  the  liver  is  not  so  rich  as  originally. 
Tho  liver  is  now  smaller,  and  yields  50  per  cent,  of  oil,  as 
against  56  per  cent,  to  58  per  cent,  a  fortnight  ago.  .  .  . 
Holders  are  little  disposed  at  the  moment  to  sell  at  buyers' 
ideas.  We  quote  for  finest  new  non-freezing  Lofoten  oil  for 
early  or  forward  shipment  65s.  per  barrel  net,  c.i.f..  New- 
castle, Hull,  or  London. 

An  advice  from  Christiania.  dated  February  5,  states  that 
the  prospects  still  remain  good,  although  the  weather  for  the 
past  week  has  not  been  favourable.  In  Lofoten  and  neigh- 
bouring districts  the  catch  up  to  date  amounts  to  3,500,000 
cod,  from  which  3,697  hi.  of  steam-refined  oil  has  been  pro- 
duced and  1,546  hi.  liver  set  aside  for  other  kinds  of  cod- 
liver  oil.  At  the  same  time  last  year  practically  nothing  had 
been  caught.  Market  is  dull,  although  the  prices  of  raw 
material  have  slightly  risen. 

Oil,  Lemongrass,  is  steady  at  from  8^d.  to  8J,c/.  per  oz. 
for  Cochin. 

Oil,  Linaloe,  still  remains  very  high  at  from  8s.  6d.  to 
9s.,  according  to  seller. 

Oil,  Olive. — A  report  from  Sicily,  dated  January  31, 
states  that  the  market  shows  considerable  firmness,  the 
arrivals  of  new  oil  being  small  and  insufficient  for  the  large 
demand.  The  olives  are  only  slowly  falling  off  the  trees, 
and,  being  sound  and  uninjured  by  the  "  oil-fly,"  they  are 
used  in  preference  for  the  manufacture  of  eating-oil.  It  is 
calculated  that  more  than  half  of  the  crop  will  be  converted 
into  eating-oil.  Owing  to  the  unfavourable  weather,  the 
new  oil  clears  but  slowly,  and  prices  have  advanced  20s.  to 
25s.  per  tun.    Stocks  are  extremely  low. 

Oil,  Peppermint,  is  a  shade  better,  and  in  more  inquiry. 
One  American  brand  has  advanced  to  lis.,  but  10s.  6d.  will 
still  buy  good  Wayne  County  oil.  Japanese  (Kobayashi)  is 
quoted  4s.  3c/.  on  the  spot,  and  for  a  parcel  near  at  hand  4s. 
has  been  paid.    H.G.H.  is  quoted  14s.

Opium  is  steady,  but  sales  are  only  retail.  Manufacturing- 
qualities  have  been  sold  at  full  values,  and  in  fine  soft- 
shipping  up  to  13s.  has  been  paid.  Druggists'  qualities  are 
quoted  at  from  8s.  to  8s.  6c/.  Persian  continues  in  fair 
demand  at  a  slight  advance,  at  from  18s.  6c/.  to  19s.,  but 
little  is  now  offered  under  20s. 

Smyrna,  January  27. — The  market  is  unaltered,  but  firm, 
with  buyers.  The  sales  amount  to  38  cases  as  follows  :  Two 
cases  inspected  Karahissar  at  the  equivalent  of  7s.  10c?.,  14 
cases  t.q.  Karahissar 'at  7s.  8c?.,  and  22  cases  current  t.q.  at 
7s.  5cZ.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.  European  ports.    Reports  concerning  the 
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growing  crop  continue  to  bo  unfavourable,  but  it  is  yet  too 
early  to  say  with  certainty  what  amount  of  damage  has  bten 
done. 

Smyrna,  January  26. — The  sales  amount  to  33  cases,  com- 
prising 16  cases  current  talequale  and  10  cases  Ycrli  ditto  for 
the  IIS.

A  report,  dated  Smyrna.  January  31,  states  that  the  sales 
from  January  amount  to  221  cases,  comprising  138  cases  for 
America,  57  for  England,  15  for  the  Continent,  and  11  for 
account  of  interior  and  local  speculators.  During  the  early 
part  of  the  month  severe  frosty  weather  damaged  the 
autumn  sowings,  of  which  it  is  reported  25  to  30  per  cent, 
have  perished.  The  soring  sowings,  which  begin  now  and  end 
about  the  middle  of  March,  arc  not  alwavs  certain  to  succeed, 
therefore  from  all  accounts  we  must  look  forward  to  a  medium 
crop  next  season.

on  the  spot,  May  at  8|(7.  to  9c?.,  and  August  8§(7.  to  9^(7. 
per  oz.  Whiffen's  price  has  been  advanced  ^c/..  to  9(7.  The 
B.  &  S.  factory  in  America  have  also  raised  their  price  to 
18c.  net  (=9^c7.  London  terms).  Market  closes  firm  at 
8§c/.  spot  in  second-hands. 

There  were  ro  landings  during  Januarv,  the  deliveries 
amounting  to  26,480  oz.,  making  the  stock  on  January  31 
2,780,384  oz.,  against  3,299,920  oz.  in  1905.

45«.  for  unsorted  native  cut,  and  at  29*.  for  fair  washed  and 
good  brown  Calicut  rough.  No  Jamaica  was  offered. 
Chillies  were  dearer,  fine  Nyasaland  selling  at  from  37*-. 
to  38*.,  and  good  at  from  33*.  to  35*.  Mace  was  also  firmer, 
and  Nutmegs  were  dearer.  A  few  cases  good  to  fine  picked 
Penang  Cloves  were  bought  in  at  from  1*.  3d.  to  Is.  6r/., 
and  fair  Amboyna  at  11(7. ;  fair  stalky  Zanzibar  partly  sold 
at  5|(7.,  fair  to  good  being  bought  in  at  5|(7.  to  6d.

The  statistics  which  have  been  issued  regarding  the  year's 
exports  from  Sicily  are  considered  discouraging  (according  to 
a  Messina  advice  of  January  31),  the  exports  having  declined 
by  19,400  tons  and  stocks  increased  by  65,896  tons,  as  com- 
pared with  1904.  Considering  the  immense  efforts  which 
have  been  made  during  recent  years  in  order  to  increase  the 
output  to  its  utmost  limits,  it  is  surprising  that  the  production 
has  not  been  raised  to  any  great  extent.  As  many  mines,  in 
spite  of  an  advance  in  prices,  barely  pay,  a  relapse  in  values 
would  certainly  reduce  the  production  considerably.  The 
consumption  of  sulphur  in  general  is  on  the  increase,  and  were 
it  not  for  the  falling  exports  to  the  U.S.A.,  who  in  1902  used 
170,000  tons  of  Sicilian  sulphur  against  only  70,240  tons  in 
1905,  no  apprehension  need  be  felt  as  to  the  future.  The  new 
Ministry  at  Rome  is  actively  discussing  with  the  Sicilian  dele- 
gates possible  measures  to  bo  adopted  in  order  to  reduce 
production,  and  to  arrest  the  eventual  decline  in  prices, 
should  the  contract  with  the  Anglo-Sicilian  Co.  not  be 
renewed.  'm

Peppermint. 

In  response  to  a  demand  for  information  relating  to  the 
peppermint  industry,  Miss  Alice  Henkol,  assistant  in  drug- 
plant  investigations  in  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
has  brought  together  in  pamphlet  form  the  most  important 
facts  regarding  the  history,  culture,  and  utilisation  of  the 
peppermint-plant.  Most  of  the  information  has  been  obtained 
from  scattered  articles  on  the  subject  and  in  part  from  experi- 
ence with  the  plant  in  the  testing  gardens  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.  Peppermint  cultivation  in  the  United  States 
on  a  commercial  scale  dates  back  to  1816,  when  Wayne  County, 
N.Y.,  was  selected  as  the  first  locality,  the  supply  of  root- 
stocks  being  obtained  from  wild  plants  found  growing  along 
the  banks  of  streams.  Adjacent  counties  soon  undertook  the 
cultivation  of  peppermint  ;  but  Wayne  County  was  then,  and 
is  now,  the  principal  peppermint  district  in  New  York.  In 
1889  Wayne  County,  N.Y.,  had  3,325  acres  of  peppermint, 
whereas  in  1899  there  were  only  300  acres,  and  in  1905  about 
933  acres  were  under  cultivation.  Michigan  State  is  now  one 
of  the  chief  producers,  and  in  1902  the  acreage  under  cultiva- 
tion was  6,400,  the  total  number  of  lbs.  distilled  being  82,42£ 
and  the  yield  12.8  lb.  per  acre  (1901,  23.9  lb.  ;  1900,  22.5  lb.). 
Miss  Henkel  deals  fully  with  the  cultivation,  harvesting,  and 
distillation  of  the  oil ;  but  on  such  a  topic  it  is  difficult  to  say 
anything  new.

The 
cost  of  cultivation  per  acre  has  been  stated  at  from  $12  to  $14, 
and  with  a  charge  of  25c.  per  lb.  of  oil  for  distillation,  the 
market  price  may  easily  fall  below  the  cost  of  production."
